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CHAP. XX. 

Leave the continent of Afia^ and direSt 
our courfe for that of America-^tranf-^ 
actions in Norton Sound — continue to 
trace the coafi till our progrefs ujiopped 
by the Jhoalnefs of the njoater-^^arrival at 
Vnalafchka. 

AT half paft five the next morning 
(Sept. 5th), we faw'land bearing 
S* E. by S. which we foon after bore a- 
way for, with the wind N. by W. At 
feven^ faw more land, making like a 
hummock, and bearing S. \ E. At eight, 
our depth of water waa twenty fathom, 
and foon after we paffed a dead whale, 
upon which great numbers of gulls and 
petrells were regaling. At noon, we had 
frefli breezes, and the weather became 
hazy : our foundings were eighteen fa- 
thom. At half paft five, faw-^ more land 
VoL.IL B bearing 
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bearing S. E. and at feven we hauled up 
to £• N. E. . At twelve, we increafed our 
foundings to twenty fiathom- 

The weather at four the following 
morning (Sept. 6th), was fair, our courfe 
was N. E. by E. and the wind N, by W. 
We fbon after faw land bearing fronji N. 
9 deg. E. to N. 17 deg. E. The ex- 
tremes at eight bore N. 7 i deg. W. and 
N. 7 i E. At eleven, we were becalm- 
ed, and at noon our latitude was 6^ deg. 
57 min. N. when the highqft part of the 
land, making in a peak, bore N. 1 2 deg. 
W. At eight, we faw the iilaxid (Sledge 
Ifland) we anchored under on the 6th of 
Auguft, which now bore N. 27 deg. W. 
feven or eight leagues diftant ; our found- 
ings were thirteen fathom, and at twelve 
they decreafed to elevepi and ^ half. 

Our courfe, at four the next morning, 
was N. by W. the wind N. E. and the 
weather fine and pleafant At eight. 
Sledge Ifland bore N. 59 deg, W. and at 
noon N. 74 deg. W. our latitude being 
5 64 deg. J 
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64 <l6g- 15 ™!i^* ^* ^^d foundings ten 
fathom, with a muddy bottom. At four, 
our courfe was N. E. the wind W. when 
Sledge Ifle bore S^ 86 deg. W. At nine, 
we faw afire on the fhore, and foon after 
two or three Americans put off in their 
canoes. Captain Cook feeing this, order- 
ed the fhips to lay-to, that they might 
the more eafily overtake us ; but they 
would not venture near, but Ihouted and 
hollowed for fome time, and then return- 
ed to theihore; Athalfpaftnine, wemade 
fail, and flood to the eaftward, our diftance 
from the land being five miles. At ele- 
ven, we hauled more in Ihore, and at 
twelve our depth of water was thirteen 
fathom. . : ' . 

Sept. 8th. At one in the morning, 
having but very light winds, and the fhips 
drifting in ihore, we dropped our anchors, 
and found a tide or current fetting to the 
W. S. W. at the rate of a mile an hour. 
Sledge Ifle now' bore W. 9 deg. S. and 
the eaftermoft land N. 53 deg, E. At 

B2 five. 
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five, vve weighed and made fail, keeping 
a N. by E. courfc, with the wind at W* 
At eight we had nine fathom, with a 
muddy bottam, and faw many white por- 
puffes about. At eleven, we bore away 
to E. N. E. the wind being W. S. W. 
At noon, our latitude was 64 deg. 21 
min. N. when the eaftern extreme bore 
N. 65 deg. E. At four, the extremes of 
the land bore N. 59 deg. £• and N. 87 deg. 

W. our diftance from the neareft about 
fout;*miles. At five, were paffing a deep 

bay^ formed by the eaftern extreme, as fet 
at noon^ and another point, which at 
four, bore N. 2 deg. W* At feven, we 
were abreaft of the eaft point, at about 
two miles diftance, and hauled round it^ 
carrying regular foundings ifrom fifteen 
to thirteen fethoms. At eight, we had 
frefli breezes, with dark^ cloudy weather, 
and foon after let go our anchors \ the eaft 
point of the bay bore S» 37 deg. W. and 
the northermoft land in %bt N« 2 deg. 
E« This part of the coarft was high, though 
9 not 
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not remarkably fo ; that next the Tea was 
i^ fome places, very rocky, in others, low 
and level, and well covered with verdure, 
but there was no appearance of wood. 

We got up our anchors at four the 

next morning) and proceeded in a N. N« 

£. dire£tion, and foon after faw land to 

the eafhvard, appearing like two ifles. 

At fix, we faw more land to the N. by 

E. and at half pad feven fhoaled our wa- 

ter to feven fathom j we therefore hauled 

• * •* 

more in (hore, and kept a N. by W. 4. 
W; courfe. We now obferved plenty of 
trees of the fir kind upon tne fides,but none 
near the fummits of tlie hills ; in fize thdy 
appeared to be equal to thofe of Sand- 
wich Sound. At nine, the weather be- 
came very thick and hazy, but at half 
paft it cleared up, and we bore away. At 

ten, captain Cook made the fignal for the 
Difcovery's large cutter, which, in com- 
pany with the Refolution's, was fent a- 
head to fotind, and foon after the Difco^ 
very, as drawing the leaft water, was or- 

B 3 dered 
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dered to take the lead, our foundings 
being from eight to five fathoms. We 
continued flanding on till three, when, 
having only four fathom and a half, the 
Refolution hauled up to the S. S. £. and 
fired a gun, as a fignal for the Difcovery 
to do the fame ; the boats were likewife 
ordered to return. We found the water 
had a great degree of frelhncfs in it, and 
was befides not near fo heavy as fait wa- 
ter, three ounces of* this being eleven 
grains lighter. At four, our foundings 
were four and five fathoms, and a re- 
markable fmooth, but rocky hummock, 
bore N. 13 deg. W. four or five miles 
diftant : this hummock captain Cook call- 
ed Bald Head. At fix, we deepened 
pur water to fix fathom, and fpent the 
remaining part of the night upon our 
tacks. 

At four, the extremes of the eaftern 
land bore N. E. i E. and E. S. E. and 
Bald Head N. 4 E. At feven, we were 
very near the fhore, which afforded but 

little 
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little profpe£t of a harbour ; the fides of 
the hills were well clothed with trees, 
which appeared to be all of one fpecies. 
At eight, we bore away, our courfe S. S. 
W. the wind N. and at Bine boats from 
both fhips were fent to explore the fhore. 
Our obferved latitude to-day was 64 deg. 
33 min. N. when Bald Head bore N. 35 
deg. E. and the extremes of the eaftern 
land S. 85 deg. E. and N. 49 deg. E. 
At two in the afternoon, the boats re- 
turned, with an account of having found 
a tolerably convenient watering place, and 
that a fupply of wood might be procured 
without much trouble, as the beach was 
in many parts covered with abundance of 
drift-wood, which fuited our purpofe 
much better than any we could cut. The 
Ihore was fo ftrait as not to afford the 
leaft (belter for our veflels, but they might 
ride pretty fecurely in five or fix fa- 
thoms, at the diftance of four miles from 

> 

the ,lhore. They faw great plenty of 
whortle-berries and cran-berries, and 

B 4 brought 
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brought fome red currants on boar4, 
which were given to the captain, and 
near a boat load of grafs for the few re- 
maining goats. The place did not ap- 
pear to abound with birds, for they ob- 
^ferved only a few woodpeckers {picus tri^ 
daBylus) among the trees, and foihe ihagij 
upon the fiiorc. The natives had been 
there very lately, which was evident front 
the print of their feet in the fand, but 
they faw nothing of them. Many of 
the inland hills were a folid mafs of rock, 
without even the leaft particle of foil 
upon them. Captain Cook not altoge- 
ther approving of this place, the boats 
were got in, and both fhips flood towards 
the eaftern land. At half paft feven, our 
courfe was N. W. by W. the wind N. 
by E. Bald Head bearing N. £4 deg. W. 
and the extremes of the eaftern land N, 
7 deg. W. and N. 1 3 deg, E. our diftance, 
from the fouth end of it four or five miles, 
and diflant land feen over this, extend- 
ing as far as E. S. E. At eight, we an* 

chored 
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chored for the ©iglit, about three miles 
to the fouthward of the eaftern land, in 
nine fathom of water, and found a tide 
running to the S. S. W, at the rate of a 
knot per hour. 

At half pad three the next morning 
(Sept. 1 ith), we got up our anchors, and 
having made fail, proceeded in a N, W* 
by W. diredion till half paft fix, when 
we tacked and ftood E, N. E. At eight, 
the fouth end of the land we anchored 
under laft night (which was generally 
taken for an ifland, but which we now 
found was joined to the main by a neck 
o£ low land) bore I^. 45 f deg. W. five 
or fix miles diftant. This, which made 
in a bluff cape, was called Cape Denbigh. 
At nine, the Refolution tacked, having 
got near a flioal ; but the Difcovery ftand- 
ing on, and not feeing her danger, a jack 
was hoifted at the fore top-gallant-maft 
liead, aad a gun fired, as a fignal, upon 
which file likewife tacked, but not before 
Jhe was within two cables Jength of the 

fhoaU 
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fhoal. At twelve, both veffels dropped 
their anchors, our latitude being 64 deg. 
19 min. N. We .were now in a large 
bay, feparated from that of Y^fterday by 
a ridge of moderately high land, and ter- 
minating, as obferved before, in a rocky 
bluff (Cape Denbigh), which bore N. 52 
deg. W. three miles diftant ; the other,, 
or eaftern point of the bay, was formed 
by a hummock {which we afterwards 
found was detached from the main) bear- 
ing S. 5 1 deg. E. The land at the bot- 
tom of the bay was xxx fome parts com- 
pofed of very low land, in others it was 
of a confiderable elevation ; the whole 
had afTumed a brown hue,, occafioned by 

the plants, &c. which at this feafon of 
the year, were decaying very fall. At 
two in the afternoon, boats well manned 
were fent orj (hore, for the purpofe of 
cutting wood, of which we faw great 
plenty upon the beach. The fides of 
the hills, which were of a very gradual 
afcent, were well clothed with birch and 

willowa, 
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willows, but they were fmall in fize ; a- 
mong thefe were great numbers of red 
and black currant trees, with plenty of 
fruit. The higher parts and fummits of 
the hills were alnlbft entirely covered 
with crow and whorrie* berries, which af- 
forded a moft pleafing and falutary re- 
paft to every one on board. Upon dif- 
ferent parts of the beach, under the hills, 
were feveral huts, but in a very ruinous 
condition; from their appearance, we 
fuppofed them to be ereded merely for 
the tempoirary employment of fifliing: 
they were built of drift-wood ; the roofs, 
which were almoft flat, with a hole in 
the middle for the evacuation of fmokc, 
were fupported by four ftout pofts ; the 
hearths were placed immediately under 
this hole j on each fide, and at the far- 
ther end, were benches, elevated from the 
bottom about five or fix inches, and cover- 
ed with dry grafs, upon which the natives 
fit and fleep. In and near the huts were 
Scattered &(hr and other bones, apparently 

thofe 
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thqfc of birds; in one was found a pair 
of fnow (hoes, and- in another feveral 
pieces of deers hpxn. The entrances to 
them ail were fhehered front the S. E. 
iBundsi and, upon tlllt part of the fhore 
which was expofed to it, there were np 
huts, which renders it probable that thofe 
winds prevail and blow violently during 
iQme feafons of the year. The boats 
were foon^ loaded, but we found great 
difficulty in getting them off, on account 
of the little depth of water, whicb oblig- 
ed us to heave a good deal of our cargoes 
overboard.— The head of the bay is en- 
tirely furrounded by a flat which runs 
fome diftance from the fliore, and even at 

three and four miles diftance there is only 
four and four fathoms and a half. It Was 
near nine before!* the boats got on board^ 
and, during their abfence, many of the 
inhabitants had been alongfide, of whom 
were pur chafed dried fifli, berries of feve- 
ral kinds, bows and arrows, and other 
articles in the curiofity-way. They ap- 
peared 
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peared very plump and full of flefii, had 
orDaments in a hole on each' fide their 
under-lip, and had thofe bladder-like 
jackets over their other apparel which 
confifted principally of the fkins of mar^ 
tins and the ipotted field-mice; their hair 
was (hort and blacky and their canoes 
were Hike thofe of the natives of Una- 
lafchksu The boats being cleared and 
hoifted in, we weighed and made fail^ 
fleering for the Ihore we left yefterday, 
which captaiii G)ok thought more con- 
ifcnient in many refpeds than this, par- 
ticularly in the article of watering, as we 
here only found one fmall fpring, and 
that was fituated near the top of a hill. 

Our courfe the next morning (Sept. 
1 2th) at four, was W. i Ni the wind N. 
by E. ; Cape Denbigh then bore E. i- S. 
four leagues diftant, and the fmall ifle or 
Jiunamock which formed the eaftern point 
of the bay, and which was called Be(bo- 
rough ifle, S. E. by E. I E. Our weather 
was now fine and pleafant, with fcarce a 

cloud 
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t\oud to be Teen. At eight, we were run- 
ning along fhore, at about two miles di- 
ftance, having from feven to five fathoms* 
At eleven, the Difcovery came-to in four 
fathom and a half, with a fandy bottom, 
and two miles from the fhore. The Re- 
folution flood off and on till three in the 
afternoon, and then dropped her anchor 

likewife, when Cape Denbigh bore N. 80 
deg. E. Bald Head N. 32 deg. E. Befbo- 
rough Ifle S. 80 deg. E. and the two 
points of the road N. 16 deg. E. and S. 
i4- deg. E. ofF-fhore a mile and a half. 
All our boats were now got out, and the 
carpenters, coopers, and empty calks fent 
on fhore, and every body was foon im- 
merfed in bufinefs. 

September 13th. All hands employed 
as yefterday. We found this part of the 
world very pleafant ; the whole face of 
the country, notwithftandirtg its barren 
afpea at a diflance, is covered with grafs, 
2^nd interfperfed with groves of trides, 

chiefly thofe of the pine and birch j of 

the 
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the former we obferved only one fpcciea^ 
of the latter foun. The low laads were 
covered with various kinds of berrie9» 
particularly crow and whor tie-berries ; 
and among the flirubs we found the 
marfh ciftus {ledum palujire^ Lin.) which, 
upon trial, proved a very excellent fub* 
ftitute for tea, and was valued according- 
ly. The hills were of an eafy afcent, 
and from the tops of them was a fine 
profpedl inland, where the fpedtator might 
behold woods and lawns finely contrafted, 
with rivulets winding through them 
in various parts, rendering the fcene de- 
lightful. Among the land birds, which 
were neither various nor numerous, we 
faw the chatterer, the three-toed wood- 
pecker, the lefler red-poll, the yellow- 
crowned finch, a fpecies of titmoufe, the* 
large American bull-finch, and a fpecies 
of crane. The latter generally were feen 
in flocks, flew high, and were fo very 
£hy as to elude our utmofl vigilance. 
The water fowl were puffins, fliags, and 

a large 
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a large fpeciw of .gull^ totally white, 
which may pofiibly he ih^Iarus ekirneus 
mentioned in Phipp^^s voyage. 

There were fercral htits upon the 
beach, in every refpcd the fame as at the 
other place. In the forenoon, our people 
on Ihore were vifited by an old woman 
and a man, who appeared to be her ion $ 
they brought many fine trout with them, 
which were very gladly purchafed. The 
man was a mc^ miferable fpe£i:acle> and 
apparently eaten up with difcafe. 

The 14th was fpent in the fame man- 
ner as yeftcrday, tiU noon, when the Re- 
folution hoifted a fignal for every one to 
return on board* This part having been 
laid down in fome charts (particularly in 
that very accurate little map prefixed to 
* the Ruffian Difcoveries in the Northern 
Archipelago) as an ifland, known by the 
name of the great ifland Alatfchka, cap- 
tain Cook was determined to put it be- 
yond a doubt either the one way or the 
other, and for that purpofe difpatched the

At five, both vcf- 
iels weighed^ ahd proceeded towards the 
other bay, where captain Cook propofed 
waiting till the arrival of the boats. At 
half pad eight, we anchored for the 
night, about five or fix miles from the 
{&ore. 

We had fine, clear, pleafant weather 
the ' next day (Sept. 1 5th), and at half 
paft four got up our anchors^ and pur« 
fued an £. by N. and £. N. £. courfcj 
with the wind at N. At noon, our ob* 
ferved latitude was 64 deg« 22 mia« N; 
when Gape Denbigh bore N. 78 deg* W, 
two leagiKS difiant, and the earftermoft

Sept 2 2d 
waa cloudy, with moderate breezes ffom 
the N. W. ^nd W. N. W. attended witlj 
frequent ihowers of fnow. At four, wo 
bore away, our cpurff S. and S. by W. 
At eight, out depth of water was twenty- 
five fathom. Towards noon, the wea,l;her 
cleared up a little, and we got an obfer- 
yation, which gave our latitude 6i deg. 
48 min. N. In the afternoon, we faw 
great numbers of gulls about. Our 
foundings at eight were twenty-fevea 
fathom» and at twelve they deepened to 
thirty-four. The thermometer to-day 
wa8frQm3SJtp^9(Jeg.

«34)» our cotirfe being 8^ W. few the 
ifland vire dlfcovered on the 29th of July, 
And^ y^hidi^ fxotn, the amazing flocks of 
birds, we denominated Bifd IHand.

iiljg;,^ mat eiiipty ddka werto got on 
fliorr^ whb the cooperi» } aad the'^biei^i/vr 
tories-were erected upon astionvenient a 

^pt^ as* could be found.; the copper like^ 
wife were fixed, for: boiling the blubber 
we had brought with us from the northr* 
ward. None of the inhabitants made their 
appearance till eleven, when they came 
withplefityof falmon, troiit, and^halUbiif, 
trtiklr thfef had juft caught. Some 

% - ' brought 
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brought berries of different kind», one 
fpecies of wbkji was very well flavoured. 
In the eveniag feveral of the women paid 
the Qixps a vifit, and. appeared perfcdly 
fatisfied with their reception ; they ftaid 
all night, and returned on fhore in the 
morning. 

The next day (5th) was cloudy, with 
fhowers of. rain, and fqu?ills from the 
eaft. In the learning our friends vifited 
us as ufual, and three of them went into 
the great cabbin, paying their refpedts at 
entering, and behaved with a greater de- 
gree pf good manners than we could have 
fuppdfed. Several trifles were pprchafed 
of them, after wl^ich they/ ofl'ered fnuff^ 
which they had in boKes, to every one ia 
thp cal?in. They gave us to uaderftaQd. 
that they were vifited annually by the* 
Ruffians, and from the figiis they made, 
we rather fuppofed there were fome now 
upon the ifland. This induced captain 
Cook to fend the corporal of marines, 
who was an intelligent man, with thefe 

Vol. II; D people. 
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people, to learn the truths and if there 
really were any, to beg they would accom- 
pany him to the fhips. 

The Refolution's people were very fue- 
cefsful to-day in hauling the feinc, having 
caught plenty of excellent trout, and a' 
very large halibut, which weighed two 
hundred and fifty pounds. 

The 6th was heavy, thick, and cloudy, 
i^ith heavy fqualls from the eaftward, 
and continued rains till feven in the even- 
ing. The next morning fifhing parties? 
were fent out, and the feine was alfo haul- 
ed, both which fupplied us plentifully 
t^ith fi(h. In the evening, the corporal 
returned, and three Ruffians with him, 
who brought two fifh pies as prefents to 
the captaiiis ; the cruft was made of rye- 
flour, and the fifh was well-feafoned. 

Thefe people behaved very well, and 
appeared willing to give us any informa- 
tion we defired, but unfortunately our to- 
tal ignorance of the Ruffian language pre- 
vented us from attaining any thing worth 

notice. 
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notice, cohverfing by figns being but a 
very imperfe£t method. Wc learned that 
Kamfchatka produced, but little corn, but 
that veflels from Ochotfk fupplied them 
plentifully : oxen likewife were tolerably 
humeroufi, but fheep and fwine fcarce. 
There are about twenty Kamtfchadales 
and eight RufliiSins upon this ifland, who 
are poffeiTed of a tolerably good wooden 
houfe, which is fituated in the bottom of 
the bay we were ftanding into on the 
fecond inftant. They have alfo arms and 
ammunition, and a fmall floop of about 
fixty tons burthen. When they firft faw 
the (hips in the bay, they were exceed- 
ingly alarmed, and apprehended we were 
Japanefe^ whom, for fome reafon br other, 
they are terribly afraid of. Thefe peo- 
ple were to return to Ochotfk in 1780, in 
the floop above mentioned, and were to 
be fuccecded by a frefh fet. They told 
us, that there are upwards of four hun- 
dred Ruffians, befides a great many 
Kamtfchadales, formed, into little fettle* 

D a inent$ 
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ments upon the various iflands in thefe 
feas. 

The loth wa3 fqually, with fhowers of 
fnow, and the gufts of wind were fo ftrong 
^rom off the hills, that we were obliged 
to let go another anchor to fecure the fhips 

properly. 

Sunday, Oiflober 1 1 th. In the morn- 
ing, the Ruffians took their leave, pro- 
mifing to return in a day or two with a 
chart of thefe feas. The captains made 
them prefents of rum, tobacco, and feveral 
other articles, which they received with 
m^ny^ thanks. 

On Wednefday evening ( 1 4th), another 
Ruffian, in a large canoe, attended by 
twenty or thirty fmaller ones, arrived at 

. an Indian town fituated on the other fide 
the hills, on the weftern fide of the har- 

. hour. He was received upon his land- 

. ing with great refpeft by the natives, 
who foon ereded him a commodious Jit- 

^ tie hut; after which the women employed 
themfelves in boiling fifii for his.fup- 

. . per. 
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per, while the men attended him in his 
habitation. His under-drefs was the 
fame as our's, but over it he wore a blue 
calico frock girt round him with a filfc 
fafti ; he had boots on, and a cap lined 
with fur. His bufmefs appeared to be to 
colled a tribute or tax from the inhabi- 
tants, who were making up bundles of 
dried fifh, tobacco (which they had re-r 
ceivedfrom us), and various other articles 
in their own way. Captain Cook being at 
the town when .he arrived, invited him to 
dine on board the next day, which he 
promifed to do, and at twelve he came, 
attended by the fmall canoes as yeiterr 
day. 

His name was Erafim Gregorio Sin If- 
inyloflF, and a native of Jakutfki • he in- 
formed the captain that he accompanied 
lieutenant Sindo in his expedition to the 
northward. He appeared to be about 
thirty-four or thirty-five years old, and 
was a very obferving man. But little 
more ipformation was gained from him 

P3 . thaa 
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than was acquired from the other. Ruf- 
ikns. The next day he dined on board 
ihe Difcovery, and in the afternoon de- 
parted. 

, Some of the gentlemen of the flilp^ 
having a deiire of vifiting the Ruffian 
fettlement, fet off the next morning ( 1 7th) 
early, but it being a rainy day, they did 
not arrive till evening ; foon after fupper 
was ferved up, which confifted of whale's 
flelh and boiled halibut ; the former was 
not very palatable, but the latter proved 
excellent. They had carried a bottle of 
rum with them, but their landlords fpo^i 
finifHtd it, as they never adulterate it 
with water. When they retired to reft, 
they were (hewn into an inner room, their 
beds being compofed of beaver- fkins, 
which were exceedingly warm. In thq 
morning they had halibut and whale, 
with the fpawn of falmon for breakfaft, 
and after a ftiort ftay departed. The 
houfe was built exaSly upon the plan of 

thofe at t^amtfcbatka, and at fame little 
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dfflance was a ftore-houfe, in which they 
kept ^he various fkins, &c. which they 
receive from the natives as tribute, till 
they have a fufHcient cargo for their floop, 
or till they arci relieved by another party, 
who then refide here for a certain time, 
^nd are relieved by a frefti party. 

On Monday (Oft. 19th) Ifmyloff again 
paid us a vifit, and brought with him a 
chart of the northern feas, containing Be- 
ring's difcoveries, and fome of a later date, 
but it was more particularly confined to 
the coaft of Kamtfchatka, and the Kurile 
lilands. 

Another Ruffian alfo came with a cargo 
of boots, moft of which were purchafed ; 
the price of the beft was three bottles of 
rum, the inferior two ; which, confidering 
the fcarcity of fpirits at that time, was 
very dear. In our difcourfe with Ifmy- 
loff, he complained much of the treachery 
of the Americans, who, he fays, take all 
opportunities of deftroying the Ruffians, 
and fometimes eyen when they ar-$, to 
aU appearance, upon friendly terms. 

p 4 Tuefday 
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Tuefday night was tfie fevereft v^€ hadt 
experienced for fome time ; the thermo 
meter flood at 32 deg. and we had much 
ice in the harbour. 

In the afternoon of the 2 2d, two other 
Ruffians came on board; one, whofe name 
was JacofFIwanowich, was the principal of 
the iflandUmanak, which lies to thefouth-. 
ward of Unalafchka, and a native of old 
Ruffia, which he took particular pains to 
make us underftand, and valued himfelf 
upon it accordingly. The other was one 
of thofe who firft came, and was mafter of 
the floop. They ftaid with us till Satur- 
day afternoon, and then took their leave, 
as did Ifmyloff and the other. 

Odober 26th. at feven in the morning, 
a fine breeze fprung up from the S. E. 
which the captain was determined to make 
the moft of, having been difappointed in 
getting out on the 2 2d. The anchors 
were immediately weighed, and having 
made fail, we flood out of the harbour, 
and purfued a N. W* and W. courfe, in- 
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tjending to circumnavigate the ifland. At 
twelve the extremes of Uaalafchka bore S, 
75 deg. E. and S. 36 deg. W. and the en- 
trance of the bay we ftood in for the 2d 
inftant S. by £• f E. two leagues diftant. 
At fix we had dark, cloudy weather, with 
.light and very variable winds, and a thick, 
heavy, moift, and warm ^tmofphere. At 
fight we had frefh gales and fqualls, and 
at ten it rained very hard. 



CHAP. XXII. 

Some defer iption of the ifland^ and its produce 
^■^account qf the people— fiature — drefs 
"—houfes — furniture — food — cookery -^-^ 
employment — method offfhingy &c. &c. 

TH I S, our fecond refidence amongft 
thefe people, has given us a 
greater fcope for making obfervations on 
their manners, &c. than we could poflibly 
have before. In the former account they 

are 
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are reprefented different in fome thing^^ 
from what they really are; this was en- 
tirely occafioned by the little time we fiad 
to fpare, during our very fliort and unccr-r 
tain ftay \ uncertain, becaufe at that time 
we were watching every alteration both 
in wind and tide, to make the moft of itj^ 
as we were late in the feafon, and con- 
fequently vgry anxious to purfue our 
courfe to the northward, which had al- 
ready met with many unavoidable ob- 
ftrudtions. 

This ifland is calledNow'unalafchka by 
the natives, but the Ruffians denominate 
it Unalafchka. It lies nearly in 54 deg. 
4 min. N. latitude, and in 193 deg. 36 
min. E. longitude? though in fome 
charts it is laid down in 63 deg. 30 min. 
N. We could not abfolutely afcertain its 
length, but from what was feen, we judge 
it to be about fifty miles. It abounds in 
hills, fome of which are very high j up- 
on various parts of them are found in 
great abundance, crow-berries, whortle- 
berries.

berries, another fpecies fomething (imilar 
tp a black grape in flavour; and near the 
bottom grow rafpberries, but , they arc 
rather fcarce. The low land, of which 
there is but little, is very marfliy, owing 
to the many runs of water that are per- 
petually flowing from the hills. The foil 
on the tops of the hills is about two feet 
)^^p, under which there is a layer of fmall 
ilones; the fides of the hills are rich, loa- 
my, and deep, and the marlhy and low 
eround, a fine, deep black foil. 

The only quadrupeds we faw were the 
arfiic fox, and a fmall fpecies of marmot, 
without ears, and a fhort tail; the natives 
call them anump-cho. Of water fowl 
they have variety, but the land birds are 
but few ; .among the former are the velvet 
duck, a grey goofe with a whitifli head, the 
wings ftriped, the little brown duck> the 
painted duck {anas hijirionica Lin ) fea par- 
rots, puffins, guillemots, and gulls* The 
latter are eagles, ravens, groufe, plover, 
fandpipers, finches, water ouzles, fwallows, 

and 
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and the common wren, . Their fifh are 
halibut, flat fifh, cod, haddock, rock cod, 
trout, and falmon. 

As to trees, there are none upon 
the ifland that exceed a foot in length : 
thcfe are willows, of which we obferved 
five fpecies ; two fpecies of whortle-berry, 
two of rafpberries, and the black-berried 
heath, or crow-berry. 

The plants were rather numerous, arifd 
when we were firfl: there in June, moft of 
them were in flower : we obferved among 
them, plaintain, marfli-marigold, violet, 
faxifra'ge, orchis, forrel, dock, milfoil, au- 
ricula, geranium, dandelion, coltsfoot, 
ragwort, and a particular fpecies of lily 
^n great abundance, called by the Rufr 
fians, faranne [lilium Kamtjchatfenfe^ Lin.) 
there was alfo great plenty of wild celery, 
a kind of creflTes, and a fpecies of muftard, 
all of which affbrded us excellent fallads. 

The low land is generally covered with 
a long coarfe grafs, fimilar to that which 
abounds at Kamtfchatka, and which the 

women 
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women of this ifland convert to the pur- 
pofe of making bafkets, and mats of va- 
rious degrees of finenefs. 

The men are in general from five feet 
to five feet- and half in height, but not 
unfrequently you find foine below as well 
as above that ftandard : tjieir face is broad, 
their eyes rather fmall, their nofe in ge- 
neral flat, their mouth wide> and lips 
thick ; thgir teeth are but indifferent, be- 
ing uneven, and frequently difcoloured^ 
Their hair is black, and rather long be- 
hind, but cut before, for as to reach nearly 
to their eye-lids, and in that form which 
we call Tyburn tops. The common drefs 
of the men is a jacket, made of the Ikins 
of birds, the feathered fide worn inwards; 
but their beft jackets are painted red on 
the fore and hind part, as low as the 
ihoulders and breaft, and at the infertion 
of the fleeves along the feam, and on the 
body of the jacket, are fattened ft rips of 
fur in rows, one row about eight inches 
above the other. They aMb wear flriogj 

of 
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oir beads in their ears, pieces oi tone iii 
the griftle of their nofe (which is perfcM 
ratejd for that purpofe) and bones of vari- 
ous forms in their under- lip. 

The women are generally ihorter than 
the men; and their features much mor^ 
pleafing. They wear their hair over thciJf 
forehead like the men, but tie it up be- 
hind in the form of clubs, and large ones 
too, as our beaux did fome time ago* 
Thofe who are the moft fond of drefs 
wear a kind of ribbon, curioufly em- 
broidered, upon their heads, which they 
tie under the chin. They likewifc have 
the difagreeable mode of ornamenting 
their under lips with long pieces of narrow 
carved bone, as well as their nofe with a 
firing of beads, and feveral bunches of 
beads in their ears. Their cheeks arc ta-* 
towed, or marked with one and fome^ 
times two lines, which extend from the 
middle part to the ears; their chin is like- 
wife curioufly decorated in the fame man- 
ner* This mark is confined entirely to 

8 the 
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the female fex, who are not permitted to 
wear it till they arrive at a certain age. 
A feal-fkin jacket with fleeves, and 
faftened round the body with a girdle, is 
the only garment they wear ; this they 
ornament with the beaks of the fca par- 
tots, in the fame manner as the Kamtfcha- 
dales ufed to do. The men, and fome^ 
times the women, wear bulkins, which 
cuftom feems to have been firft introduced ^ 

s _ 

by the Ruffians ; and the women are fond 
of ftrips pf feal fkin, round the wriils and 
ankles. The bonnets or caps which the 
men make ufe of have been mentioned 
before 5 thefe, which are generally paint- 
ed blue and green, they decorate with the 
beards of whales, upon which they place 
beads, and fome of them fix two or three 
fmall carved pieces of bone (in the foriji 
of an image) upon the upper part, and 
on one fide. 

Thefe people have not two jurts or 
huts, like the natives of Kamtfchatka, but 
fefidc in the fame, both winter and fum- 

mer. 
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mer. The mode of buildiBg is as fol^ 
lows : they dig an ^ oblong hole in the 
earth, about four feet deep, (not five or 
fix, as has been mentioned before), the 
fize of whiich is proportioned to the num- 
ber of people who are to live in it; at the 
ends, about three feet from each corner, 
they fix two ftrong wooden pofts, to 
■which are faftened ridge poles, which arc 
fupported by other wooden pofts, plants 
ed or fixed on both fides, at the diflancc 
of about five feet from each other ; upon 
thefe ridge poles are fecured other pieces 
of wood, upon which they form the roof 
or ceiling, leaving a hole near the end 
which admits the light, as well as ferve$ 
them for a door. The fides of the houfe 
are formed by poles which reach oblique- 
ly from the ridge poles to the earth, iii 
which they are fixed : over the whole 
they place a layer of dried grafs, upon 
that a quantity of earthy and fo on alter- 
nately till it is rendered fufficiently ftrong^ 
The fpace behind the wooden pofts which 
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ftipport the ridge polesi is deftined for 
their bed places, &c. which they cover 
with mats. 

From the hole on the top, is fixed a 
kmd-of ladder, by which they defcend to 
the bottom; and though this mode of 
defcent was very aukward to us, the na- 
tives pafs and repafs with the greatefl 
eafe. The middle part of the houfes, 
on the outfide of the wooden pofts, is 
raifed a little above the reft ; here they 
make their fires and drefs their vidluals. 
Their huts fmcU very difagreeably and 
offenfive, occafioned by the dirt and na- 
ftinefs. which abounds in almoft every 
part, for they never take the trouble to 
clean them, but leave the bones and guts 
of fifh fcattered up and down, which, 

when putrid, and added to the filthy 
cuftom of making water in one corner, 
cannot fail of emitting a moft horrid 
flench. At foihe little diftance from 
their larger huts, they ere£t fmaller ones, 
Vot. II. E which 
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which fbem ta be Tepofitoiles merely for 
their dried fifh» . ' ; . • .; ,v, 
They are not very expenfive in their 
houfehold fiurmture, yvhichcoafifts chiefly 
of wooden howls, trou^s^ apd^ platterpi 
of various, fiz^s. and for various u&$^ and 
a Qopper kettle for the purpofe of > boiliog^ . 
fifh. They procure fire by .rubbing twQ : 
pieces of dry wood againft each other^ 
and iaftantly makq itblazehy.powderirtg 
a little fulphur (which they procure in 
great quantities in the npeighbaurhood). ^ 
upon the down of birds, wfapidb, .if pjac?4 
upon ftraw, for that pujipofe* ,Jn the,: 
night {hey ufe lamps, which (^re wad? of 
wood 9 and hollowed fp as to contain ^^ 
quantity of oil ;. the wipks are ma^e of, 
dry grafs* The knives they now .u&» 
they procure from th;e jRufliaqs. 

Their canoes have been occafionally 
mentioned before, fo t;hat:a farther ae- 
count of their form ^rid ^te?^t^re, is;,nqed- 
lefs. They are very careful of them, and' 
as foon as they return from fiihing^ or

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isihy otRer expedition, they arc conveyed' 
from the beach^ to their huts, aikl, after 
being cleared of the water (which, riot- 

, withftanding ever^ precaution, will forae- 

« 

times get in)j they are placed, with the 
Iiole dowhwardd, upon fbur ftakes placed 
crofswife for thiat purpofe, about two fecit 
from the ground. Thefe cadoes are fd 
light, that they frequently afcend the hills 
with them flung acrofs their flioulders. 

Their fbod confifts of whales flefh, 
fifh, berriis, ktid toots. The fifli that 
moft abound here are falmon, rock-cod, 
trout, arid halibut, and about the middld 
and latter end of Odober thiey batch cod. 
The whales ire generally taken about 
May and Jane, as the fummer is thcii 
}2ipproiching, dnd they have time fuffi- 
tient to dry tlie flefli and blubber, whifch^ 
in the winter feafon, is ohe of the pHn* 
ctpal parts of their food. With the blub- 
t)er they eat the dried halibut, which thiS 
Ruffians call paltufifia ; this feems itl 
Ibmt mtafure to fupply the WaAt of 

£ 2 bread : 
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bread : fomctimcs tbey dip it in train-oil, 
of which they are very food ; tbey like- 
wife eat the dried wh^lea flefli, with oU^ 

* 

During the months m which the fi^ 
(particularly trout^ ialmoo, and cod) a- 
bound, they geoer^Uy boil them iq theif 
copper kettle, of whi^l^ every faiaily has 
one. They are not particularly niei in 
cleaning them ; juA taking out the guts 
and gills, and fom^time^ nather* wiping 
them with a handful of drifd grafs, and 
then put them into the pot* ,Bujt though 
they are at the trouble pf .boiling fi(h, 
they frequently eat them rvsv^ The 
whales^ as has been before ^^iferviedf ve 
caught in May and June» and all the £tfk 
which are intended to be dried as a winter 
ftock, which are principally halibut and 
falmon, are taken at that time, or as fbon 
$» they come^into feafon* 
^ Berries alfo are a capital article of their 
food. Of'thefe there are two k^nds, one 
which they call miganach^ the otherv 
which is our ao^-berry, i\(hnock,i both 
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are very plentiful, but the former lets fo 
than tlie latter. The oniganack is, ia 
^fte, fomething fimiiar to a black grape^ 
but is of i very aftriiigent nature, on 
•which account they generally mix theo^ 
logether, the ajbmck beiaig poffdTed of 
an cppofite quality to the other : the na^ 
tives prefer them with traiKi-oil, which 
they thiak adds much to their tafte. Of 
the rooUy the faranne is thebeft and mod; 
agireesible^ eating ^ the natives are very 
£>ad of it, btt& get no gm^t <}uaatity to 
themi^Wes, as^ they ue obliged to give 
by far the grciator* part to the Ruffians. 
Kstafte, witen rawj is fweetifti and infi- 
fml^ bttt when boiled bacoAies mealy an^ 
fomething like a potatoe. The other 
roots are ^fy' c^ two kinds, one a fpecies 
of fern, the otba* a fpecies of lupine ; 
the tafte of both at &rft refembles liquo- 
rice rootS) but after chewing fome time, 
it becomes stcrid and bitter. 

The employm^ent of the women is of 
irarlous kinds. In the fummer they affiil; 
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In cleaning and drying the fiih; in au- 
tumn they are bufied in* cutting grafs, 
which they tie up in bundles, and leavq 
to dry. This grafs is of confiderable ufe 
in thatching their huts, as well as mak- 
ing ba&ets, mats, and many other ufeful 
articles : in the middle and latter end of 
Oftober they gather berries and rootSi 
AH the fewing bufinefs is entirely confin- 
ed to them ; they make jackets for them- 
felves and the men, and likewife few the 
feal-fkins together, with which their xa- 
hoes are covered : the makJtfg and manu- 
fafturing of mats and ba&ets is another 
part of their employment, and when a 
new hut is to be ereded, they always dig 
up the ea|th to a proper depth : this may 
be confidered as the moft laborious part 
of their bufmefs, as they have no proper 
tools for that kind of work, but are re- 

« » 

duced to th^ neceffity of ufmg pieces of 
wood or bone, which method renders the 
job very tedious. When the men re- 
turn from fifhing, they affift in unlading 

the 
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the canoes, and carrying them to their 
iproper places;' they likewife dreft all the 
ViSii^ls. Hieir leiftire hours are gene- 
rally fpent in embroidery, in which they 
are very neat, foiheaf their performances 
being really curious. The needles they 
"ufe are made of bOne, but without an eye ;

the thread jjs made of finews fplit to a 
jjiroper fize. Our needles being fo far 
fuperior to their own, proved a good ^r^ 
tide of trade. 

The men in the fummer catch and 
dry fifh, iiffld kill whales for their winter 
Xlockof proyifion; they alfomake paddles, 
*darts% jthe frames of their canoes, and all 

* ' * » - • 

^th.$ diiFerent bowls, anjd platter^ j and af- 
i^t the .womep have prepared the ground 
jfor building a hut, they finifh the remain- 
ing part ;• they fometimes too nurfe the 
xhildren* and rock them to fl^ep. We 
. obfcrved that they converted moft of the 
tobacco they received of us into fnufF, 
' which they powdered . by rubbing il; i^L a 
imall wooden -bowl, with a ftick about two 
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feet long^ upon the upper ^nd of which 
they faftened feveral fiooes to i^eudei; . it 
heavy, by which uieam the ^obapco frjus 

the more e^fily reduced . tQ a proper iiuc- 
nefs ; after t;hU they ^fifted it. through a 
fmall> fine ba{ket, and then it was fit for 
ufe. They we^re fo fond of itr that, not 
content with fnuflfing it, they put it in 
their mouths and fwallowed it*

The Ruffians, for political reafons, have 
taken care entirely to deprive thefe people 
of every offenfive weapon ; the only one's 
they fiiflPer them to make iife of are a 
kind of dart, wiih which they killfeals, 
birds, and fometimes fifli : thefe are a- 
bout foUr feet long, arid niade of fir ; 
one end is fbrmed of bone, into xVhich, 
by means of ^ fockct^ anithfer fmali' piece 
of bone (which is barbed) is feed, bur 

w 

fo contrived as to be taken (Alt and put 
in without trouble ; this is femred ta the 
middle of the ftick by meant df a firong, 
though thin piece of twijw foitftci^ of 
fiiaews. The anicaal, &;c., i^ no fooner 

ftruck 
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:k than^the ]ppiii6wl bone Cips out of 
fockct*; but rcnttpia fixed in 'm hodj 
by 9eati» oe-tb/^ harb: the dart then 
ierves;^ * floiat to trace the animal, and 
lifeewife affifts to tire hrm confiderably, 
fo that he i« eaOly taken: They throw 
thofe darts by tpcaps of a thin piece of 
wood, about twel-vts or fourteen inches in 
length 1. Ihe, middle of tMs is flightly 
holkwed for the better reception of the 
■weajppn ; ^t the termination of the koU 
loyr, jWhiqh does not extend to the end, 
^ fixed a flxc^t and pointed piece of bone, 
to prevent the 'dart frona flipping. The 
other esttcflaity is furnilhed with a hole 
Jfor Oie lepep^ion; ©t the, -fcwp-fii^er, and 
t^e. ^es. ape pwfle tg epi^ide with the 
tl*umb ^ oAer fingers, i^ or^er to grajfp 
O^OK firmly., T^^ey iiu^ys,,^^ darts to 
4he; dijaan<SB. of eighty w ninety yards, 
wilt ^eat foijce and dexterity. ^ 

They geawatty catch fifli with hooks 
made of bone, which they fecure to a 

line 
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jiinc made of twifted finews, and about 
twenty fathoms long. When they try 
for large fifli> fuch as the halibut for in* 
ftance (fome of which are of a great fize), 

r 

they fix a bladder tfpon the line, which, 
when the fifh is hooked, very foon tires it. 
The only mufical inftruments we- few 

among thefe people (if it deferves the ap- 

» ■ ■ . - » 

pellation of mufical) was a kind of drum, 
fimilar to thofe we obfeyved at the Tfchut- 
fchi Nofs : it had only one head, whicli 
was compofed of part of the gut of a 
whale, ftraiued very tight over a frame, 
to which was fixed a handle. They ufe 
no drum-fticfc, biit ftrike it upon a piece 
of wood. Their method of finging is 
pleafing enough, and refempbles that of 
the natives of King George's Sound. ' 

During our flay, we did not obferve 
the leafl trace of religion, nor any thihg 
which could induce us to fuppofe that 
they had even the moft. diflant idea of a 
fupreme 13eing,

THE 27th of Odober was thick and 
cloudy, with heavy gales from the 
S. S. W, and S. W, our courfe S. S. E. 
and W. We had no land in fight 
throughout the day. 

Early the nqxt morning, in a fudden 

and very heavy fquall, the tacks of the 

fore and mam-fail of the Difcovery (which 

jwere the only two faik Ih^ had fet) gave 

^ay, by which the faoatfwain and three 

other men were knocked down, and one 

killed upon the fpot. At half paft fix, 

we faw the land bearing froni S. E. to E. 

by S, At nine, we tacked, our courfe 

.W. N. W, the extremes of Unalafchka 

, tearing S. by W. and N..E. 4- N. At 

aoon, our oljferved latitude was 54 deg, 

I min. 
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J min. N. and in the afternoon tlie body 
of the man who was idlled was commit- 
ted to the deep. Towards the evening 
it became more moderate. 

At two the nestt itoornihg, we had fredi 

gales from the E. N. E. with rain, and 
at three we hatded up to W. by S. the 
wind veering round to N. W. by N. atr 
tended with fliowers of faaiL At half 
paft^fix, the land extended from S. by £• 
to E. by N. and at eight we wore fliip 
and flood N. the extretncs then bearing 
S* ^ W. eight leagues diftant, a^id E. i 
N. four w five leagues, the neareft part 
£. t S. three leagues^ At half paft nine» 
we bore away for the eaft part, and at 
ten faw what we at firft fuppofed to be a 
fail, bearing N. ^ £. but upon a nearer 
view it proved to be a very high fteq) 
rock, with no breakers near it^ At noon, 
our oWcrved latitude was 53 deg. 53 
min. N. when the high rock bore N. W* 
by W. t W. three leagues diftant. At 
one, we had fbrong gales, with cloudy 

weather. 
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leather, the land bearing E. N. E. At 
half paft two, we hauled aff, Unalafchka 
cjaeuding from E. to 8. £. by E. i E. 
the neareft part four leagues diftant. Wc 
pafled the night ikndtog off »nd <nu 

At fix in the morning {Oa. 30th), 
we wore ihip, and bore away for the 
ftrkits we came through h going to the 
northward, our courfe N. E. by R the 
wind W. and W. S. "W. with frequent 
and violent fqualls of hail and ileet, 
and a hca^y fea going. At noon, the 
bay of Samganoodha bore S. E. four 
miles diftant, and at one we were fiand. 
»ng between the north point of Provi- 
dence Bay arid the fmalf itfe to the north- 
ward of it. At four, the north jpoint bore 
N. W. by W. three leagued, and the 
S. W. pairt o'f Ufialafchka in fight S. W 
4r W. five leagues. 

The next day we had open cloudy 
w:eather, >nd . the wind, though not fo 
violent, yet' blew pretty freft from the 
weftward. Out obferved latitude was 

52 deg. 
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J 2 deg. 3 mm. N. and we faw ieveral 
flieerwaters and guillemots about. ' 

November' tbe firft, bur wind and 
weather was much as yefterday. Out 
latitude was 49 deg. 54 min. N. and ift 
the evening we reefed our top-fails, as it 
began to blow frefh. Di^ring the after^ 
noon, we faw fevcral albattofFes and 
flieerwaters. 

We had a continued drizzling raia^ 
with thick cloudy weather the whole of 
the next day, and in tht evening it blew, 
a hard gale from the fouthwjird, during 
which the Difcovery fplit her jib, fore- 
ftay-fail, and fore -fail, and, as it continued 
increafmg, it was thought ijioft prudent 
to bring-to for the night, which was done 
accordingly under her fore-faiL The 
Refolution was at this time out of fight* 
All the night it blew violently, and the 
fea rifmg in proportion, tofled our veffels 
about at a ftrange rate. 

About eight in the morning (Nov. 3d), 
one of the Difcovery's people, being at 

. work 
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work injthe fUialo^top, faw the Refolutiom 
laying to, upon the lee-bow, about three 
mileft diftapt. She . imnaediately made 
fail and ftppd towards heci apd fome time 
after they both purfued a S. E. by E.^ courfe. 
Oiir obferved latitude was 47 deg. 58 
min.'Nv The next day we had frefii 
breezes from the W. and W. by S. and 
the day following, the weather was 
cloudy, with a thick, heavy, warm, and 
morflr atmofphere, and light, very variable 
winds till feven, when a fine breeze fprang 
up from the N* by W. As we proceeded 
to the fouthward, the weather increafed 

* 

in warmth^ and on the 8th, the thermo- 
meter was as high as the 60 deg, our lati- 
tude being 40 deg, 40 min. N. On the 
nth our latitude was 38* deg, 40 min. 
N. and the next day the wind fliifted 
from the S. by E. to W, N. W. the ther- 
mometer, which till then had flood at 67 
4. deg. fell \n the fpace of a few minutes 
to 584 deg. * 

Th« 
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The i2tli and ijth^ We hid a fWdl 
from the W* N. W. aod on Ae i6th, mir 
latitude was 32 deg. 45 min; M. Tht ne*t 
day was fair, with frying clottds, but our 
-wind was not altdgethcf fo favoufable, 
being S. S. EL At eight iti the morning 
we tacked and ftood to the eaftwafd, and 
foon after faw a tropic bird. We now 
found the heat rather troublefome ; and 
having been ib loiig inured 16 cJbld and 
moderately warm weather, the increafe of 
warmth relaxed us confiderably. The 
thermometer to-day ftood at 74 deg. 

At eight in the morning (Nov. igth), 

we tacked fliip, and ftood E.S.E. the wind 

S. by W. At two in the afternoon k 

became very dark in the N. W. quarter ; 

foon after we had a heavy fhc^wer of rain, 

and the wind veered round to N. W. 

We law numbers of mother Carey's 

chickens, and in the evening we had fre& 

gales from the N. by E. witE frequent 

and heavy fqualls. 

Our 
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. our latitude the next day yirii 30 deg; 
us ima, N.-mtd in the afternoon th6 
yfiod^bcmoiit more moderate. In the 
qottrie x>f th^ day we law many flying filh| 
tad fomc bqnitQs. 

Our friendly gale- continufed all the 
2jft^ and we obferved many bonitos, fly- 
ing fiQxj and federal dolp}ihis about the 
fhip) one of which Waa nearly caught^ 
but the linet unfortunately broke^ Our ob^ 
fcrvcd latitude was ajdeg. 52 min. N. 

Jn the early part of the morhing (NoV; 
22d), w6 had light airs^ but at fix a fine 
breeze fprung up from tihe N,, W. and w6 
Jiad a few flying Ihowers, after which th6 
iky became pretty clear. 

Our breeze fliifted the neit day td N. 
E. which pro^d to be the regular tradc-^ 
wind. In the courfe of the day we faw a 
Very large whale^ which fwam three or 
four times round the fhip. Wfe bad many 
bonitos about, and otlr lathude was 94 
deg. 48 min. N. but not a bird of atiy kindl 
to be feen. The thermometer to-day waal 
VouIL F froEi 
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from 70 dcg. to 76 deg« We were now 
in conftant expedation of feeing land 9 
and the following day^ being in latitude 
22 deg. 34 min. N. and of courfe no great 
diftance fropi Sandwich Ifles, we in the 
evening ibortencd faiL At half paft fix 
in the morning (Nov.. 2 5th), the Refelu- 
tion bore away, (leering a due weft courfe, 
captain Cook intending to fall in with 
the eaftermoft of the iflands, which we 
before only faw at a diftance. At eight, 
the fignal was made for the Difcovery to 
keep at the diftance of fix miles upon 
*the Refolution's ftarboard-beam. At 
eleven it became perfedily clear^ which 
gave us a fine opportunity of feeing 
about us. * Our obferved latitude was 
a I dcg. 1 5 min. N. and we were by our 
reckoning about fifty-fix leagues from the 
! eaftermoft ifland. No land however ap- 

• pearing,, at fix the Refblution hoifted 
the fignal for the Difcovery to come 

• under her ftetn ; which being done, both 
■jeffels purfued a W. S. W. ' courfe tiK 

^ twelve. 
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twelve, when they lay-to, maih-top*fail 
to the maft. 

At half paft fix in the liiorriing (Mov* 
^6th), the haze clearing away, we faw 
high land a-head, and upon the flarboara^ 
t)ow : upon which botn fhips made fail> 
fteenng a loutti ana fouth-eafterly courfe. 
Soon alter we defcried more land to the 
weftwafa ; at ten, the ReTolution finding 
fne icoujd hoi weather tiie ealtermoft: 
jioint, 1)6re iway to the weftward, run- 
ning along fhore.' The land rofe with a 
Very gradual afcent, the inland part ter-* 
temating in a lofty hill ; there were 
pj[enty of trees, iihd the. whole was 
eovei'ed with' a fine vcfdurfe. At half paft 
ten, jTome of the natives,' who had beed 
n(hing, came neat the fhlps, but weird 
father (hy at firftj a few beads ^arid hails 
however foon removed ill apprehenfion, 
and they readily came ftlong-fide. The, 
ianoes were in every relpedt the fame as 
at A'tou'wi, as well as the natives We 
bought feyeral crabs of a fingular fpecieSy 

F a and 
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and moft beautiful fcarlet colaur» and ts- 
riety of other fifh. Frdm what we could 
onderftand, they appeared to know of our 
being in thefe parts before. In the courfe 
of the afternoon many more cam? q£f^ 
bringing with them fifh, bread-fruit, 9, 
few plantains, and two or three hogs; 
they were ,very extraragant in their de- 
mands, but they had to deal with thofe 
who. knew the value of iron as well a% 
themfelves, and upon oi^r appeariqg very 
carelefs about the matter, they at laft 
readily took what was offered them. 
This In fadl was the only method wc 
cc^ld purfue; for had we given them 

their own price, our flock of iron would

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CHAP. XXIV. 

ViranfaEltms and occurrences till our anchor^ 
ing in Karacakooah bay in the ijland of 

9 

O^whfbee. 

THE next morning was fine and 
clear, and we flood off and on 
for fome time j but at eight many of the 
natives came off and traded with us, 
upon which both Teflels lay-to. We ob- 
ferved that fome of them had three or 
four of their fore- teeth out ; at A'touVi 
we remarjced fomething of this kind, but 
never few more than .one wanting, which 
was generally on one fide or otbei^ of 
the mouth, and not in front. We quef- 
tioned them about it, and they all made 
figns of theirj being knocked out, which 
poffibly may be fome religious ceremony* 
Among other articles of trade, they 
brought fome of the largeft and bed 
feathered cloaks we ever faw, and like- 
wife fome of the caps. Our purchafes 
to-day confifted of bread-fruit, tarrow, 
ripe find jgreed plantains^ and a few pigs* 

Ff One 
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One or two brought a few fwcet pota-r 
toe§, but they were very indifferent. The 
trade on our part was nails, knives, fear-- 

* ft • 

let cloth, and fmall hatchers. ISeyeral 
ladies made their appearance^ and were 
very delirous of coming on board, but 
ftridi orders were given to the contrary. 
Many double-canoes alfo came along-fide 
in the courfe of fhe day, fome of which 
were large enough to pontain thirty people^ 
without incommoding each other in the 
leaft. Moft of the Indian^ who came off 
to-day were curioufljr tatowed, particu- 
larly about the hfindsi arms, thighs^ and 
legs, and fome in every part of thejr 

body, except the face, Opr latitude was

:|,i.4eg. 4 min. N. ^nd in the evening we 
made fail, keeping a N. Jiy E. courfe^ 
We now obferved a large tradl of land 
to the 'v^ft ward, which appeared to be a 
feparate ifland : the Indian namp of this, 
off which we now were, was Mow'whee.' 
The 28th and 29th were ^pent in turn- 
ing to windward, 98 was the forenoon of 
th€ 3otli, captain Cook beiog delirous of 

* getting 
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Jljcttmg round the fouth eaft point of the 
iflaad. In the afternoon at three, though 
VK were between feven and eight miles 
from flxore, many of the natives came off 
in their canoes, among which were fome 
<k)uhle ones, which carried fails, nearly in 
the fame manner as thofe of the Friendly 
Ifles. Captain Cook obferving this, or- 
dered both veflTds to lay-to : we pur- 
diafed of them great plenty of brdad- 
fruit, a few tarrow roots, and fome of 
their puddings, which were made of 
mafhed bread-fruit, and were not dif- 
agreeable. They brought off no hogs nor ' 
fowls, which rather proved a difappoint- ' 
Hient to us. One of the Indians, who 
appeared to be fomething fuperior to the 
reft, informed us that there were ten of 
thefe iflands in all; that four of them' 
were very large, and have each a feparate 
king, the others he faid were fmall, and 
tributary to one or other of the former. 
The largeft was lituated farther to the 
jpaftward, and was called O'whjheCt In 

F j, the 
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the CTening we made fai^ ftanding to 
the north ward,^ and N. by B. the wind at 
£. ^nd £. by N. Ahoot eight n large 
failing canoe overtook the Refolution, 
and continued with her aU nighty towing 
a-ftern. At tw^ly^ we t^^k^ and ftoo^

When day-light appeared, we found 
ourielves much farther to windward than 
we expected, which circumilance muft 
have heen occafioned \>y a current from 
f:he weftward, the eflPe^s of which we 
had experienced more or lefs ever fince 
our 'arrival among thefe ifland$«^ In the 
morning we defcried O'whyTice, bearing 
about Sr E. by E^ At ten" the canoe left 
the Refolution, and made for Mow'whcej^ 
(paptain Cook fbmding for the former- 
Our obferved latitude was 20 deg. 42 min. 

N. and the thermometer flood at 76 

<kg, 

December 2d| we had freih breezes^ 
from the eaftward, with open (rloudy 
weather, and were cniployed turning tq 

V^indward^ 
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frindward. ' As we paficd along we ob* 
fcrved feveral patches of fnow upon the 
bigheft parts of the Iand> and at ten, be- 
ing pretty near the fhore, both fhips lay- 
to for their canoes, which began to come 
oflF in great numbers. The fliore was ir- 
regular, and made in cliffs^ which in many 
places projeded into the fea, and formed 
fmall bays, but none large enough to ad^ 
mit our veffels with fafety, it being the 
weather- fide of the ifland, on which ac- 
count a heavy furf was perpetually ))rcak- 
ing. The country appeared very delight- 
ful, being cultivated in almoft every part, 
and interfperfed with the villages of the 
fiatives,. each of which confifted of about 
fourteen or fixteen houfes, ^nd ibme of 
them appeared large: the inland parts 
were very woody, and the whole afforded 
^ much more pleafmg prpfpe£t than MowV 
whee.« Our obferved latitude to-day was 
?o deg. 17 min. N. We found the vene«» 
rpal difeafe raging among tbisfe poor pea? 
ple^ in ay iolent degree, fomc of whom wer^ 
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ixi[c6t€d moft terribly; and it was the 
opinion of moft, that we, in our former 
yijit, had been the caufe of this irreparable 
injury. In the courfe of our traffic we 
had purchafed a few hogs, with abundance 
of bread-fruit, fweet potatoes, tarro w, and 
puddings ; and having pretty well cleared 
iheir canoes, we at fix nfiade fail. In the 
night we obferved a heavy dew fall. 

The next day, we flood off and on ; 
the weather w'as cloudy, with a heavy, 
damp ^mofphere, and the whole ifland 
^as inveloped in clouds. About three 
feveral of pur new acc^uaintance put off to 
us in their canoes, and having difpofed of 
tjieir flock, which confifled of twelve 
foiall hogs, and a quantity of bread-fruit, 
they departed, and we flood to the north- 
ward. 

- The two following days were fpent 
id tcrning to windward, and in the after- 
noon of the 6th, both ftiips brought-to, 
for canoes which our friends put off, laden 
^ith abundance of bog§, bread-fruit, and 

tarrow. 
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^rrow, but not a finglc coco nut, whicli 
appears to be a fcarce article in thef^ 
ifland^. .^In thi? cvjeping, the weather be-;. 
9aine very thick ^nd cloudy, with ihow^ 
frsof rain, *nd freih breezes from th^ 
eaftward* 

The 7 th was pleafantj^ with %ing 
clouds; and we continued tqrning or 
ratfaier endeavouring to turn to windward^ 
^ich now becapie tedious to a degree, 
Specially a* we bad loft the affiftance of 
opr friendly current. The eafterinoft 
part of the ifl^nd ftiU remained at a great 
diftance, but Captain Cook fignified his. 
determined refblution to get round it, if 
poffible, as it wpuld be madnefs to at- 
tempt anchoring op' this fide. At ten^, 
heing well in with the land, both fhips 
t^ked and lay-to, wher^ great numbers 
of canoes put oflF as pfuj^U and in then^ 
many of tl>e women, who were now 
permitted to come on board, as it wasi 
put of our power to leave them in a worfe 
ft^te thjin we found ;hein. Poor wretch- 
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cd unhappy bcitlgs ; what li curfe h en- 
tailed upon them !-^There bcliig a fwell 
to-day, the tnbtiorii of tM fhips by nb 
meand agrefed with dur p6br ff iends, moft 
df whom betrayed eiidcnt xt^tki 6f fidk- 
ncfSf cfpcciaily the ladies, whoy in the 
midftof thdr ^ffioroba int^rcDuffe, were 
not prodE agaitift the efforts of nature^ 
but generally oferflowed their unfbrtd^ 
sate fwainsy with tt fireaitt not the moft 
pleafing. Out trade to-day was Vety 
briflk, and we bought Jilenty of hogs, 
bread-fruit, tkrrbw, fweet ^pckitoes, and 
plantains, both rijpe and green. In the 
evening we made fail, and the next day 
we had frelh breeaies, with freqUeiit fhow- 
ers of rain, atid a heavy fwell from the 
E. N.E. 

The 9th, loth, and iith, were em- 
ployed in turning to windward; and, 
having nearly exhaufted our ftock of 
ifVelh provifions, on the 13th we lay-to 
for canoes, and again procured a frefli 
jectuit The weather. was variable, fome-

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times cloudy and rainy, at others fijn« and 
clean Our latitude pa thCraotU, was 19 
degt 45 inia, N. and in the afternoon we 
honght a feF ^^% &:c* We had ftiU

a heavy fwell from the fame quarter^ r^ivr 
dcred out ,fituation yery <iifagreeabl? find

bread-fruit, potatoes^' plaqtaina, vd tar^

On the 24th, the fliips loft fight of 
each other, and did not join company tiU 
near a fortnight afterwardls. The 25th, 
being Chriftmas day^ the fhips companiea 
had double aHowapce of provifion and 
grog, zfid in the afternoon we caught 
two (harkstf

The lyth ^as very linfcttled, being' 
hlternately calm and fqiially, with ttiicki 
lieavy, cloudy weather, whfcK altered for 
die better next day } btit, on the 29thi 
refumed its former appearance, till to* 
vrards night, When it becamie fair, with 
calms. 

. In the afternoon of thd 3bth, a light 
breeze fprung up from the wcft^ardi 
which, at fijt in the evening, fliifted to 
the fouthward. Th6 whole day was rainy 
■and very difagreeable. 

1779. January the iflr, we had a'freflt 
breeze from the S* S. E4 Oiir Utitudi 
Vas 20 deg. I o miiL N. "tht wiiid coh-^ 
tinued in the S. S. iS. quarter till the 3d, 
i^hen, at eleven in the forenoon, a breeze 
fprung up from the eaftward, arid in the 
courfe of. the night we had fome palling

' The 2^ wi^ fine arid clear, and ouf 
breeze now frefhened up confiderably. 

Beuig now a good diftance to the eaftward

of the ifland, we fieerecl a S. Wt courfe, 

and 
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iitd at iloon altered it to W, by S. bciri^ 
well to the fouthward. Our latitude was 
19 deg. 25 min. N. and at three ia the? 
afternoon we faw the land right a-head, 
about fix leagues diftant, according to the 
bell judgment we could form, a^ it was 
very thick: and hazy over it. At night, 
we hauled our wind, ftanding oflF and on» 
and had a few paffing (bowers* 

In the niorning, at five, we defcried the 
land, bearing W. and at eight the ex- 
. tremes in fight bore N. 32 t dcg. W. 
and S. 65 deg. W. our diftance from 
ihore being four milee. At nine, we 
hiad many of the natives in their canoei 
along-fide, who were welcome viCtofs, as 
our flock of hogs, bread-fruit, &c, was 
nearly at an end. This part of O'why 'hec 
(the S* E* fide) was lefs cultivated and 
more thinly inhabited than the other fide, 
but afforded many rural and delightful 
profpeds, the houfes of the natives ap- 
pearing in various fpots, furrounded with 

trees. 
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ttees, and at fome little diftance intermixed 
vith plantations of various kinds. At 
noon, our obferved latitude was 19 deg4 
19 min. N. and at two the Difcovcry 
brought-to, antj fcnt her large cutter in- 
ftiore, to found a place which had th^ 
appearance of a harbour, but at five flitf 
xetumed without fuccefs, having found 
nothing that could anfwcr that purpofe 5 
they had founded about a mile and a half 
from the ihore, but got no ground at 
forty fathom, and, when nearer in, found 
a heavy fea running clofe in-fhore* T4ie 
inhabitants brought off five or fix: hogs, 
fome potatoes, a great quantity of fait, 
fifti both dried and faked, but not a fingle 
bread-fruit, or tarrow root. We alfisi 
purchafed feven fine albecores, thelargcft 
of which weighed twenty-nine pounds*. 
At fix, we hauled our wind, and fl:ood 
ofi^and on for the night, under our double-^ 
reefed top-fails arid mizen-ftay-»fail, as we 
had a very frelh breeze. 

2 The 
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' triic Jiext morning (Jan. 6th), at fix, 
ipre bore away> keeping a S. W. courfe, 
Efid at half paft ten ^hauled up for a har- 
bour, about five leagues from what 
appeared to be the weftern point o£ 
O'^lhyhee ; but foon after, fome of our 
people at the maft head feeing the Refo- 
lution, we bore away for her, fleering a 
a W* by N. Gourfe. Our latitude to-day 
was 1 8 deg. 59 toiu. N. At half paft 
oAe ip the afternoon, we joined the Refo- 
lution, and captain Gierke waited upon 
captain Cook. It feems, on the night we! 
parted Company, that, at twelv?, fhe had 
tacked end ftood towards the land, whilft 
the Difcovery, on the contrary, hjtd pur- 
fued her courfe- Through the darknefs 
of the night, Jiowever, fhe had got fo 
elofe to a ledge ,pf rocks, which lay at 
fome diftance from the S. E. point of the 
l,and, that it ^as with the utmofl diffi- 
culty and danger fhe could clear them : 
hazardous as the attempt was, fhe was 
obliged to continue her c'ourfe, for if (he 
Vol IL G had 
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had tacked, in all human probability flie 
muft have gone afliore when in (lays*; 
fortunately, however, by keeping her as 
clofe to the wind as poffible, fhe weather- 
ed thenu 

In the courfe of the afternoon, we pur- 
chafed fome fine hogs, plantains, potatoes, 
tarrow, bread fruit, coco nuts, and fugar- 
cane. Of the two latter articles wc had 
feen none before; the fugar-cane was 
excellent, but the coco nuts greatly in-, 
ferior to thofe of the Society Ifles. At. 
fix in the evening, we made fail, and 
ftood off and on for the night. 

January the 7th, wc had fine clear, 
pleafant weather, and at ten, being 
well in Ihore, we, according to cuftom, 

brought- to for our friendly vifitors; 
though mofl of us now began to be moft 
heartily tired of this work, and were im- 
patient to find a fecure harbour, where 
we might enjoy the btefiings of nature 
quiet and undifturbed. Several of the 
Indians to-day were much furprifed at 

the 
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the iize of the (hips, and took very exaA 
dimenfions of thfem, both in length and 
breadth. We continued this method for 
feveral days, bringing-to in the morning 
and {landing off at night. The winds, 
from the 8th to the ' 1 5th, ^?ver6 very 
light, and chiefly inlhe wefterly quarter, 
which rendered our progrefs down this 
lide.of the iflarid very tedious, and we 
fpund a "ftrong current fetting >to the eaft- 
ward. We were now off a part of the 
iflatid, which had .rather a remarkable 
app^ranccj there being large tradts of a 
dark and almoft black matter, which we 
at'firft iupjk)fed was the foil which the 

natives had dug up and manured : but 
we afterwards found it was the produce 
of: a Yolcano,' being in fa<9: nothing but 
lava. We now began to be apprehenfive 
that this iflandraffordied no (helter for out 
{hips, as we had nearly made the circuit 
of it, Mow'whee havirlg been open on 
thi^ fide of it for feveral days paft. The 
iie»t morning, however, (Jan. 1 6th) we 
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few a part of the land, which had the ap^ 
pearande of one, and at eight the Refo*- 
lution's pinnace, attended by the Difco-^ 
very's large cutter, were fent in-fhore to 
examine it, and in the evening they re^ 
turned with the agreeable and pleafin^ 
Bews of having found a tolerable good 
one,. Trade to«-day was very brifk/b and 
we bad great numbers of the natives bbtK 
on board and along-fide, who began to 
fliew their dexterity in the thieving, way^ 
and even &>me of the arees were as bad 
as the mob. Night comkig on, we -made 
a ftretch off, intending at day-break to 
Hiake the beft of our way for the har^ 
bour* 

Th€ next morning was clear and plesc* 

fent, but we were unlucky in having no 
wind; of courfe, all our boats were a- 
head towing, and with much difficulty 
we arrived in the harbour at half paft ten,, 
attended by an incredible concourfe of the 
people in their canoes t the fhores and 

Mils were likewife. lined with them, and 

aC 
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at a moderate computation there couM 
nox be fewer than eight thoufani It 
was with the greateft difficulty that we 
could move or ftir on boards for the (hips 
were thronged with them in every part, 
the men having taken poffeffion of the 
upper-decks, and the women being nearly 
as numerous below. In this fituation, 
we were obliged to turn them out of the 
ihips till we were moored and a little fet 
to rights ; but this was not effected with- 
out fome trouble, for if they were drove 
away in one part, they crowded in 
in another. But at length we got 
them off the quarter-deck, and centries 
were placed in the gangways to prevent 
their return. In the afternoon, we moored 
fhip, and in the evening we were again 
crowed with company, efpecially the 
women, who were remarkably anxious 
to engage themfelves to our people. As 
night came on, the men departed, but the 
ladies were fo much attached to the fliips, 
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that they determined to fpend the night 
there ; a favour which was accordingly 
granted them. 

CHAP. XXV. 

^re vljitedby two women of rank ^ and a Chief 
nafned Purraah — the arrival ofTerriaboh 
• — an excurjion into the conntry-^fome ac-* 
count of it — the captains receive aprefent 
from Terriabob — leave Karrakacooah 
Bay — the Refolutionfprings herfore-maft^ 
and is obliged to retur^— audacity of the 
Indians in thieving — death of captain 
Cook, aud proceedings in confequence-^ 
procure fome of his remains. 0nd bury 
fhem-r^our departure.

MONDAY (Jan. j8tb). In the 
piorning, at day-lijght, our friends 
began to make their appearance, brings 
ing off every thing the ifland produced 
in the greateft abundance. The Refo- 
Jutipn's rigging wanting many repairs, 
Jjer top-pafts, &c. were taken down, the 

l^un^h?^ 
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launches and other boats were got out, 
and the aftronomers and other tents, with 

the marines were fent on Ihore, and 
erected upon a fpot of ground in the 
neighbourhood of the morai, or burying 
place; on which account the adjacent 
ground is deemed facred, and nobody but 
ibme particular people, whom we fup- 
pofed were priefts, were permitted to ap* 
proach it. 

This morning a woman of great dif- 
tindion vifited the fhips : (he was diftin- 
guifhed from - the inferior fort by being 
exceffive fat, the mark of an aree in 
thefe as well as in the Friendly and So- 
ciety Ifles, though not in fo high a degree : 
her wrifts were adorned with an enor- 
mous pair of bracelets, compofed of 
boars tufks, each of which formed a 
curve of at leaft eight inches ; fhe wore 
a necklace of braided hair, in the front 
of which was a large piece of bone, cu- 
rioufly formed and highly poliflied, and 
was clothed in a much greater quantity 
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of doth than ufual. She took a good 
deal of notice of every thing, and, having 
fatisfied her curiofity, departed. In the af- 
ternoon, (he returned with another woman, 
much fuperior to herfelf in fize, but with-^ 
out thofe bracelets ; (he appeared to ba 
her fifter : they ftaid ,on board upwards 
of two hours, and then returned to the 
fliore, after having received fevcral prc- 
fents from the captains, fuch as beads an4 
looking^glafles^ with which they were 
much plcafed. Befides thefe women, 
we had feveral pther vifitors of confe- 
quence, amongft which was a young man 
whofe name was Pqrr^ah, and, as we 
were informed, 4 principal attendant of 
Terriaboo', who was the king of the 
ifland : he was about five feet eight in 
height, his^ perfon was pleafing, and he 
lippeared to be pofleffed of great good 
nature/ 

In t^e afternoon, fome of the natives 
ftole a large knive from the butcher, 
which h^ ufed in cutting up the hoga^ 

This 
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This young man no fooner heard of the 
theft than he got into his canoe, and in 
about two honrs returned with it; and 
gfterwardfr appeared very affiduous ia 
preventing the natives from thieving. 
There was alfo another regulation he put 
in practice, which was, to order all the 
women on fliore during the day, but to 
return at night. This proved of fingular 
ufe to us ; for if they had been permitted 
to ftay, they would have attracted the at- 
tention of our feamen fo much, that no- 
thing would have been done. The next 
day (19th), the Difcovery fent her launch 
on fhore for (tones to ballaft her, which job 
the Refolution took care to finiflb before 
our departure from Samganoodha, 

The 20th, all hands were hufily em-- 
ployed, fome about the rigging, and 
others in the hglds ; the caulkers about 
the ftiip's fides, and the fail- makers on 
fliore, mending and altering fails, in two 

boufes of the natives, near the obferva- 
torifs. 

The 
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The 21 ft and 2 2d were cloudy, with 
fmall rain ; but on Saturday the 23d, we 
had fine clear weather. We fuppofed 
there had been much wind out at fea, 
having a fwell in the bay, and a heavy 
furfF breaking upon the beach. 

This morning (24th), Purraah inform- 
ed us that Terriaboo' would be here 
to-morrow ; and at the fame time ordered 
all the women to leave the fliips, and go 
on fliore, and the canoes that were along- 
fide to depart, and not to open a trade 
again till farther orders. Captain Cook 
not approving of the Refolution's birth, 
ihifted her to another. 

In confequence of yefterday's order, we 
were to-day entirely by ourfelves, not a 
foul daring to approach us. In the after-, 
noon Terriaboo' arrived in a very large 
double-canoe, and went ^on board the 

Refolution. 

The next day (Tuefday 26th), the king 
again vifited the captain, and in the after- 
noon went on (hore in his canoe, attended 

by 
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by two other large canoes, each, as well 
as his own, carrying a vaft number of 

caps, cloaks, images compofed of bafket- 
work, and covered with red feathers, 
which were intended as a prefent to Cap- 
tain Cook, who foon after followed. 

The day following '27ih), the king 
made the captains a prefent of coco nuts, 
bread-fruit, plantain u, fugar-cane, and 
thirty hogs each. Salt being a very plen- 
tiful article here, the butchers^ were con- 
tinually employed in corning pork. 

The next morning, feveral gentlemen of 

both fhips made an excurfion into the 

country ; another party had been fent the 

day before by Captain Cook, with direc- 

tibns to make what obfervations they 

could, relative to the foil and produce of 

the place. On Saturday evening both 

parties returned, and the latter made their 

report to the captain. After afcending 

part of the hill, which was covered in 

fvery direction v^rith plantations of fugar- 

cane, 
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<iine, fweet potatoes, tarrow, plantainsi 
and breadrfruit trees (which were by far 
the Urgeft they had feen), they arrived at- 
a fpot of land entirely uncultivated, and 
over- run with long grafs and ferns. •At 
fome diftance from this were four or five 
fmall huts, the habitations of a few poor 
people, whofe bufinefs appeared to be, to 
cultivate feveral plantations of tarrow, 
that probably belonged to fome of the 
arees or principal people. They had no- 
thing to difpofe of, but two fmall fowls, 
8 few roots of tarrow, and a fmall quan-^ 
tity of goey as they called it, which was 
a kind of pudding made of potatoes, mafh- 
ed up with water, and conftitutes the prin- 
i:ipal part of the food of the lower clafs 
of people, ' The foil in this part was 
light, and of a diflFerent kind to that be- 
low. Having pur chafed the fowls and 
tarrow, they left the huts and proceeded 
to the wood (which was about two miles 
diftant), through a confiderable trad pf 

wafte 
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Mrafte ground, entirly over-run with long 
^rafs, ferns, and the iracana terminalh ; 
the foot-path was ibmetimes pretty good, 
bilt in general iloney, though n<Jt m R> 
great a degree as the lower parts : tbefe 
ftones were evidently the produaion of 
a volcano. On entering the wood, they 
were entertained with the notes of a va- 
riety of birds, which rendered their walk 
doubly pleafing ; and having fevSrai boyfe 
with them who profcffed tie art txf Bird- 
catching, they wer6 'fet to work, and in ^ 
ihort time pi'ocufed feVeral. They ufe a 
kind'of bird-lime for this purpofe, and arc 
befides very expert in ^inaitating the dif- 
ferent notes of birds. ^ 

As they proceed^, they arrived at a 
long tra£t of wild plantain-trees, which 
far ekceed the cultivated ones in lize ; 
they produce fruit like them, but it hevet 
arrives at peirfedloft. The path -how be- 
came very dirty aifid flq>pery, the fori be- 
ing a ftifF yellow clay, interfperfed with 
large ftones. They faw a variety of trees, 

9 one 
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they th^n were, appeared very thin ; tut 

. ^poti thtlr approach tliey §o\md it con* 
fid^rably tHote over- run ^itk m^erxfrood 
and ferns than that m tiie northward, and 
forming feveral deep vallies, which effec- 
tually flopped their progrefs in that direc* 
tion* They tried in feveral 'other plac^, 
biit meeting with the fame obftriwaions, 
were obliged Id give ap the point. The 
-next morning was fixed upon for their 
TOtwn to tiie Jhips ; but they took a di$- 
2fet<^nt route to their formfcr one, proceed- 
ing nearly in a W^ N. W. direfiion, 
through innumerable plantations of the 
paper mttlberry-tree, bread-fruit, and 
tjlantain trees, which formed an e^terifive 
"garden, and rendered the houfes which 
were fituated there delightfully pleafantt. 
In the courfe of their walk, they obferved 
feveral morals or burying plates, very 
different from any they liad feen before, 
and which the fhortnefs of their time, to 
their great regret, would not permit them 
to examine. ' Having arrived near the 

fummit 
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funirhit of tirts hill, or rock which forms 
the N* W. part of the bay, ftones atid 
cinders became very jpredominant, not the 

leaftfoil being vinble; and here and there 

• ■« < • » 

a foil tar y houfe was placed , which rcn- 
dered the fcene iliU more melancholy, and 
aiForded a ilrikiqg contraft to the former 
part, of their walk. At fome diflance 
from this, they obferved nothing but a 
dreary trad of cinders and ftones, and at 
the termination of the hill, this volcanic 
confufion became much more Uriking, 
there being caverns of various fizes forced 
open by the heat of the fire, at the bot- 
toms of which the lava at firft iight ap- 
peared even almoft in a fluid ftate. 
Having defcended this hill with fome dif- 
ficulty, they were met at the bottom by 
great numbers of the natives, who crowded 
round them fo as almoft to prevent their 
moving; at length, however, they got to 
the beach, and having hired a canoe ar** 
rived on board.

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In the night fome of the houfesof then*- 
tivcs canght fiue, and were foohbur nt downi. 

On Monday morning (Beb- ift), the 
launches t)f both fhips were employed i» 
bringing ofF wood from th^^ Ihore, .Which 
captain Cook h?ipurchafcd erf the king j 
and in the evening there iya§ a heivah ont 
fliore, which confifted of boxings wreft- 

ling, &Ct 

The nqxt day in the afternoon, Terri- 
aboo^ prefentpd captain Cook with nfear 
two hundred fmall hogs, a great num- 
ber of coco nuts, bread-fruit, tarrrow, and 
potatoes^ and in the evening there wai 
another heiyah, after which fome fire^ 
works were exhibited for the diverfiooj 
and amufement of his majefty- 

February 3d, ^ we were preparing for 
fea, and the next morning (Thurfday 4th)y 
at half pafi five both veffels weighed and 
made fail attended by a numerous retinue 
©f canoes, both double and finglc, and 
many of both with fails, Our wind was 
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tery ligiiti tod our obferved jatittide was 
f 9 deg. 30 mid. N« 

The next day (Feb* 5 A), atteni wd 
had a fine breezej whieh cOotintied till 
five in the evching, and then it became 
toim. Tcrriaboo' Vifited the Difcovery, 
ftnd dittfed wkh fhd iiapwin j he brought 
tvith hiiii i ^reat ntifnbet'of coco nut8, 
tarrow, fome hogs, and feveral fine fifh^ 

knd in the afternoon went, on (hdre, as 
did moft of the natives who accompanied 

lis in their cinoes. 

» •• ♦ 

In the morning at four, we had a breez^ 
from the B. N. E. which in the evening 
fire(hened into a gale, and cpntiriui^d all 
night and drove us confiderably to lee- 
ward of Mowwhee,^ where it was eap- 
tain Cook*8 intention tb ftop for fome 
days, being affured by the natives that 
the ifland afforded an excellent harbour. 

The gale continued without inter-* 
Iniffion till five m the afternoon of the 
.next day, when it becaine very moderate, 
and the wind fliifted to the fouthward^ 

Ha but 
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but foon aftcf became variable with heavy 
fqualls* which kept up more or lefs all 
Bight. During the morning the fbfps 
loft fight of each other.. 

The next day (Feb. 8th) it moderated, 
but ftill kept in the E. N. E. and N. £• 
by N. q:uarter. In the morning we . faw 
the Refolution a good diftance to leeward 
of ns, and at eleven were under the lee 
of the north-point of O'why'hee; we 
faw many porpoifes. At noon the weather 
became cloudy^ with heavy fqualls of 
wind and rain, and in the evening it was 
very variable and unfettled, being alter-^ 
nately calm and fqually, with the wind 
in every direflion of the compafs* 

At two in the morning (Feb. 9th), the 
Refolution haled th6 Difcovery, and rn-- 
formed her that flie had fprung her fpre- 
mafty on which account captain Cook in- 
tended to make the beft of his way to the 
old harbour. Our weather proved very 
difagreeable^ with a ftrange unaccount- 
able fea, attended with a very fhort and 

4 heavy 
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heavy fwell, one of which came rowling 
in at the great cabin windows, and almoft 
carried away every thing in it. Our ob- 
ferved latitude was 20 deg. 5 min. N. 
We found a ftrong current running to the 
northward. 

The next day was cloudy, with heavy 
fhowers of rain, and the whole of it fpent 
in endeavouring to regain our port, but 
without fuccefs, fo were obliged to Hand 
off and on all njght. 

Thurfday (th^ lUh) was fine, with 
flying clouds, and at haif paft fix in the 
morning, the Refolution anchored in the 
bay ; the Difcovery not being far enough 
to the eaftward, wa« obliged to tack and 
turn to windward, and at nine dropped 
her anchor likewife. All hands, were 
immediately employed in preparing to get 
out the Refolution's fore-maft, whicb job 
was next day effeded, when it was con- 
veyed on fhore, and the carpenters of 
both fhips fet to work upon it. The na- 
tives came off as before, and v'e purchaffed 
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Jiogs, bread-fruit, tarrow, aq4 other pro-* 
dudions of the Ifland, as ufual ; but we 
could not avbid ohferying tHat they were 
imore bold and daring in theiy attempts to 
thieve than before. 

Saturday, the 13th, the weajher was 
clear sfnd pleafant, and our carpenters 
were at work upon the maft, while our 
launches were employed 14 filliqg wateri 
put of a kind of wejl in the rocks, near 
the head pf the bay. The natives were? 
oh board as ufual, trading for hogs, &c. 
jind the v^omen were alfo trading in their 
way. It muft be obferved, that inany of 
the Indians had beeii, both now and be« 
fore, v^ry attentive to the armourer 
whilft ^t work, and took particular nor 
tice of the tongs and ,. chiflels which he 
^ade ufe of, with his mode of ufing them ; 
jind finding that tljey were fo effentially 
ncceOary in the forming the different 
iron-work, they had long beheld them 
with an eager eye, and were fully pcr- 
fuaded, if r,\iey were but once poffcfled of 



tliem, they ?ilfo could work as well as 
we. Urged by this motive, one of them^ 
at the inftigation of Purraah (as we after- 
ward found) watched an opportunity, 

while the armourer of the Difcovery's 
back was tqrned, feized the tongs and 
jumped over-board ; fome of our people 

immediately purfuedj^ and foon took him, 
and being brouj^ht on board, he received 
a fevere flogging. In the afternoon, 
another fellow, (et on likewife by Pur- 
raah, ran from the oppofite fide of the 
deck, and in tl\e face of feveral people 
feized both tong^ and chiflTel, with which 
he made off. This was fo fudden and 
daring an attempt, that for fome time we 
were at a lofs how to adt, and the man had 
got on board a canoe that was waiting for 
him at a diftance, before a boat was fent 
in purfuit of him. Several mufkets were 
fired, but without effedt, and the canoe 
had greatly the advantage of our boat. 
Purraah, who was at this time on board, 
iaid he would endeavour to recover them, 
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afjfd imm&Slkttly put oflFi' After a tong 
chAce, the caaoe got m-ihl>ri, and the m^a 
landed t the boat arrived foon after, aod 
Mn Edgar, the matter of' the Difcovery, 
tfeho had been: feat in her,, lunded alfo. 

Tb^ natives Vj)dh this. peked them with 

•- ■ - . 

^ftcmes, an^ a Ikirmifh enfued ; Purraiihs 
.«?hp foon dame: after, feized Mr* Edgar, 
and fecured hia arms behind him* At 
thiiinftant, the Refolution $ pinnance ar- 
rived^ and one of the men, feeing Mr, 
Edgar -s fituation, .ftruck • Purraah with 
ki$:oar^ who inftantly fciz^d ai^d broke 
it, and now the bufUe became more ge- 
neral. Qaptain Cook, who was on ihore, 
and heard the firing, and like wife fa w the 
boat in purfuit of the canoe, came in the 
midft of the fcufflei and having quieted 
the people as much as he could, inquired 
into the affaii:, and upon receiving the 
above information, infifled upon the ftoleu 
goods being reftored, and after fome time 
Piirraah returned them. Our people in 

the boats^ endeavoured to take the canoe, 

» 

which 
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vr&ich wr found was the property of the 
iJ>ove many .but ;w«re obliged to defiil, 
after recemng;fome feveireblQw^. 

The neict morning (Feb, i^tb), at day 
light, the Difcovery's large cutter, which 
had been fecured to the buoy, was miffing, 
thefe audacious rogues having contrived 
to carry it off in the courfe of the night, 
vvithout being perceived This was a 
theft whith could not be overlooked oa 
any account, as the lofe of fo capital a 
boat might prove of great confequencc 
td us ift the remaining part of the voyage. 
Captain Qerkc waited upon Captain Cook 
and informed him of what had happened. 
After fome deliberation, the heft method 
that could be thought of, (a method 
which, in other iflands, had often been 
tried, and always met with fuccefs) was 
to fecure the king ; and the only way to 
do this was to invite him on' board, and 
then place centries oveir him, after which 
we could make our own terms with 
t^^m. It vvas alfo thought advifeable. tp 
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feftd botitf^to dififer^i^ par4;$iof ikt Mjt 
t6 prevent^ any of tlie nativi^s ftcdn inak«^ ^ 
ing their efcape in thar c^iibes. Thmg§ > 
being thus far fettled^ fhfc RefolutiQtiV 
great and imall cutter, attended bf 
the Difcovery*-s fmall cutter and jolly 
boat, all well manned and armed» were 
di^tched to the various^ parts of the 
bay, with orders to ftop all canoes that 
ihould attempt to make their etta^^, and 
if they proved refractory, to fire at and 
kill fome of them, as Captain Cook was 
determined to let them fee he wis not to 
be trifled with any longer. In the inte- 
rim, the capitain, 'with the, licotenant of 
marines, went in his pinnace, attended 
by the launch (in which were the ma- 
rines and fome of the oBicers, all well 
armed), to the N. W. point of the bay, 

where the king refided^ ' The natives, 
fufpefting poifibly that fome enquiry 
would be made relative to the boat, had 

r 

aflembled there in greater numbers than 

ufual. Upon, landing, the marines were 
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Atvnn up b a Hoc iqpon the l»^chi wftb. 
the ferjeunt «it Absir, h^s^d, vaxjd Captain 
Cook^ vith Mr, Philips, proceeded to the 
king's houfe J bpt not finding him there, 
enquired of the natives where he wa^ 
who told them he was at a houie not far 

diftant. Th^y walked on, and found 
bim» and, ^fter iomt little tin^e, the captr 
tJ^in invited him. to go on board, vhi.ch 
he very readily was going ;o do, bu( 
fome women, and others of his attenr 
(dants, who p^*obably were appreheplivg 
of fome defign, earne;ftly begged and in^ 
treated that he would not* Almoft at 
this inftant, three Indians in a canoe ar-* 
.fived fjTom the other fide of the bay, with 
an account of one of their principal areea 
being fhot by our people. ^ 1 hey had 
been to both {hips, where they told their 
ftory in very lamentable terms j but not 
meeting with that pity and redrefs which 
they probably thought they had a right 
to cxpeft, they proceeded to the Ihore, 
where their tale was received in a very 

different 
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different .manner. A general murmur of 
difcontent was heard to prevail, and many 
of them began to arm themfelves with 
fpears and daggers. This circumftance 
was obferved. by Rfff pbflipjj, and hp 
communicated his apprehen(ions toCap* 
tain Cook^ who was at this time in the 
inidft of a cxowd, and of courfe Wj^s 
not able to watch their motions. The 
ferjeant of marines alfo, who was at 
fome diftance^ faw them arming ; and, as 
the tumult rather increafed, called feveral 
times to the captain to warxi him of his 
danger ; but there Teemed to be a degrf?c 
of infatuation attending him, which ren- 
dered him deaf to every thing ! The 
mob now prefled upon him, and he was 

feen to pu£h them back, exclaiming, at 
the fame time, "get away — get away.'' 
At length one of them behaved very 
infolentiy, and threw ftones at him : the 
captain, having his double-barreled gun» 
fired, but miffed him, and (hot the nex|: 
man to him. The marines, hearing the 

report 
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report of the gun, imagined that fome 
mifchief had been done, and, without 
orders^ began to fire alfo: this rendered 
matters ftill worfe; and Captain Coofc, 
now feeing his danger, was making to 
the boats as fall as tlie crowd would per- 
mit him, but received aftab between his 
ihouljders from a chief who was behind 
him;' the man wasi going to repeat his 
blow, but was (hot by the ferjeant of ma^ 
rines. The marines had no fboner. fired 
than the people in the launch, from the 
lame reafon, fired likewife, and now the 
uproar became general: the captain did 
not fall in confequence of his wounds 
but ftill preflcd towards the boats.; th^ 
Indians, however, rufhed upon him, and^ 
with clubs and Hones, ibon put a period 
to his exiftence ! The commanding of- 
ficer' of the Refolution, (which was at 

if 

leaft half a mile nearer the fpot than the 
Difcovery) alarmed at the report of the 
guns, gave orders for the great guns : 
to be pointed and fired at them, which 

appeared 
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itf^Oiifed^t^^eate txvis^^ and 

conftilion^' Mr^ Phliif)^ dnd his party of" 
imtint^i WeAS oi^lig^ to jlitti][) itsXo th€ 
water : bixt fome of them not being able to 

fwim, were lagged oM fiiore by the na*» 
tives) Who ^n difpatched tlk-m. Th^ 
temaiiMng Ainnb^f witH difficulty reach- 
ed the bbat^ :' the ferjeant 6f marines wa#^ 
w6unded ih the neck, and received a fe- 
Vere blow upon the head from a ftohe ; 
«ne of tihe private meti had the point o( 
a fpear, which broke off, fixed iihdet his 
left eye; Mr* Philips was wounded in 
the flibulder, and a corporal and three 
private men ^^ere killed. The Indians 

behaved with great refolution iaiid intre* 
pidity, and notwithftdnding a fevere fire 

was kept up for fome time afterwards, 
they maintained their ground, and aS

foon as one fell, another immediately 
fupplied his place. 

Finding it impoffible to recovef thd 
captain's body, the boats ceafed firing, 
and made the beft of their way on board } 

anci 
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and footi after^^ Mr* Wi^bmfohi t&e third 
lieutenant df the Refolutioti, waited upon 
captain Clcrte with the above mclancboly - 

^ Let us for a aioment take ^ flii:ht re- 
tfofpedive view of this fad affair ?-^The 
natives certainly had no intention at firft 
cf deftfoyirtg captain Cook or any of his ^ 
paLtty. The caufe firft origraatcd iti th^ 
fleath of the aree^ \<rhp was fhot by our 
jpeople 2 k was this circumiknce whicH 
ftkrmed« thetti^-^and in cpniequeuQe o£ 
this it ms that they, firmed tbem&liiee; 
At this period. captain Cook might' hav^ 
returned on board with fafety:, btit he 
was unfortunate in miS^ the m^ wh» 
behaved infbient to him, and ihootiog uvt- 
other— he wa^ unforttmatie in the firing 
of the marines— and e<^ually fo in the 
^ring of the peoj^le ih the lamifch; att 
which happened in the fpace of a minute* 
In fhort, the whole appears td^ h^ve been 
eaufed by a chain of evchts ^hich could 
no more be. forefeea than prcvemed t

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The tentSf obferratories, acd the Re^- 
folation's maft being on the oppofite 
fhoxtf a Oxang party were ibon after fent 
to prote6: them, while the people were 
getting their things oflF. The boats 
which were fent to prement the efcape of 
the canoes^, coming on board, were like- 
wi^ difpatched to affift in* bringing ofl^ 
the mail, && Obferving a greac num« 
ber of the natives running towards the 
tents, the Difcovery fired feveral great 
guns, iT^ich put a ftop to their proceed- 
ings Sor fome time. Several of the fea«» 
men and marines took poiTeffion of a 
moral near the tents, which was coniider^ 
ably elevated above the common level, 
^nd» as the Indians approached, fired at 
^em, which kept them at bay, but did 
no great execution; &>r they had no 
ihoner thrown a ftone than they ran be- 
hind their houfes, and by this means pre- 
vented our men from taking aim. 

About noon, the Refolution's maft, 
with the tents, obfervatories, &c. were 

brought 
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bfoiighfc ba board. In the afternoon, thS 
launch of the Difcovery, with the Refo-^ 
Iiition's large ' cutter, pinnace, jolly boat, 
and fmall (Jutter, wfereferit in-{horewith 
a flag of ttuce, under the command of Mr; 
King, the fecond lieutenant of the Refo- 
lution, who was in great efteem with all 
the principal people of the ifland, to try 
if the captain's bddy could be procitred 
by fair means. Upon the - approach of 
the boajs to tke ihore, the natives began 
to throW- ftones ; but when the flag was 
hoifted, :they defift^d, and feveral came off 
to the: boats* ^The body being demand-* 
cd, fome told Mr. King that it fhould be 
brought off on the morrow^ others faid 
that it was cut to pieces. Nothing far- 
ther cauld . be learned from them ; the 
boajts therefore returned- - The Ihips com- 
panies^ exafperated; to the higheft degree 
at the lofe of , their commander, and Aill 
more enraged at this behaviour of the 
Indians^ defired Captain Gierke's permif- 
lion. tp §0 on fliorc, declaring thait they 
Vol. II. I would 
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Woufd bring off the body, in fplght erf' 
every thing, and burn down the town ; 
this rafh requeft of theirs was, however^ 
prudently denied. During the night, 
a good look-out was ordered to be kept, 
lefl the Indians (hould meditate an attack^ 
sind a boat was directed to row continually 
found the ihips. 

Monday, Feb. 15th. Flying ckwd$, 
'with ihowers of rain. About ten in the 
morning,) three of the natives (one of 
whom was a prieft) caiiie off with a flag 
of truce. He told us we fhould have the 
captained body to-morrow, and was very 
defir^fnss thst Captain Gierke and Mr. King 
fiioidd go on Qxof€ with him 1 but this 
was enCirely out of the queflioo* In the 
afteraootiy the eWedLS of Capcaia Cook 
were difpo&d of; and about half paft 
ibvm in the evenings we were alarmed 
by the firing of two itiuikejts on board the 
Refblutioti. Upon' enquiry, we fbund 
that the Gentry had difcbvered two la*** 
iilans in a eanoe tmdeir the feip's bows : 
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they i)iigged us to defift from all i&s of 
irioldnce, as they came on terms of friend-* 
ihip ; and hating hatlled theiir canoe into 
the pinnace, which was along- fide, they 
i:ame on board, dne having a bundle un-^ 
der his arm* Mr. King, who ran ujioii 
deck immediately upon the difcharge of 
the mufkets, perfeSly recollefted one of 
themi who had always fhewn a great at- 
tachment to Captain Cook. Whfen intro- 
duced into the great cabin, they untied 
the bundle, which, upon examination, 
contained the fleftiy part of a man's thigh^ 
the bone being taken out : this, they told 
tis, belonged to Captain Cook, and was all 
that remained of him, the reft being 
burnt. As they had brought this oflF by 
ftealthi they were fearful of coming oii 
board till it was dark, left they fhould be 
bbferved by any of their own people, 
llaviiig ftaid till ten, they returned to the 

{hore. 

About twelve, three girls from the 
Morai fide of the bay, fwam on board, 

I 2 and 
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and fooil after a canoe^ in which were 
two Indians, came along-fide, but .were 
defired to return, which they did very 
quietly- The girls remained on board. ' 
Tuefday the i6tk Pleafant weather, 
with flying clouds. Several canoes palled 

and repafled from the ihore to the Refo- 
lution. About noon, three of the na-. 
tives came off in a canoe, and paddling 
towards the Refolution, one of them got 
up and waved tl>e hat which belonged to 
Captain Cook, threw feveral ftoties, and 
flapped his pofteriors. This being ob- 
ferved from the fliip, feveral muikets 
and four great guns loaded with round 
fliot, were fired at them, but without ef- 
fedt : they however did fome mifchief. 
on fliore, for foon after two Indians came^ 
off^ in a canoe, and told us they had killed 
one of their chiefs. 

The command of the Refolution, in 
confequence of the death of Captain Cook,

devolved to Captain Clerke, and Mr. Gore, 

firft lieutenant of the Refolution, fucceed- 

6 ed 
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cd C^ptiain Gierke ; Mr. King and Mr. 
Williamfon were appointed firft and fe- 
cond lieutenants, and Mr. Harvey, maf- 
ter's mate, was made third. 

February the 17th. In the morning, 
the Difcovery hauled nearer the water- 
ing place, in order to proted the boats 
from the infults of the natives during 
their taking in water. Upon our people's 
landing, they were at firft quiet, but foon 
after collefted themfelvcs, and began to 
fling ftones. Several great guns were 

fired from the Difcovery, which checked' 
their progrefs a little ; but they foon be- 
gan again, and being flieltered by their 
houfes and walls, our mufkets did very 
little execution. In the afternoon, before' 

« » » < 

the boats went again, the Difcovery fired 
a number of guns, loaded with round and 
grape- fhot, into the midft of the town; 
after which the boats were ferit on ftiore, 
and our people fet fire to the houfes, 
which cleared them eflFedt'ually, In this 
attack, fix of the natives were killed; 

I 3 an4 
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and the failors were fo much enraged, 
that, in fpight of every tbingt they cut off^ 
the heads of two, oae of which they tied 
to the bow of the Refolution's large cut- 
ter, and th« other they carried pn board j 
but a$ foon a§ the captain was informed 
of the affair, he gav6 immediate ocder^ 
for the heads to be thrown overboard^ 
Many Indians^ who had aflembkd upon 
the hilU ipimediately above the watering 
place> puflied down large pieces of rock», 
i>ut thiey fortunately did no damage es- 
pept kiljing qne (>f their own peoj^e* 
This was obferved from ihc Difcovery, 
and, in ocder to diflpdge thrati, two or 
three fwivels were fired, which anfwercd 
^he purpofe very welj. 

One of the Indians was taken prifoner^ 
^X\d carried oi^ board t^e Refoktion* Thi^ 
poor fcUpw fvilly expeQfd to be killed^ 
and even after he was releafed, could at 
firft fcarcely believe otherwife ; but fiad-; 
|ng w^ had po fuch intention, he was at ^^ 
|of| to-e^prefs his gratitude fqfl5ciently| 
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f Tcry day during the remainder of ouf 
^ay, he brought us bread-fruit, tarrow, 
plantains, and feveral hogs, and was al- 
moil continually oa board. Towards the 
evening, a prieft, earned E^ri<«'kaah, who 
refided near tl;^ Morai, and had been our 
friend^ even to the laft, came on board 
with a pi^, which he prefented to the 
captain who ifkjkde him feveral preients^ 
after which be returned to. the fhore. 

Tb^rfday tkfi i8th. ,In the morning, 
the boatS; vfere again difpatched for wa« 
ter,, bitf not a)v Indian was to be feen« 
^bout feven in the evening, one of them 
came fwiming off to the ihip upon a 
juece of wood, whereon was tied a bundle 
of roafted bread-fruit ; it was purchafed 
of him, and he ftaid on board near an 
hour, and . then returned to the fhprje. 
Whilft this man was with us, a canoe 
with three Indians came along-fide, laden 
with bread-fruit and fugar-cane : we very 
gladly bought their commodities, after 
which they departed. .Hogs now were

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a very fcarce article, fo that at length we 
were obliged tb begin tpbri out corned 
pork. * 

Friday mommg, the' bbati w^re fehl

for water as ^before, which '^ki now fflled 
without the leslft nibleftation'ftbm the In^ 
dians, Mahy^cahofes wertf paddling a- 
bout, all of which carried 'Bags of truce, 
|n the afterilbon a chid" catae' on board 
the Rcfoluddn/ from Terriak^e'V-to cap-* 
tain Gierke, informing hitn that he would 
bring alLthe rcmainii>g bortWol' captain 
Cook,' and at;the fame tiiAe begged thatf 
we would .eutc^: into a leagde of friend- 
ihip with him, and lay all animofities i-' 
fjde ; that Terriaboo' wafr* very forry for 
the melanchply. affair that had happened, 
and if we (hotild. .ever come to this ifland 
again, hi? iptreated that we would not 
Ijurt or mqleft them. Thiefe terms being 
s^greed to, he departed yery well fatisfied. 
f his nian was dreffed in one of thofe e-n 
1? gapt long cloaks, witli a gre^n wreatl\ 
jrpqnd his head, 
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The next morning, at eleven, the chief 
camfi on board, bringing with him two 
bundles of cloth, which contained the 
bones of 'jOur unfortunate captain; the 
upper part of the fcull, the fcalp, with the 
hair and ears, the bones of the thighs, 
legs, and arms,: ^nd the hands on which 
was the flelhf w^re all that remained ; the 
ribs and vertebras he told us were burned. 
They bad cut off the long hair behind* 
which . he feid was in the poffeffion of 
Kommaah-^n^iaah, a chief nearly related to 
Terriabo6* The hands had feveral in- 
ci(ions in a longitudinal dire^ion, both 
upon the bapk and indde, and a quantity 
of fait had been rubbed in, with a view 

raoft likely to prevent putrefadion. 

Things being thus amicably fettled, we 
the next day (Sunday 21 ft), purchafed 
feveral fine hogs and plenty of bread-fruit 
of the natives, who now came on board 
without the leaft figns of fear; among 
the reft was Kari-kaah, our friendly prieft. 
In the afteriioon, the fad remains of cap- 
tain 
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taia Cook were committed to the deep, 

with all the honours, ^ue oa fuch an oc- 
ca^on. ! 

The 2 2d we were making all ready for 
fea. The natives, who were aware of our 
intention, brought off great plenty of 
hogsi tarrow, bread-fruity plantains, and 

fagstr^ne, of all which articles we bought 
i-fufficient flock, ^and at fix in the even- 
ing unmoored fliip. At half pjift eight, 
every thing being ready, we weighed 
our anchors, and having made ftilj flood 
out of the bay, but not without many fighs 
at leaving the remains of oor uofortun^e

THE next day we had light, variable 
airs ; and our obferved latitude 
was 19 deg. 54 min. N. We obferved 
a heavy fwell from the northward : and ix% 
fhe evening and all night it ble^ a frefh 
gale from the N. E. It was the captain's 
intention to have gone to Mow'whee, but 
finding it impraSicable to fetch it under 
two or three days (the wind, which conr 
tinued to blow with violence, being 
againft us), he gave up the point> and at 
nine the next inorning (Feb. 24th), wtc 
bore away, intending to make the beft of 
fiuf way to A'tou'wi, At ten we dif- 

cpvered 
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covered feveral patches of fhallow water, 
fo flood right before the. wind in order to 
avoid them, after which we refumed our 
former courfe again. This Ihoal-water 

was occafioned by a fpit or bank, which

ran in a S. W. diredion from a fmall 
ifland called Kaowr'avee, nearly adjoining 
to Mow'whee, Our latitude to-day was 
20 deg' 43 min. N, In the afternoon we 
tad light airs and -very fmooth water, oc-» 

c^fioned by the furrounding land. At 

«, 

half paft two, many Indians put off to us,, 
bringing fijQi of various kind^, fome tar-^. 
row, and a few fmall hogs. Amongft 
the natives who came on boar<J was a 
man apparently about forty yearS old, 
whofe height was no more than four feet 
one inch ; he was v^ry well proportioned, 
and in every refpedt as lively and aftive, 
and in as perfedl a ftate of health as thofe 
of the common fize. We faw a woman 
at OVhy'hee, fomething fmaller than thi^ 
man. At night we flood to the fouth^, 
viaxd. 

At 
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At four the next morning, -we wore 
£hip, and ftood to the S. W. and at eight 
we had light breezes, when the high land 
of Mow'whee bore N. 80 deg. E^. We 
found a current fetting to the eaftward j 
and at noon our obferved latitude was 
20 deg. 43 min. N. when the extremes 
of Aranni' (an ifle to the weftward of 
Mow'whee) bore N. 33 deg. W, and N. 
44 deg. E. the high land of Mow'whee 
N. 79 deg. E. the extremes of Kaowra^- 
vee S. 66 deg. E. and S. 87 deg. E. Dur- 
ing the night we had light variable winds. 

Friday (Feb. 26th) we had clear and 
pleafant weather^ with flying clouds, and 
a fine breeze from the N. E. In the firfl: 
of the morning, we were {landing along 
the S. W. fide of Morotai : the N. E. 
extreme was rather lofty, from thence to 
the weiQ:erix point it became low and ap« 
patently not much cultivated. We ob^ 
ferved feveral finokes near the fea-fide. 
At nine founded, and found ground at 
eighteen fathom. Our obferved latitude 

was 
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was 1 1 deg. I T miii. N. and at two ii 

tlie afternoon faw the ifland of OVhaW 
bearing Vf. and diftatit about eight of 
nine leagues : it was highj but not fo ele-* 
vated as OVhy'hee or MowVhee* Thii 
was the ifland we faw to the eaftward, in 
our paflage to the northward laft year^ 
in January, immediately before we dif-^ 
covered A'touVi. In the night we flood 
off and on. 

Saturday was cloudy, with a few fhow- 
crs of fmall rain. At four in the morn- 
ing, we bore away for OVha'ow^ th^ 
wind E. N. E. and E. our courfe W. and 
S* W. At ten we were well in with part 
of the north- fide, the fouthermoft pointy 
beading about S. £• There were feveral 
fmall rocky ifles fituated about half a mile 
to the £• S* E. of it. Its appearance on 
this fide was very roeky^ making in many 
broken, craggy hills, which, though not 
tery high, were ^covered with clouds at 
their fummits Having taken a flight 
view of this part, we hauled up to the' 
' 9 N. W. 
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N. W. which courfe we continued \ till 
eleven, when feeing more land to th^ 
fouth-weftward, we bore away again, the 
wind E. S. E. our courfe S. W. We 
found this land was a continuation of 
O'wha'ow. Our obferved latitude to-day 
was 2 1 deg* 50 min. N. and at half paft 
two, we anchored in thirteen fathoms, 
with a fine white fandy bottom, about 
two miles from fliore, on the weftern 
fide the ifland, and near a fandy beach ; 
our foundings were from twenty to thir- 
teen fathom. The Refolution's pinnace 
and large cutter were got out, and the 
captain, with Mr. King went on Ihore, 
with a view of finding a convenient water- 
ing-place. During their abfence, feveral 
of the natives came off to us in their ca-* 
noes^ ; we purchafed one fmall pig, and 
three or four roots of tarrow, which 
were all they brought off, except a few 
baked roots, which in their external ap- 
pearance refembled yams ; they were of 
a tough, ftringy nature, but yielded a 

fweet 
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fwect thickifli juicci whkh if it cotild b« 
kept would have been a good fuccedaneum 
for fugar ; its Indian name was "Tee. We 
bought fome of the fame kind of root at 
Tonga- taboo. Among other intelligence, 
we learned that they were at prefent en* 
gaged in a war with the natives of Moro- 
tai, and that all the arees, with their large 
canoes, were abfent upon that occafion, 
which was the reafon of our feeing fo 
few inhabitants ; a circumftance which 
we could not help remarking. At five 
the pinnance and cutter returned, with an 
account of a rivulet or run of frefli water ; 
but the beach (which made a divifion be- 
tween it and the fea) was fo low and level, 
that at high-water the frefh was impreg- 
nated with the fait, to a confiderable di- 
ftance. This being the cafe, the boats 
were hoifted in, we weighed our anchors' 
and flood out to fea. This part of O Vha- 
ow had a pleafant appearance ; it was of 
a moderate elevation, and ^ell clothed 
with verdure, but we faw very few 

trees : 
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ifeis i i& foil ap|)roach the north point 
it becomes rugged aod very irregular, 
and increafes corifiderably in hfeight. AVe 
hauled our wind all night, to give the 
land a good birth, fteering a N. and N. by 
E. courfe. 

The wind the next day was E, N. E. 
and the weather pkafant, with paffing 
Clouds. At four the next morning we 
bore away for A'tou'wi, keeping a W. S. 
\V. courfe. At noon our obferved lati- 
tude was 22 deg. 8 min. N. which being 
more to the northward than we wiffied or 
fexpeded, we altered our courfe to S, by 
W, At four in the afternoon faw the ifland 
of A'tou'wi extending from N. 26 deg* 
W. to Ni 63 W. and aboilt feven leagues 
diftanti At fix we were a-breaft of the 
Sugar-Loaf mount, but night coming on, 
we hauled our wind, and flood off and 
on till morningi 

Monday (March ift), at five in the 
morning, we bore away : from fix to eight 
We were running along-flxorc at about 

Vol. lit K three 
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three miles diftance, our foundings being 
feven, eight, and nine fathom. At half 
paft eight we let go our anchor, in twenty- 
five fathom, a fandy bottom, nearly in the 
fame fpot as when here before. We fooh 
after moored fhip, when the eaftern part 
of the road bore S. 67 deg, E. the bluff 
on the weft fide of the watering place N. 
33 deg. E. the weft point of the road N. 
71 deg. W. and the extremes of O'nee- 
how from. N. 71 deg. W. to S. 8i 
deg. W. our diftance from Ihore about 
two miles and half. At nine, the 
launches, J cutters, pinnace, &c. were 

hoifted out, and foon after we had many 
canoes along-fide, but they brought off 
but few articles of trade. At one in the 
afternoon, the Refolution's launch was 
fent on fhore for a load of water, attended 
by. the large cutter, to traffick with the 
natives. Upon the firft landing of our 
people, they were very civil, but foon 
tegan their old trade of thieving, which 
they were the more encouraged to do, as 

.. ' • ' OUK 
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Bni: party was biit fmalh Th6 firft at- 
tempt was upon one of the water buckets^ 
which one of them made off with : a 
mufket was fired at him, but without ef- 
fed. Th^ next thing was the cooper's 
bag, in which there luckily was nothing 
but a few bungs; the third was Mr; 
King's hanger,' which they fnatehed out 
bf his hand. Having with much diffi- 

culty filled all the calks, they were got 
off, and our people were preparing to em- 
bark : fome of them were already in the 
boats, when tlie Indians preffed clofe 
upon them,' and attempted to wrench the 
iHulkets out of their hands ; and one of 
them threw a ftone at the ferjeant of ma*i 
titles, which knocked off his hat,' upon 
which orders were given to fire* which 
three of the marines did, and killed or 
mortally wounded one of them. This 
threw them into fome confufion^ which 
our people took the advantage of j and put 
bff. Nine fine hogs and a few roots of 
. tarrow were however pnrchafed. 

K 2 The 
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The next morning at eight, the kundi" 
cs of both fhips, with the pinnace, large 
and fmall cutters^ all well manned and 
armed to protcdl them, were fent on fliore 
to fill water. We had a great concourfe 
of the natives on board aad along-fide, 
of whom we purchafedan amazing num- 
ber of very lar^e hogs, which kept our 
butchers and fsdters continually employed, 
and plenty of potatoes and tarcow, but 
very few yams. At fix in the evening 
the boats returned^ having met with no 
moleftatlon from the Indians till they put 
ofFi when one of them threw fome ftones* 

Wednefday (the 3d)i at feven, the boats 
well manned i^nd armed, were again dif^ 
patched^ and we continued to purchafe 
hogs, potatoes^ &c. as abundantly aa 
yefterday. In the morning, a chief, at- 
tended by feveral women (one of whom 
we fuppofed to be queen of the ifland' 
when here before) came on boai^d o^ a 

Txfit to the captain, who made them feve- 
ral prefents of bracelets, hatchets, nails^ 
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^c. with which they were much de- 
lighted. At two in the afternoon, the 
boat^ ret^rnedi hiving compldked the Re* 
fblutioa'a ftock' of- water. . 

The fdlowing day, trade, was very 
brilk for hogs ; but tarrow, potatoes^ &c. 
were rather fcmsce. 

Oh Friday mommg at nine, the Dif- 
covcry wanting to complete her* water, 
her launch, attended by the Refolution^s 
pinnace and large cutter, manned and 
armed, were fant on ihore for that pur- 
i pofe. .They rtturned at half paft two, 

with a prefent from th^ queen (who was 
one of the Women that came on board 
with the chief on Wednefday) which 
coniifted of a great number of mats of 
different forts, and various degrees of 
fiaenefs, bracelets c^ompofcd of boar's 
tufks, feather ruffs f6r the ndck, and 
feveral kinds of cloth. 
^ At eight the next morning, the queen 

and her attendants came on board to the 
£^ptai£^, i^bo nuide them various prefent^ 
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^11 r.etiirn for the mats, &p. which fhe fent 
Qn board yeftcrday . Shp was fhort and 
lufty, about forty years of age, aqd viery 
plain with refpedt to perfon. It feemsf 
ihe, at that time, was at war with Torna- 
hana, who, fhe faid, w^s an ufurper, and 
that the government of A'tou'wi belorige4 
to her. She was very defirous for fopae 
of our people to flay and fight for her, 
promifing th^m every good thing the 
ifland produced in the greatefl abundance* 
3unday morning, at ten, we were vi-? . 
fited by Tom^hana, to vvhom fqme of the 
natives paid great refpecfl ; others again, 
whom we fuppofpd to be of the queen's 
party, took not the leafl notice of him. 
She w^s on board faerfelf at the time, but 
nothing pafled between them exc:ept a 
few angry looks. 

In the afternoon, Kahahya, the queen's 
fon, vifited both fhips, and made feveral 
prefejnts to the captains of each, which 
ponfifled of carved images, eatuas, mats, 
a curious awa bowL They, in re^ 

turn, 
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turn, complimented him with a large glafs 
bowl, fome red cloth, hatchets, and beads. 

He was about twelve years old, and a fine 

'' ^ . . • _ 

looking boy ; ,his attendants, which were 

numerous, carried him up and down the 

fhip's fides. The queen, underftanding 

we were in^ want of vegetables, fent on 

board great bundles of fugar-cane, and 

plenty of tarrow-roots. 

Monday morning, was fine and clear, 
and at eight we took up our anchors and 
made fail, fhaping our courfe for O'nee- 
how. At three in the afternoon, we 
dropped our anchors again, in twenty 
fathom of water, vi^ith a fandy bottom. 
When moored, the extremes of the ifland 
bore N. E. by N. and E. by S. our di- 
ftance from ihe (hore being two miles. A 
few of the Indians came off to us with a 
fmall number of yams, and two or three 
fmall pigs. Our obferved latitude to-day 
was 2 1 deg. 47 min. N. 

The next day was cloudy, with fhowers 
Qf raia. The wind was. fo turbulent 

K 4 during 
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dpring the night, th^t the RefoIuUpi) 
drove, though both her anchors were ifj 
good holding ground. la fhq mprning, 
four or five canoes came off with ^ few 
*yams, which we gladjy l^ought, as they 
were the pnly ropt^ th^t would keep for 
any length of timq. Of thef? we pur- 
phafed, when laft here, ^ confiderable 
|lock, but were niiuch difappointed in our 
expectations this time, the feafon proving" 
a bad one. 

As the trade on board was very flack, 
the launch was fent early the next mqrn- 
ing on fhore, to fee what could he done 
there, and at ten fhe returned with feve^ 
ral hogs and fome yams. 

Ori Thurfday fhe was difpatched again, 
and on Friday feveral canoes arrived front 
A^touwi, with a prefent of mats, &Ct 
from the queen. On Saturday, the maf- 
ter, with the pinnace and cutter, were fent 
round the north point of the ifland, to fee 
if it was pradicable to anchor there, as we 
fiippofed we fhould be furnifhed with a 
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greater fupply of yams, as tliey all ap« 
peared to be brought from that part. 
They returnee}, Ijowcver, without being 
able to find a convenient plaee, 

The next morning (March I4th)> wc 
linmoored^ and, ^ xwe did not propofe 
fnoYing that day^ the launch was fent as 
lifualj aind returned wifh a fewy^ms ^nd 
Alt. 

On Monday niorning, at feven, wc 
weighed and made fail^ flanding W. by 
S. and W. S. W. with a view of flopping 
^t a fmall low ifland which the natives 
call M^goo-pappppa, as they informed 
us it abounded with turtle. We had a 
lieavy fwell from the W. N. W. and our 
pbferved latitude was 2 1 deg. 47 mia. N. 
At pight, not feeing any thing of it, we 
^ood o^ 4n4 on for the oight. 
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jyefcriptton of'^Sand'wich IJles—fituation^-^ 
produce — inhabitants ^ — ^r^ — compara--' 
five 'view of the drejfes of the 'various 

^ riatimsfeenin thh coUrfe of the voyage^^ 
houfes— furniture^ 
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^TpHlS range of iiflands, diftinguiflied 
^ by the name of Sandwich Ifles, 
lay in a N. W, by W. and S. E. by E. 
diredion by compafs, and are fuuated be- 
tween 22 deg, 15 min, and 18 &t^. 53 

min. N. latitude. There are in all 
twelve, viz, OVhy'hee, Mow'whee, Mo- 
rotai, Kaowravee, Aranni, Morokinnee, 
O^wha'ow, A'tou'wi, O'neehow, Orrahoo- 
wa, Taoora, gind Mogoo-papoppa. Of 
thefe O'why'hec^ Mow'whee, O'wha'ow, 
and A'tou'wi, are the largeft, and have 
each of them a king, to one or other of 
which the fmaller ifles are fubje£t. 

'^ O'why'hee, 
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O'why'hee, which is the eaftermoft an4 
by far the largeft, is fomewh^it of a cir^ 
cular form^ ^ extendiag about feventy five 
miles from E. to W. a«d eighty-four 
from N. to &• its circuit being two hun- 
dred and feventy miles. Both the eaft- 
ern and weftern points are compofed of 
tolerably low land : that to the eaftward 
rifes by a gradual afccnt to a very lofty 
hill, or rather mountain, whofe top has 
feveral pitches of fnow upon it. The 
weftern one alfo rifes regularly to a hill, 

which is feparate4 from the other by a 
jdeep valley, but is not fo high as the 
former. The north and fouth fides afford 
a great contraft in thieir afpedl : the forr 
pier has the appearance of a garden, 
being covered with an immenfe quantity 
of plantations, confifting of fweet pota* 
toes, tarrbw, and plantains, which arc 
frequently furrounded with hedges of 
fugar-cane, and abounds with fine wa* 
ter- falls: — the latter, on, the contrary,, 

]ias a very barren afpedl j in many places 

there 
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there is little elfe to be feea but large 
roaffes of black rocky-matter, which we 
afterwards found were the produce of a 
volcano, and not a iingle run of water 
to be feen. That which we procured at 
Karacaciooah Bay, was brackifh, and in-'' 
deed almofl: unfit for ufe, as it proved 
very cathartic in its cffcdi ; and had it not 
been for a fraall well in the cavity of a 
rock, whi«h, with fome trouble^ fuppiied 
our wants, we muft have left the place 
without a ftock. 

This iftand confifts of fix diftriSs^ or 
.provinces, viz. Kaoo, Apoona, Aheedoo^ 
Amacooa, Koharra, and Akona : in the 
latter, Karacacooah Bay is Stuated. The 
N. W. fide is compbfed of an upright 
mafe of rock, the top of which is a pcr- 
fe£l garden; the S. E.i fide confifts of a 
Jong tra6t of low land, upon various parts 
of which are placed the towns of the na- 
tives J the head of the bay r.ifes very gra- 
* dually, and is terminated by a ridge of 
high land, covered with trees, which runs 

nearly

nearly acrofs the ifland. The land la 
this part is very ftony, and even the in- 
terior parts are not free from them, and 
all bear evident marks of fire. The pre- 
fent race of inhabitants do not remember 
this iflat^ in a iKate of eruption, but it 
muft once (at leaf): this fide of it) have 
been abfolutely in a flame. The N. W. 
point affords the moft ftriking appearance 
of this kind^ as has been mentioned be« 
fore; notwithftanding which there is a 
large town built upon it, a^d even the 
king frequently refides there* The foil 
along-fhore, where it is free from fl:ones, 
is light, thin^ and fandy, but as you ad-* ^ 
vance up the country, it becomes loamy, 
rich, and deep, and on the mountains 
it is rendered rich from the continual 
fall of leaves and rotten timber. O'ta- 
heitee and the Society Ifles can boaft of a 
much better foil; there it was deep, 
black, rich, and loamy, but notwithftand- 
ing this difference, many of the produc- 
tions do not arrive at fo great a degree 

of 
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of perfedion as at O'why'hee. Th^ 
bread-fruit, for inftance, is fuperior in 
lize, as well as flavour^ to that of the So*-' 
ciety Ifles, and the tree itfclf grows coh- 
fiderably larger, and fpread^ in a furprif-' 

ing degree ; the fugar-cane too is by far 
the largeft we ever faw, and yi6lds i 
great quantity of juice. 

The air of thefe iflands iS in general 
fiilubrious, efpecially at O why'fiee, where 
we had regular fea and land breezes ; but 
at A'touwi arid Oneehow, we found at 
coofiderable alteration in the climate ; the 

weather was moftly cloudy and frequent- 
ly rainy, and the wind high, in confe* 
quence of which coughs and colds pre* 
vailed. 

With refped to quadrupeds, we faw 
only hogs, dogs, rats, and bats. The 
dogs are bred for no other purpofe than 
to eat, but not fo univerfally as at the So- 
ciety Ifles, nor are they fo numerous^ 
The rats are more abundant, but bats are 
not very common* 

Ty 
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The birds are very numerous, thougli 
liot various, fome of whicHcan vie with 
thofe of any country Jn point of beauty.- 
Five different fpecies may be ' referred to 
the certhia genus of Liimaeus: one, 
which, from the ftrudure of its beak, was 
called, by. our feamen, a parroquet, is 
quite an anomalous bird, and probably 
will afford a ne\v genus. Among • the 
more common ones, are owls, plover, 
nearly the fame as our whiflling plover, 
curlews, and ravens ; the former and lat- 
ter rather fcarce. Upon our firft ar- 
rival at Karacacooah Bay, the natives 
brought off feveral geefe, -which were 
quite ' tame ; they were not unlike the 
Chinefe geefe ; they called them Na-na. 
By what means they procured them, we 
could not learn. They have ducks, and 
upon the coaft are found a fpecies of tern, 
two or three fpecies of petrels, and a few 
gannets. 

The coaft abounds with variety of fifh, 
among which is the. albecore j of thef€> 

during 
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during oiir run along the S. IE; fide of 
the ifland, we one, day bought fufEcient 
for the fhip's company, fome of them 
weighing near thirty pounds. The na- 
tives fait thefe, and indeed every kind of 
fifh they catch that are tolerabiy large* 
This fifh, however, was bought only at 
one fmall town, fituated in a very barren 
fpot, not far from the eaft point, nor was 
there any felted fifh offered to fale but at 
this place, at A'tou'wi, and O'neehow, 

Among the reft of the fifh was a fpecies 
of jacula far ^ but different from the cAa-^ 
todon rojiratus of Linnaeus. Of the 
fparus genus, there were various kinds, 
and fome new fpecies j and at A'tou'wi 
and O^neehow the cavalla was very com* 
mon among the falted fifh. 

Many of the vegetable produdjons of 
thefe iflands are the fame as at the Society 
and Friendly Ifles ; thofe which they hav« 

in common with them, are bread- fruity 

gOco nuts, plantains, fugar-cane, yams, 

tar row, and a fweet potatoe of an orange 

6 colour, 
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Colour, which eats fomething like a car-^ 

rot. The fweet potatoe, which abounds 
here ^convolvulus batatas^ Lin.) is not 
found at the Friendly Iflcs, but at Ota- 
heitee we faw one fmall plantation of itj 
not far from Point VcnuSi All thefe 

Iflands do not, however, produce the 
abovementioned articles; at O'why'hee^ 
except the yams^ they were all in great 
plenty^ but at A^tou'wi we got neither 
bread-fruit nor coco nuts, though they 
have a few of both, but in no perfeftion* 
At O'neehow we got little elfe- than yams, 
potatoes and fugar-cane; once, indeed^ 
two fmall bunches of plantains were 
bought, but the fruit was fmalL 

The awa tree (piper methyjiicum^ Forft, ) 
fo univdrfally known and made ufe of 
in all the trc^ical ifles, for the purpofe 
of intoj^ication, is by no means plentiful 
among thefe iflands. We faw only five 
or fix plants growing near one of their 
houfes at O^hy'hee: what they ufed^ 
we obfervedi was always dry, from which 
Vol. 11. L circum- 
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eircumitance we fiippofed they procttrc^ 
it from fome of the neighbouring ifland«» 
or at leaft frohi the northern or more di^ 
ftaiit parts of O^vh/hce/ The cloth tree 
is fuffered to grow larger herfj than we 
ever faw it before 5 tiiis ^ with the candle

ttee faleutitei trtloha^ Forlt ) and the no<*ne , 

* 

(morinda. citrif^liafhvci.) are alfo the pro- 
dmaions of the Friendly and Society Ifles^^ 
and the fmall green Otaheitee apple 19^ 
tolerably plentiful. The fides of the 
hills are covered with variety of Ihrubsy 
^ among which is one Well known in the 

Weft Indies by the name of the bondtic 
or nickar tree, fguilandma honduc^ Lin*) 
We alfo found abundance dF wild ginger 
and turttorick^ both which are oommon^ 
at the friendly and Society Ifles^; the. 
dracana terminalis grows id ^Imoft every 
part of the Ifland, and* fome beautiful^ 
flirubs of the vaccinium genus were founds , 
The etou of Otaheitee is a native of this 
place» though not common ; the natives- 
feem to be ignorant of its- ufe as a^ dyc*^ 

TCha- 
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The Wooiis, which are coafined principally 
id the hills, are thick and extenfive ; upofi 
penetrating about a mile, you fall in with 
a long range of plantain trees, which, for 
want of proper air and culture, aflume a 
different appearance with refpcft to co- 
lour frdm the general rtln, being of a 
harfh, dull, and rather dark green ; they 
are tall and the fruit is fmall, hard, and 
bitter, and feldom ripens. This fruity 
bad as it is, is fometimfes eaten by the 
lower clafs of people. Among a variety 
of other fhrubd, we found a fpccies of 
rafpberfy, tht fruit of which was rather 
infipid. There are only two kinds of 
trees which can properly be denominated 
titobef; the firft, in the fliape of its 
leaves, bears aftrong refemblance to the 
fpice trees df Vandiemen's Land, and 
grows to a great height ; of this the na- 
tives make their canoes. The' fecond is 
found at Otahcitee, where it is fo fmall 
as fcarcely to deferve the name of a tree^ 
but at this place is nearly equal to the 

L 2 other 
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otheF in point o( fize. Mfift of the plants 
(of which there was variety) were out of 
flower, but ferns and tnofleft were^quite in 
a perfect ftate. 

Thus far the produdions o^ O^hy'hee 
only have been conlidered: with rcfped to 
thofe of the. other ifles, we can fay but 
little, not having the time and opportu- 
nity of examining them. The foil of 
O'wha'ow is of a red colour, which kind 
of earth, the natives informed us, Was 
moft favourable for the produce of yams. 
A^tou'wi is high, and the inland parts 
are woody; the foil is loamy and rich, 
even clofe to the water fide. The 8. W. 

part of O'neehow is low level land, Iftit 
the N. and N. E. parts are high and 
rocky : the foil is a £andy loam, almoft 
covered w;th loofe ftones ; the whole 
ifland, which is fmall, produces fcarce a 
tree. Tao'ora is nothing more than a 
bluff rock, which is fteep on all fideSy 
with a flight verdure on the top j its fole 

in;habi^ 
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iahabitants.«re;,fca-f9wU fuch as petrels, 
albatroOTes^ boo^ies^ ^nd ganuets. 

The inhabitants pf O'why hee are very 
numerous; during our cruize ofF the 
north part, the hills (for the ihore on that 
fide 19 in general fteep and lofty) were 
almoft covered with then}, and when we 
anchored in Karacacooah Pay, the num- 
ber was almoft incredible... A'touVi is 
well populated, . and O'neehow, though 
fmall, has many inhabitants. However, 
all the iflands produce a much greater 
quantity of prpvifioas than th? natives can 
confume. 

The jnen 2tre above the middle fize, 
ftout, well made, andflpfhy, but. not fat. 
Corpulency is not altogether Jo great a 
mark of diftin£tion in thefe as in the So- 
cietylfles: ^nd tallnef?, for which the 
Otaheiteans have great partiality, is alfo 
overlooked. Their colour is. in general 
brown olive. The women are in general 
mafculine, though there are force deli- 
cately made, and the voice of them all 

L 3 'is 
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is foft and feminine. The htAt both d 
the hqad and beard is black ; that of th6 
head the men wear in the form of a hel- 
met, that is, a long frizzled ridge froni 
tJie forehead to the neck, the fides being 
much , ihorter. This fafhion feems to 
prevail only among the principal peoplCj^ 

that of the inferior fort being of an equal 
length in every part. Moft of them were 
very defirous of parting with their beardSj^ 
t^Jiich, thpy faid, were difagreeable and 
troublcfpmc, and were fond of being 
ihaved by our people. Some of the 
priefts wore their beards long, and would 
ipot on any account part with th?m. The 
women wear their hair long before, but 
^ery fhort behind, which is not the moft 
becoming mod^; and, like thofe of the 
Friendly Ifles, they haye a way of render- 
\ng }t of different colours^ red, yellow, 
^n^ brown. The features of both fexes 
jire good, and we faw fome of the femalesi 
^.ho might really be called fine women, 
■^eir teeth are ^ec^ and perfectly white. 
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In general, they feem to be rtty he^AHxf^ 
and we obferved feyeral who appeared to 
be of a great age. As to difeafes^ we faw 
acne who laboured under any during our 
ilay, except the venereal complaints 
•cong^ and colds, indeed, were pretty 
general, and one man died. Frdm what 
we could learn of his difbr^er from the 
natives^ it was a Violent griping or colic. 
Both men and women appeared to be 
idf a good difpoiition, and behaved to each 
other With thft tcndereft regard : wheft 
they did faU out, which ibmetimes was 
che cafe, occafioned by the upfetting of a 
canoe, or fome fuch trifling accident, thef 
only folded a little, and this was fooa 
over and forgotten. We never faw theni 
ftrike each other upon any occafion. 

They are all thieves, from the aree to the 
tou-tou, but not quite fo expert at it as our 

Otaheitee friends. 

The ciiilom of tattowing prevails great- 
ly among thefe people, but the men have , 
a much larger ihare of it than the women ;

many (particularly fame of the natives of 
Mow'vt^hefe,) have one half, their hodj^ 
from head to foot^ marked in ^hi^ man-? 
ner, which gives them a mpft ftriking 
appearance. It is done with grjeat regu^- 
larity, and looks remarkably neat ; Tome 
have only an arm m^arked in this manner^ 
others a leg ; fome again Jbayc. bgth arm 
and leg, and others only the' hand. The 
women are for the moft part marked upon 
the hand, and fome uptojQ the .tip of : their 
tongue, but pf thefe we fa\y but few. 
Both fe?^es have, a partipukr mark, ac-r 
cording to the diftrift in which they live, 
pr it is rathjpr the mark of the. aree, or 
jprincipal man under whpfe jurifdjftioa 
they more ijmpaediately are. We nevef 
jTaw the operation of tattowing perforn\ed, 
HCr could we procure a fight pf the in- 
ftruments ufed ,ypon this occjifion, but it 
is likely they are much the fame as thoi^ 
pf the Friendly and Society Ifles. 

3oth men and women are very cleanly 
ift their perfqnsj the latter wafh the\r 

whole 
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whole bodies In frefh water, twice,' an4 
fometimes three times a-day; but the 
women of Otaheite? have the advantage 
of them in one point of cleanlinefs, which 
is eradicating the hairs from under the 
^u-mpits. Thi^ is a cuftom we obferve4 
jK) where but at the Society Ifles. 

There ar-e no people in the world who 
indiflge themfelv^s mor^ in their fenfual 
appetites than thefe : in faft, they carry 
it to a moft fcandalous and fhameful de-* 
gree, and in a manner not proper to be 
mentioned. The ladies are very lavifli 
of their favours, but are far from being fo 
merceitary as thofe of the Friendly or 
Society Ifles, and fpme of their attach- 
ments feemed purely the effect of affec- 
tion. They are initiated into this way 
pf life at a very erly period; we faw 
fome, who could not be mpi e than teq 

years oW. 

Their clothing coriififts of cloth of dif- 
ferent kinds : that worn by the men, 
'^hich is called marro, is about half a 

yard 
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yard .wide, atid-four yards long;, that. of 
the womcti* three quarters of a yaM tvide, 
and of the fame length asthamen'fe; this 
they call pah-ouwa ; they hoth wear it 
, - round their 'middle, but the men pafi it 
between their tegs. This is the* general 
drefs of both ffexe$, but the better fort- 
fometimes throw a large piec^ loofely over 
their flioulders. Befides the marro, they 
have feveral other kinds of cloth, which 
derive their names either from the diffe?^ 
rent ufes they are applied to, or theii* dif- 
ferent texture and pattern; all, however, 
as far as we could learn> are made from 
(he Chinefe paper mulberry treCf The 
principal of thefe is the cappa> which is 
about ten or twelve feet long, and nearly 
as many wide, and is thick aiid warm j 
they wrap themfelves up in this when 
they retire to fleep. They have another 
kind, which is white, and much thinner 5 
this, as has been before obferved, they 
throw loofely over- their Shoulders ; it is 
ibmetimes twenty or thirty yards long, 

and 
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jind wide te proportion. The marro and 
pah-o^uwa are ciiribafly painted of various 
patterns, bat the others are generally 
white, t)r djred red, black, and yellow. 

'f he principal ornaments of the men, 

are the feather caps and cloaks; fbme of 

the latter reach down to their heels, and 

have a moft magnificent appearance: 

They are made for the mofl part of red 

and yellow feathers, which are tied upon 

fine net work ; the capg are compoied 

of the fame kind of feathers, which are 

fometimes intermixed with black; they 

are fecured upon a kind of bafket work, 

made in the form of a helmet. Both 

paps and ck)ak8 are made of various pat* 

terns and fizca* 1 he cloaks are not all 

compofed of the fame kind of feathers, 

but are fometimes varied with the long 

tail feathers. of the <iock, with a border of 

yellow or r«dt and fom^imes with thofe 

of the tropick bird. Both caps and 

cloaks, however, are only to be k^n in 

|hp . poffeffion of the principal people. 

They 
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They have alfoa kind of fly-flap, made of 
a bunch of feather* fixed to the end of a 
jthin piece of fmooth and polished wood : 
they are generally made of the tail fea- 
thers of the cock,, but the better fort of 
people have them of the tropick birds 
feathers,, or thofe belonging to a black 
and yellow bird called mo- ho'. The 
handle is very frequently made of one of 
the bones of the arm or Jeg of thofe 
whom they have killed in battle, curioufly 
Inlaid with tortoife-fl;jell : thefe they deem 
very valuable, ^nd will not part with them 
under a great price. This ornament is 
common to the fuperiors of both fexes* 

The women too have their Ihare in the 
ornamental way ; that which they value 
the moll is the erai. This is a kind of 
xufF or necklace made of red, green, 
black, and yellow feathers, curioufly 
put together, and in mofl: elegant pat- 
terns, which really do honour to the fan- 
cy of the Ijidies, whofe bufmefs it is to 
jjiak? them. They never think them- 

felves 
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felve« drefled .without one or mo of theft 
round their ,necks, and thafe who can af- 
ibrd it wear many* Others ^ain are com- 
.pofed of ifniall varicgafied ihcUs, difpofed 
in a vary lieat manner j and fome confift 
of feveral rowB of twifted hair, with a 
piece of carved wood or bone highly 
polifhed, the bottom part forming a curve. 
The higher the quality of the wearer, the 
greater is the fize of the wood or bone, 
and the quantity of the twifted hair. The 
next thing is the poo-rertiah or bracelet; 
the moft valuable are made of boars tulks 
fattened together fide by fide with a piece 
of Aring^^ by means of a' hde drilled 
through the middle ; the larger the tufks, 
the greater the value. Sometimes two 
flielU tied round the wcift^ with twifted or 
, braided; hair, fervc the pur|>ofe of brace- 
letsi but even in this cafe they fhew great 
nicety, being particularly careful to match 
them as near as pebble. They were pro- 
digioufly fond of thofe we gave them, 
which wecc only a few beads, fecured by 

thread 
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tlifead upon a ftrip of fcarlet ctotlf, attd 
jnade to button round the wrift. So mucb 
did they at fifft Vailue them, that a fmaH 
hatchet and one'^of thefewouldpurchafea 
hog, which without it ciould not have been 
bought for three large hatchets. Thif 
women were perpetually teazirig th6 meil 
to difpofe of their Various articles for thefe* 
bracelets ; at leaft, oh<g oi them was al- 
ways to make a part of the price. 

It may not here be amifs, perhajis^ td 
take 2i flight comparative vieW of thi^ 
dreffes of the various nations We met with 
in the coUrfe of the voyage. 

The poor forlorn inhabitants of Vati- 
diemen's land, have as little idea of 
drefs as any fet of beings in (hei world i 
fot both men and women (except thofe 
who had their children. with them) trerti 
ftji naked as when born. The hair of 
the latter is fliaved quite clofe, cxdcpt al 
rery narrow eircle, which furrounds their 
Head nearly in the middle, while that of 
the former is matted together, with brown 

earth 
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earth and greafe, in fmall lutrips : theflr 
fac98 are fbmetim.esi daubed wi^h the fame 
iQixture> and dieir bodies and arms are 
maiirked w|Ch elevated Uai^s and curved^ 
but without regularity. 

The New Z^^landers . Hve a greater 
«laim to tafte. The men wear a ha-hoo

over their iioulders^ fecijred before with 
a needle of bone,, ornaments in their ears, 
an uncouth image of green ftone upon 
their breaft^ a pata-patow flicking ia 
their girdle*, a carved ftafF in their hands^ 
their faces.are,curioufly marked, their hair 
k oiled and tied ia a knot upon the top of 
their heads^ and three or four feathers^ 
ftuck in it. The women oil their hait> 
paint the^ir fihedcs, and fometimes , their 
eye3 and nofe with red, tbeit lips^ ^re t^ 
to wed^ which renders them qJF a. blue' 
eaft, and they wear a ha-hoo like the 
mei^.

The refined ratives of the Eriendly 
Ifies ar^ very careful in their drefs. 
Bothrvyoni^n ^^ DGten wear a piece o£

Coloured cloth, which reaches half yhif 
down the leg, and nearly up to their arm- 
pits, and tied round their middle with t 
fafh of the fame kind ; their hair combed 
fmooth, and anointed with oil highly 
perfumed with odoriferous flowers and 
plants ; they alfo rub their necks, breaflsl^ 
and arms with it, and adorn their 
necks with a necklace of fweet fmelling 

flowers. 

At Otaheitee and the Society Ifles, tl;ie 

drefs of both fexes i^ nearly ^e iam6. 

It confifts 6f a great quantity of cloth 

wrapped found them, and a large piecd 

(which is generally fcented) thrown loofe- 
ly over their flioulders. They anoint 
their hair with coco nut oil, and the 
women ornament it with flowers. The 
arregiys of both fexes mark their face and 
tiofe with red, which is a privilege con- 
fined to the members of that fociety. 

The continent of America affords a 
flriking contrafl^ to the two laft menticmed 
people; there the greatefl: neatncfs and 

cleanlinefs 
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cleanlinefs is obferved; here filth and dirt 
^eem to be the principal objedls, and a 
man who waflies his hands and face would 
become a fubjeft of ridicule. In King's 
Gcorge*s Sound, the men are clothed in 
the fkins of animals, or a kind of cloak 

m 

made of the bark of the fir or cyprefs 
tree; their half is thick, (haggy, and 
matted with greafe and dirt, over which 
they fcatter the down of birds. Theif 
faces are painted of various colours, and 
in various forms, and fometimes plaiftered 
all over with greafe to a confiderable 
thicknefs ; this they fcrape off regularly 
in different places with their nails, which 
gives them an appearance altogether cu- 
rious. In their ears they wear pieces of 
copper, and fometimes bracelets of the 
fame metal, with a fmall piece of brafs or 
copper in their ilofe. Their caps are made 
in the form of a tin cover, and fome ter- 
minate in a round knob. The women 
here are quite out of the queftion. 
Vol. II. M la 
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In Sandwich Sound the drefs varies^ 
Both fexes wear jackets with fleeves made 
of animal or bird Ikins j the caps are not 
quite fo large, and fome of them are fur-^ 
niftied with a top, fimilar to a barber's 
puff: they wear firings of beads in their 
under-lip, which are perforated on pur- 
pofe, as well as the griftle of their nofej 
through which they put pieces of bone, 
and frequently firings of beads; ind their 

faces are painted. 

At the ifland of Unalafchka, the men 
wear bird-fkin gowns, ornamented with 
flrips of beaver fkin ; their hair is long 
behind, and rather fhort before. Their 
caps or bonnets are ornamented with 
beads ; they wear two pieces of carved 
bone in a hole in the under lip, and the 
griflle of their nofes is perforated. The 
Women are drefTed in feal-fkin jackets, tied 
round their middle with a girdle of the 
fame, and ornamented round the collar 
and on the fore-gart with the beaks of 

the 
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tl|e puffin and fea-parrot ; the lower ^art 
of the fleeve is embroidered. Their hair 
i^ fhort beforq, and tied up behind in a 
club with a ftrip of embroidery ; their 
cheeks and chin are tatowed ; they fuf- 
pend a firing of beads from the grift le of 
the nofe ; their under-lip is ornamentea 
like the men s, and their wrifts and ancles 
are furrounided with bracelet^ of feal- 

Ikin. 

The inhabitants of the Tfchiitfchkl Nofi 
on the Afiatic coaft, wear jackets and 
breeches of leather very well tanned; their 
liaif- boots are curioufly embroidered, and 
their hair is cut very fhort- 

The natives of Nor toil Sound upott 
the continent of America, in lieu of the 
hole in the under-lip, have it on one and 
ibmetimes both fides the mouth, in which 
they put pieces of bone as ornaments, not 
like thofe of Unilafchka, biit fhort and 

round. They are drefTed in jackets made 
of the fkins of beafts, ahd their hair is 
vtry fllork; 

M 2 Sufih 
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Such is the general drefs of the variocts: 
countries we have vifited ; but we gene- 
rally obfcrved there was one thing or 
other in particular, which they were more 

defirous of having thaa any thing elfe j 
this varied according to the diflFerent mode 

of drefs in the diflFerent countries* At 
Vandiemen's Land indeed, they would 
fcarce take any thing we gave them, but 
at New Zealand a fmall piece of white 
paper or Otaheitee cloth was valuable. At 
the Friendly Ifles a necklace of various^^ 
coloured beads> particularly blue, was the 
grand objed:. At Otaheitee and the So* 
ciety Ifles, an ear-ring compofed of three 
beads, fufpended at fome little diftance 
from the ear, was the only prefcnt for 
the ladies. At Sandwich Ifles nothing 
could be done without a poo-remah, or 
bracelet. At King George's Sound, a 
piece of copper or brafs in the form of a 
bracelet was a valuable article, particularly 
if bright ; with thefe the beaux of the 
village decorated themfeh es. At Sand- 
wich 
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wich Sound, and along the coaft to Nor- 
ton's Sound, as well at the ifland Una- 
lafchka, blue beads were the defirable ol> 

jea. 

But to proceed from this digreffion* 
The houfes of thefe people are almoft al- 
ways built near the fca fide, and fo diC- 
pofed as to form villages, but they want 
that cool refrefhing (hade, which the hap- 
*py natives of the Friendly and Society 
Ifles enjoy, for fcarce a tree is to be feen 
near them. Nothing more can be faid 
with refpeft to their form and lize than 

» 

has been already mentioned. Here they 
fit for the major part of the day, the fun 
being too powerful withoiu doors; but 
as the evening/approaches they generally 
prefer fitting on the outfide, at which 
time it is ufual to fee moft families before 
their door. 

Their furniture is very trifling, con- 
fifting only of three or four gourd fliells 
for the piirpofe of holding their articles 
of food, and a large one to contain v\ ater.

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CHAP. XXVIII. 

Food — cookery — amufemenU--^rnanufaSlure\ 
^'-^religious ceremonies — morais—priefti''^ 
weapons — government. 

THEIR food is principally vegetable; 
though the chiefs indulge them- 

felves more frequently in the ufe of pork 

■ » . . • • . 

than we ever obferved at the Friendly and 
Society Ifles ; and the priefts come in for 
a Ihare, for we never faw them without 
it at their meals, but then they are mode- 
rate in the quantity they eat. 

We obferved a fingular ceremony 
among the priefts before they eat, which 
feems peculiar to their profeffioii. Tliey 
always addrefs themfelves to one of their 
deities in a kind of prayer, which is gene- 
rally fung by two or three of the eldeft in 
company, the reft ftriking' their hands 
gently together : this continues for the 
ijpace of five or fix minutes, when on?j 
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oF them cuts off a few flices of pork, 
which with feme potatoes, tarrow, &c. is 
offered to the deity, during which only 
one fpeaks, and that in a very different 
tone and manner from the former. After 
this is ended, they all make refponfes, 
and he who offered the things begms 
again in the fame finging tone as at firft, 
after which the refponfes are made as be- 
fore. Two of the old people then drink 
a cupof awa, another repeating fomething 
at the fame time, which appears to be a 
kind of bleffing : after they have done, 
he alfo drinks, one or both of the others 
repeating the fame words as before j they 
then began their repaft. In fome of the 
priefts houfes we obferved a difference in 
the manner of the firft prayer j the for- 
mer was delivered in a finging tone, the 
latter in a plaintive one ; but the remain- 
ing parts of the ceremony cprrefponded 
^adly with each other. 

They have great abundance of fifh, 
jvhich the women are particularly fond 

M 4 of: 
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of: they eat them raw, guts, fcales, and 
all ; and ufe an immoderate quantity of 
fait with them. 

Tarrow, bread-fruit, and fweet potatoes, 

are univerfally ufed among them, and are 
plentiful to a degree : coco nuts and ripe 
plantains are rather fcarce, on which ac- 
count the women are forbid to eat them. 

Their method of cooking is much the 
fame as at the Friendly and Society Ifles, 
Of potatoes, tarrow, and bread-fruit, they 
make a kind of thin pudding, which they 
call poey ; this is done by mafhing the 
potatoes, &c. very fmall after they arc 
baked and mixing them with water. 

Their general drink is water, or the 
milk of the coco nut ; but all the chiefs 
ufe the aVa, and fome of them to excefs, 
as was very evident from their fkins, 
which were as rough and parched as car\ 
'well be conceived, and their eyes red and 
inflamed. This appearance they are all 
very fond of, and (fo prevailing is cuftom) 
efteem it as a particular mark of diftindtion. 

The 
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The women were not averfe to eating with 
us, though the men were prefent, and 
would frequently indulge themfelves with 
pork, plaintains, and coco nuts^ whea 
fecure from being feen by them. 

Though one would fuppofe that the 
heat of the climate would naturally in- 
duce thefe people to fleep much, particu- 
larly after their meals ; yet this cuftom is 
not fo prevalent as at the vSociety and 
Friendly Ifles. The women employ 
themfelves in their various occupations of 
making mats, painting and glazing cloth, 
&c. and the men in making fpe^rs, clubs, 

fifh-hooks, and canoes. 

Their amufements are boxing, wreft- 
ling, finging, dancing, playing at howls, 
and fome other games, which we did not 
know the meaning of. The two former 
are upon the fame plan as at the Friendly 
and Society Ifles, and conduded with as 
great good nature on both fides. Their 
fongs are not various j they are fung nearly 

in the fame tone as at Ot^heitee, but 

their 
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their dances are diflFerent from any we 
have yet feen. They have none of thofe 
graceful movements which are fo pecu- 
liar to the natives of Anampoka, Amfter- 
dam, ^c. nor the lewd motions which 
charaderize the people of the Society 

Jfles. Whenever they can colled fevea

or eight girls together, they generally

ilrike up a dance, which is an amufement 
they are very partial to. They firft begin 
by repeating, or rather finging feveral 
words, which appear to be in rhyme, all of 
them at the fame time flowly moving their 
legs and ftriking their breafts gently with 
their right hands ; this Toeing finifhed^ 
they all jump in a violent manner, but ia 
exa£t time, ftriking their breafts or fides 

* • • • 

much harder than before, and repeating 
the word he'ora ; thofe who continue this 

* • • < * 

exercife the longeft, are allowed to be the 
beft dancers. This, with very little va- 
riation, was the only dance we faw, ex- 
cept one, which was performed by an old 
woman, and accompanied with a druni: 

The 
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Hhe movements were fomethlng like 
thofe of OUT hornpipes; fhe hac h ace-^ 
jets compofed of dog's teeth, fixed upoa 
a kind of nettings round her ancle?, 
yrhich by tlje continuj^l motion her legs 
|i;^ere iq^ m^de xiQ difagreeable mufic. 
The drum was beat by a man, who at 
the fagae time accompanied it with » 
ibng, 

Thefi? driKfts were the only mufical in- 
^ruments that were obferved among 
thenu Their manner of playing at 
bowls is nearly like our's ; the bowls arc 
about two inches and half in diameter, 
j^n inch in thicknefs, and flatted on the 
iides> but Ijroadell at the center. They 
feem to be a compofition of lime, or fome- 
thing fimilar to it, and very neatly and 
exa^aiy formed. 

Their manufadlures are cloth, mats, 
ropes, and lines of various fizes. The 
iformer is the produce of the fame tree as 
that of Otaheitee anH the friendly ifles, 
knd their mianQer of making it van s but 
'" little 
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littfe from that of thofe iflands, with'thik 
difference only, that in general its iw^idth 
does not exceed three quarters of a yard, 
^nd its texture is vel|^ thick and ftrong ; 
but in thofe pieces which are wider, it is 
xnanufaaured confiderably thinner. They 
fuffer the trees to grow to a larger fize 
than we obferved before ; the inftrument 
they ufe to beat out the bark, is upon the 
fame conftru&ion as at Otaheitee, biit the 
groves or channels are much wider. 

After the pieces are brought to didr 
proper width, and fewed together, . they 
are laid out to bleach ; after which they 
arc ready fdr the next procefs^ vrbich is 
painting or dying them* The colours 
ufed upon this occafion are red, black,, and 
yellow; the latter is feldomufed, except 
when they dye whole pieces. 

The red is ^xtraded from the bark, of 
the root of the no-ne fmorindikcitrifalia^ 
Lin.) Whea it is thoroughly dry, they 
pound it into a coarfe powderi adding the 
kernel of the candle-tree fakurites triloba, 

ForftO 



Forft.) having mixed tftem properly to- 
gether, they pour a certain quantity of 
water upon them, and then the com* 
portion is ffarained, after which it is ready 
for ufe. This mixture at firft has a 
brownifh yellow appearance, but when 
dry becomes red. 

We could never learn the compolition 
of the black dye ; but the yellow is pro- 
duced from the turmeric root, .which they 
call ouro'nnah. To this they likewife 
add the bruifed kernel of the koo-kowe, 
or candle-tree, which feems to be a moft 
ufcful article in their dyes : probably from 
its oily nature it may ferve to fix the 
colours, for all of them are immoveable 
by water. 

From the great variety of patterns, one 

would fuppofe they ufe many different 
inftruments in printing their cloth : but 
this is not the cafe, their whole ftock 
confining only of three or four* The 
long ftrait lines are made with a thin 
piece of wood, about twelve inches* 

in 
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in length, and fliaped fomethlng like i 
fliarp-pointed knife, and by preffing it 
upon the cloth, after being dipped in the 
colour, farther frofti, or nearer to the 
point they can readily make lines of va- 
rious lengths. The fpots are made with 
a wooden inftrument, with teeth like a 
comb ; and when they put on a greater 
quantity of colour than ordinary, they ufe 

a brufht 

As they flain or paint a piece of cloth, 
they fcatter a powder over it made of 
bruifed pumice ftoiie^ which they call 
Cpoo'na ; this appeal's to haVe no (hare iii 
the produdlion of the colour, but merelj^ 
to prevent it from blotting as they fold 
it up. 

They have a method of glazing fomd 
of their thinner kind of cloth, by rubbing 
it with a fmooth flxell upon a flat piece of 
board, which renders it very fmooth and 
gl fly : all this kind of cloth was agree- 
ably fcented. 

Of 
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Of the bark of the cloth-tree, they like- 
wife make two kinds of line ; one, of the 
lize of our whip-cord, which they ufe as 
fiChing lines, this is frequently upwards of 
a hundred fathom in length. The other 
is made in the fame manner as the thongs 
of whips, and is prodigioufly flrong: 
they ufe it for the purpofe of hoifting up 
the fails in their canoes. 

But their largeft ropes are made of 
the bark of a fmall tree, which is very 
common iii the woods. Thefe were fo 
long and well made, that many were pur- 
chafed for the ufe of the fhips as running 
rigging, for which purpofe they anfwered 
very well. They likewife make very 
fine twine of the bark of a fhrub which 
they call a'recmah. 

Mats are another confiderable article 
of their manufaflutes ; which, as well as 
thofe ufed for fails, are made of the leaves 
of the fame fpecies of pan dams ^ as at the 
Friendly and Society Ifles. It is fome-% 
thing remarkable that we could ' find 

oeithef 
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neither the flower nor fruit of this plant, 
upon enquiring of T:he natives, they told 
us it had none. 

The mats are of various patterns, and 
of diflFerent fizes and degrees of finenefs : 
fome of them are twenty-four feet long, 
and eight feet wide, others not above five 
feet long and eighteen inches wide. The 
women, whofe employment it is to ma- 
nufacSure them, are very dextrous^ and 
make them with great facility and dif- 
patch. 

Their fifli-hooks arc very like thofe of 
the other iflands, and in general are com-- 
pofed of the fame materials; though fome 
of the principal men, who wilh perhaps 
to appear fmgular, have them made of 

the bones of thofe they flay in battle. 
Thefe they fet Hioft value upon. Some 
of the hooks, particularly thofe they take 

fliarks with, are very large; thefe are 
made of a very hard wood, with a point 

of bone. 
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The'next articles that come under con* 
fidentibn^ are tfaeir canoes^ which are as 
weU msdiy and highly finifhed as any 
in the world* As their tools (like thofe 
of' Qtaheitee) are very few : GonftruA'* 
ing xmt of them, muft of cpurfe be a 
work of time. The bottom is compofed 
of the trunk of ^oiie entire tree hollowed 
ou(^ the: colour of which is fomething 
like' mahogany. The fides are formed 
of a di^rens wood, of a light yellowifh 
colour^ they are well £ecured to , the 
bottotn part, by ftrong oords, which are 
paffed through holes made with a kind of 
fuigur.- The head and ftem are both 
idike *with reipedt to form, fo that they 
may be paddled any way .without any 
inconvenience^ The fingle canoes are 
fofniihed with an out-rigger, which is 
placed on the left fide. The double ones 
are of the fame form as the fingle, and are 
joined together in the fame manner as at 
the Society Ifles : both vary greatly in 
fize, from twelve to fixty feet, and fome-

breadth, which was confiderably elevated 
aboMe the itirfaqe of the earth by vaft-^ 
heaps of ftones^i a^d furrounded with 
wooden' pales . about four feet high) upon 
which were fixed a number of hun^an 
(kulls, belonging to thofe who had at. 
di^erent tiipes be^n^ facrifiqed to their dei*- 
ttes. The area was divided into two 
parts ; in the firft, on the left hand fide, 
iVks^ a wooden image, representing (as they 
told usy their great God,, whom they di- 
ftinguiflied by the appellation of eatua 
aronaht which fignifies the chief of the 
gods, A quantity of cloth was wrapped 
round this deity, and a number of coco 
nuts, plantains, &c. were placed before 
it as offerings* 

Oppofite to this was another deity, but 

of an inferior rank > and behind this were 

the 
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the remains of an old houfe^ In which 
were foui: rude carvings in wood,, which 
represented other of theirdeities. 

In the fecond part, at the end of the 
area, was a large pile of ftones, upon 
which were fixed many long poles, but 
«ight in particular far exceeded the reft 
in length ; between the poles, a number 
of others wer^ placed acrofs and length- 
ways. Before the pile, were twelve of 
their inferior deities, which they call 
cawhi, reprcfented by carved wooden 
images^ with monftrous faces, and ex- 
breeding large mouths befet with teeth. 

Thefe ftand in a femicircular form, at 
fome little diftance from the pile, extend- 
ing beyond it both to the right -and left 
hand. The place where they were fiiied 
was about two feet higher than the reft, 
and covered with ftraw. At a fmall di- 
ftance from thefe, and in front of the pile, 
was a kind of fmall fcaffolding, which 
coniifted of four poles, with feveral others 
tied acrofs, to ftrengthen the whole. It 

N 3 appearccl 
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tppearcd to be ereftcd for the purpofe of 

placing the. various offerings to their 

gods, for the bottom of it was covered 

v^ith plantairis, coco -nuts, and the re- 

mains of a, pig,; Behind this^ and oppo- 

fitc to the pile was another houfe, equally 

as ruinoijs as the former, but without any 

deities la it. 

On the left hand, at fome little <ii- 

ftance frono^ the rporflfi, were three or four 

houfes, which are inhabited folely by 

priefts^ under whofe care this moral 

iec^ms wholly to be. :. Before ^ach of 

their houfes, one. of thefe carved images 

is placed, .wrapped round with cloth, and 

near it a fmiaU pole is ere(^d, upon 

which tl^ey place plaintain, coco nuts, 

pigs, i^nd dog§, killed for that purpofe, 

which fometinies emit a mofl: difagreeable 

ilenchjj for they bstng tiU they decay and 

drop to pieces. , .._:_'. ' . _ 

• We reinarked, that no one. ever pfR-r 

fumed to enter the hpijfes of the ptfeft^i 

fxcej)t their own faniilies, npr did yife i^ 

a womaift 
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^ ^onuiQ amoQgft them. Whether they 
arc prohibited manning, we canaot pre- 
tend ta determine^ but there were fever al 
bo)rs who Jived with them, and feme not 
exceeding five of fix years old. 

Qf, th?ir religioA we can fay nothing, 
ttcept.th^t they, appear to have no vene- 
tatioii or refpedl for particular birds, as at 
the Friendly and Society Ifles. 

Their; weapons are flings, fpears, wood- 
en .diggers* which they call pah'ow-wa# 
aftd ipl:vh6. Xhey are npt fo dexterous in 
the^ufe of flings as at the Society Ifles^ 
for though they throw flones with great 
force; ^ they very, frequently mifs the ob- 
jeft^ The mats are an excellent defence 
again^ the O:ones, and even fpears,; they 
ufually dip them in water before they put 
them, on, which renders them tough, and 
of courfe not fo liable to be penetrated. 

Their ipears are made of wood, and 
are from ten to fourteen feet in length* 
gradually tapering from within feven 
-AXiches of the point (which is furniflied 

N ^ with 
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with five rows of barbs) to the other ^ic^ 
tremity. The pahow«-wa8 are generally 
about twenty inches or two feet in tengtby^ 
and are alio made of wood } the blade, h 
fbmewhat rounded in the middle, the 
fides are fl>arp, and terminate in a point. 
In the handle is made a hole, through 
which they put a ftrong piece of line, 
'which they fecure round their wrift, fi> 
that it is almoft impoffible to difarm them. 
This weapon is intented for clofc>*efi-^ 
gagements, and in their hands is a moft 
deftrudtive one. - 

The form of government, frofe what 
few obfervations we could make, feen^ 
to be much the fame as at the other tro- 
pical iflands ; and, from many enquiries, 
we h»ve every reafbn to fuppofe that the 
ciown is hereditary. The natives in* 
formed us, that it has been in the pof- 
ieiiion of the prefent king's family for 
five generations paft. 

Kapo'orahoo-awyka'ah is the firft king- 
of O/why'hec thefe people mention: he 

had 
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had an only fon named Kunnaro^a-goofth* 
who fudceedcd him. The ifland of Mow'- 
whee was at that time a feparate ilate» 
and the name of the king was Kowmo- 
ko'a-ka^ah : he like wife had an only foil 
Called Pappika-neehow, who, at his de- 
ceafe, fuccecded him, Thefe two wete 
cotemporaries ; the former had thrcfe fons, 
the eldeft was named Kahaa-va, the next 
Kaow-keea, and the youngeft Kunna- 
jnaanoo ; the latter had an only fon, 
whofename was Kahow-reeka, 

Kahaa-va and Rahow-reeka fucceeded 
their fathers* The firfl: had only one 
child, whofe name was Kiyen8\ya-mum- 
mow; the other, on the contrary, had 
two, Kamaah-maah the eldeft, and Tuhi- 
teere the youngeft. Kaha/a-va dying, 
(Vwhy/hee devolved to Kiyenewa-mum- 
mow, and at the death of Ka6w-re/eka, 
Kanaaah-maah -became king of Mow'- 
whee. The former left two fons, Terriaboo 
(the prefent king of O'whyTiee) the el- 
dfeft, and Kaoo-wah the youngeft ; 

Kamaah'p 
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Kaniaah-maah die without male iflue^ but 
left a daughter^ whofe . name was Roa^ 
h6w. 

Terrlaboo, after his fucceffion to the 
&rone of (Vwby hee, married. the widow 
of Kamaah-maah^ whofe name was Ko- 
r6rah^ and by her had a fon named Roo- 
rahow^ During this minority, the ma- 
nagement of affairs at MowVhee wa^ 
under the inipeAion of Korprah ^d }loa« 
how. 

Tahl-teere, brother to Kamaah-maah^ 
fading that, by the fucceilion of Koora^ 
hoM^ the government of Mow Vhee would 
defcend to another family, took up arms, 
with an intent to depofe Kororah and her 
fon, and place himfelf jipon the throne : 
but Terriabpo efpoufing the caufe of his 
ion, went over to^ Mow whee with a large 
army, and at length, after feveral battles^ 
defeated Tahi-tcere; the laii of whidx 
happened near the latter end of J^pvember? 
)he time we firft difcovered that ifland. 

. Koorahow^ 
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Koorahbw, at this period, was old e* 
HOugh to take the reins of government 
in his own: hands;. Tcrriaboo therefore 
married him to his half-fifter Roahow, 
and placed him upon the.thronc. How- 
ever, Tahi-teere was fufFered to retain 
part of his brother's dominions, which 
are the iflands on the north and weflern 
fide of Mow whee, vizi Morotai, Aranni* 
Kaowravee, and Morokinnee; but upon 
condition that he pays certain yearly tri-^ 
butes to Koorahow. 

At the death of Tahi-teere they again 
become the property of Koorahow, who 
likewiffe-fuccceds to the throne of O'why- 
hee after Terriaboo's deceafe, as being 
his eldeft fon. Terriaboo has two other 
fons living, which he had by Kahna-kub- 
barah, whom he married after the death 
of Kororah; but it feems thefe have no 
right to the crown, as they are.born of a 
\¥oman who is not of the blood royal. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXIX. 

ItranfaSiims and occurrences tiff our ar* 
' rival at the bay of Awatjihkaf in the 
province of Kamtfcbatka. 

AT half paft five the next momiiig 
(Tucfday, March i6), we bore 
away, keeping a S. W. courfe, the wmd 
being E. N. E. At feven, the Reiblutioli 
made the Difcovery's fign^l to keep on 
her {larboard bearn^ at four nules di- 
ibuice; with an intent to give us a greater 
icppe of vifion. Our latitude at noon» 
was 2 1 deg. zy min> N. and at five in the 
afternoon, the Difcovery was ordered by 
fignal to come under the Refolution's 
ftcrnj as we found, by tfie diftance we 
bad run, that we muft have pafied the 
ifland. In the evening, one of the fea« 
men caught a noddy, which had perched 
upon the fhrouds. 

It 
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It w«s captain Clerke'8 . intentvoii to 
proceed from Sandwich Ifles toKamtfchat* 
ka, and, as the longitude was^ by far tho 
moft confiderable part of the diftan<ie, he 
ouiie to a refolution of running it down 
nearly in the latitude we were then in « 
and as it was a new route, he was in 
hopes of diicovering fbmetbing in his 
way worthy of obfervation. With this 
riew,. we fUU purfued a W. by S* courie 
with, the wind E. N.E. Our obferved 
latitude was 21 deg. 18 min. N. and our 
variation 10 deg.^ 3 min. E. In the 
evening, we reefed our top- fails, that we 
might be prepared for any fudden fqualls*. 

In the evening of the next day (March 
18th), feveral boobies were obferved fly- 
ing round the fhips, and one was caught i 
it was entirely white, except the tips of 
the wings, which were black. The fol- 
lowing afternoon, we had likewiie many 
birds of the tern kind about us. and a man 
of war bird.

. Saturday, March 20th, we had li|hl 
w;% from the NOE/ ;and in . the niorniag 
caught a ihark'. l This voracious .fifh had 
beca three times. hooked before^ in the 
fpace. of ten minutes.

1 light breeze from the E* N. E At five 
in the afternoon, being in longitude 191^ 
deg. 54min..E. thought wefawthe ap-* 
pcarance of land to the N. by E; but at 
a great diflance, and Ih the evening ' three 
man of war binds were obferved. Ouf 
variation to-day was 11 deg^ 24 min. E* 
•Monday the 2 2d, our breeze^ fre(hened 
from the E. N. E. and the weather was 
cloudy, with a few very flight fhowerg 
of rain. In the evening, we had a heavy 
fowling fca going.^ 

Our breeze increafed the next day to a 
frefli gale, with a heavy fwell from the 
^^•byE. and. the weather was cloudy, 
with frequent fhowers of fmall rain, till 
the afternoon, when it cleared up, and the 
clouds began to difperfc. We faw two or 

three 
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direc boobies and a man of war bird hi 
the motning,.and our latitude was 19 deg* 
58 min. N. 

Our gale continued till Thurfday mom- 
ing (March 25th), when the wind ihifted 
to £• by S. and it becanie almoft calizu 
To-day we cleaned and fmoaked between 
decks. 

Friday the 26th, the weather was fine^ 
but the winds were very lights At eight 
in the mornings we faw the appearance 
of land upon the ftarboard bow ; but at 
noon it almoft all vaniihed^ except one 
part making like a hupimock, and in the 
afternoon our fuppofed land proved to be 
a cloud. 

From the 27th to the 30th, we hadt 
fcarce a breath of air ftirriqg, and the 
heat proved rather troublefome, the ther- 
mometer ftanding at 82 deg. and 84 deg. 
The captain, finding that* to continue in 
thefe latitudes any longer would retard 
the . fhips greatly in their paffage to 
Kamtfchatka, by reafon of the very light 

winds

In the morning however a light breeze

which- rqndered the air much ti^tt cool 
and agreeable, Iti the afternoon there 
were many man of war birds about, - and 
towards eirening it lightened. : - 

Friday (April 2d) was cloudy, with a 
few fliowers of rain, and a frefh breeise 
from N. by W. Our obferved latitude 
was ii deg- 36 min. N. and we obferved 
niany flicerwaters ikimming over the fur- 
face of the fca. 

Our breeze fhifted the next day to N. 
E. our latitude was 24 deg. 38 min N# 
afid our longitude 176 deg. 18 min. E* 
In the evening feveral {ho^ye^& of rain fell, 
and we had many flafhes of lightning. 
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Sailday (4th) was cloudy, with fre- 
i^uent ibowers of fmall rain, and the 
wind ihifted to E. by N. Our latitude 
Was 26 deg. ^i tnin. N. and in the after- 
noon law an albatrofsi. During the night 
we had tfiuch rain. 

The next day the weather becanle very 
thick, heavy, and cloudy, with almoft con- 
tinued fliowers of fmall rain, and our 
beeze fliifted to a gale- Throughout 
*he night it rained violently, and con- 
tinued fo till ten the next morning, wh^n 
it ceafed^ and becanie quite calm: but 
)A deveii k violent fquall came on, dnd 
the wind almoft in ah inftant fpirung 
up from the N. N. W. tipon which Wc 
^tered our courfe to weft. We obferved 
to-day a great number, of what we at 
firft fuppofed to be PQrtugile;{;e ilien of 
war, «s the ieameii call them {hobtburia^ 
Lin-), upon thefurfac^of the water, but 
upon a clofer inIpe<9:ion they proved to 
be a different animal, and belonged to the 
^ris genti-s of Linnaeus. We likewife

In the afternoon- there were many alba-^

Our latitude the following day (April 
7th), was 30 deg. 6 min. N*. and we had 
a heavy fea going. About five in the 
afternoon the weather cleared up; and 
the next day the wind was variable from' 
N'. to N. E. and in the afternoon it 
fhifted to eaft. In the night however ft 
gradually veered round to fouth^ 

Friday (the 9th) the weather was plea- 
fant, with flying clouds and haze, and 
the thermometer ftood at 71. deg. Qur 
obfervcd latitude; was 32 deg. 16 min. N!. 
and longitude 166 deg. 5,8 min. E. 

in the afternoon we obferyed a great 
quantity of fcum> or rather fpawn, up--- 
on the water, which the failors ludi- 
croufly called fea faw-duft ; and the fca^ 
appeared renjiarkable light-coloured. 

0*0 
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Our winds now became very variable. 
In the morning (Saturday, loth), it blew 
from the N. E. by N. but fliifted to E- 
in the afternoon, and at night to S. S. E. 
and S« We had a he^vy fwell from the 
N. N. W. 

The next day vras cloudy, with con- 
tinual rain^ the wind S. and the thermo- 
jiaeter flood at 62 deg. and 64 deg. To- 
wards nooni it blew a gale from the S.W. 
pur obferved latitude was 35 deg. 30 
min. N; and our longitude 166 deg. 30 
min. E. We faw a puffin in the after--^ 
hoon, and pa0ed a bunch of fea-weed^ 
At fix, our friendly gale left us, and the 
ivind fhiftcd to W. and about half an hour 
after to N* W^ where it remained till nine, 
and then veered round gradually to N, E. 

In this corner it remained for four 
days, during which tinie it blew heavy 
gales, which pufhed us on at a fine rate 
to our port. We now began to find a 
jnaterial alteration in the climate, the 
thermometer varying from 50 J deg. to 41 

O 2 deg. 
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dcg. Our latitude on the i2tli, was 37 
deg, 10 min. ,N. and we faw many por- 
pufles, fheerwaters,- and a few albatroffes.^ 
.Our grog, which from our arrival at 
Sandwich Iflcs to this time, had been 
ferved out at a very fhort allowance, was 
thi* day iflued out in full quantity* 

On the 13th, we had faiall rain, with 
hiieavy, cloudy weather, our courfe N. !♦. 
W. The Refolution, in confequence of 
the heavy feas, and her perpetual labour- 
ing as it were, becan>e very leaky,- making 
eight inches of water -within the hour, 
which kept our pumps almoft confttintly 
at work. Her upper- works were alfo 
very bad, which rendered every thing 
wet and uncomfortable. In the evening, 
it blew fo frefli that we were under the 
neceffity of taking in all our fails except 
the fore aqd main-fail, and of getting 
town top gallant-yards- 

On the 1 6th, we had light. Variable 
airs, with open, cloudy weather. Our 
latitttde was 42 d&g. 8 min. N. and the

thermometer varied from 39 deg. 10431 
deg. We faw feveral albatrofles, and ^ 
few fulmars and brown petrels. 

The next day a fine gale fprung up 
from the E. S. E. and, the weather being 
tolerably fine, aU the wet things were 
'got up from between decks, to dry, and 
fires were placed in various parts of the 
ihip, as there was fcarce a dry board in 
her, on account of the many heavy feas 

■ 

Ihe fhipped. In the courfe of the night 
we had heavy gales of wind from the 
fouthward, attended with rain and fleet. 
The 1 8th, was cloudy, with fmall rain, 
and the thermometer was at 38$ deg. and 
41 deg. About feven in the morning, 
we pafled a log of wood, and faw a flock 
of ducks, and many fmall grey petrels. 
Our latitude to-day, by an indifferent oh-* 
fervation, was 46 deg. 9 min. N. At two 
in the afternoon, the wind fhifted to W. 
S. W. and we had feveYal heavy ihowers 
of fnow, which brought down the ther* 
raometer to 3'pl deg, in a very fhort 
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dme. In the night, much fnow fell, and 
^he wind Was very turbulent from the 
S^W. with a heavy rolling fea goings 
Our variation to-day was 7 deg. 31 min. 
Eaft. 

The 19th, we had much fnow with 
a few intervals of funfliine, the thermo«« 
meter varying from 29$ deg, to 34 deg. 
The water np\y appeared of a dark greeni 
colour, which feemed to indicate found-r 
ings. In the night, the y/ind ihifted 
from S. S. £• to N. ^.Vf. 

The next day was fine and clean 
though coldjf our cpurfe N. £• In the 
morning, we faw many gulls and ouf oh-. ^ 
ferved latitude was 4^ deg. 48 ftiin. N^ 
In the afternoon, we faw a whale, and in 
the night had feveral flaihes of lightning 
ajjd ihowers of fleet. 

Wednefday, April 2ifl:, we faw a fmall 
land-bird and fayeral gulls. Our latitude 
was 50 deg* 26 min. N; and at five in 
^he afternoon we founded, but found no| . 
ground with one hundred and twenty fa^ 
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cthoms of line, though thq water ftill had 
that dark appearance. 

Thurfday was cloudy, with fhowers of 
fleet, which, as it froze very hard, en- 
^ompaffed our rigging fo much, as- to 
render it difficult to work the fails. At 
fix in the mornings we again founded 
with ninety fathom, but were no more 
fuccefsful than yefterday. At eleven, a 
:ilock of ducks flew paft the (hips, and at 
noon, being in latitude 5 1 deg, 28 min. 
N. began to look out for the land. 

The next day, we had thick foggy 
weather, with the wind at N. E. At one 
in the morning, we founded, and found 
ground at feventy fathom, with a muddy 
bottom ; and at five, faw land (part of 
Afia), extending from N. by W. to -$. S. 
W. It made in high mountains, and was 
•quite covered with fnow. The weather be- 
ing very foggy, we, at fix, tacked and ftood 
off till noon, when we tacked again, pur- 
fuing a N. N. W. courfe. Our latitude 
fto-day, by double altitudes, was 52 deg. 
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II min. N. At four in the aftcrnoor^ 
we again faw the land, the extrenies of 

r 

which bof€^ N. and S. W. j S. We had 
now ipany flocks of ducks and gulls a- 
bqut us. At half paft feven in the even- 
ing, we' tacked fhip, our foundings fifty- 
eight fathoni> with a foft muddy bottom. 
In the night, we had moderate breezes^^ 
with fleet and hard froft> the thermome-

ter flanding at 30 deg. 

At two in the morning, we flood in 
for the land, but the weather being thick 
and hazy, we, at fix, taqked fhip. At 
four in the afternoon, we juft got a 
glimpfe of the landj^ which bore N. W. 

Sunday;^ APH^ 25th, at four in the 
morning, we made for the land. At 
nine, the wind was E. N. E. accompanied 
with fl>owers of fnow, and we faw no,- 
thing of the land till eleven, when, it 
clearing up, we found ourfelyes abreaft 
of an opening, which we fuppofed to be 
the entrance of the bay of Awatfchka* 
Having no knowledge of this part of the 

coaftj^ 
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<:oa{V» and being unable to determine our 
latitude accurately, for want of an obfer- 
vation, wo foon after flood off. By our 
^tccount, we were feventeen miles to the 
fouthward of the bay ; and, as there was 
an opening laid down in the Ruffian 
charts nearly that diftance from Awatfch- 
ka, we concluded it was it. At four in 
the afternoon, we tacked and made for 
the land. The weather was very cold 
and fevcre, with fre(h breezes from the 
N. E. and frequent fhowers of fnow, the 
thermometer {landing at^ z8 deg. At 
eight in the evening, we flood off for the 

Monday the 26th, vvas thick 4nd 
cloudy, with continual fhowers of fnow. 
At four in the morning, we again made 
for the land, but. at nine, the weather 
being very thick, and the wind blowing 
a gale from the N. E: we wore fhip and 
flood to the E. S. E. At three in the 
afternoon, the wind coming farther to 
the eaflward^. we tacked, and obferved a 

N. by E. 
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N- by E. courfc till twelve at night> wlicn 
we Hood from the land. We had inccf- 
fant fnow fhowers the whole night. 

At fix the next morning, we tacked 
fliip and purfued a N. W. courfc. At 
ifiven, it became rather clearer^ ^tnd we 
had a glimpfe of the fun, a pleafure 
which we had not experienced for three 
days before* At ten, we faw the land 
undo: our lee and upon the flarboard 
bow ; from the appearance of it, we fup^- 
pofed ourfelves confiderably to the fouth- 
ward of Awatfchka, and after running 
in with it till eleven, we tacked ; but our 
obfenred latitude at noon, which Was 52 
deg. 451 min. N. proved that we Were 
nearer our port than we imagiried'. We 
foon after let out all our reefs, and at two 
made for the land* Our foundings, at 
eleven, were fifty-eight fathom, the bot- 
tom a grey fand. The land in this part 
rifcs in moderately high hills, which were 
well ftocked with trees, but at this time 

ft 

fiirere almofl entirely enveloped in fnow. 
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The DifcoVcry was at this time oiit of 
l&ght/ and did not arrive in the bay till 
^«he firft of May. At ^ve, we were well 
in with the land, and faw many fmall 
iand very particular fpecies of whale > they 
w^e blacky their head round, with two 
white ftripes on each fide their iieck, and 
a remarkable long and narrow fin upon 
their back j in fize, they were about four 
times, larger than a porpufs. This fiih is 
probably what the Ruffians call katfatki* 
^t half paft fix, fielding that W6 wfere not 
able to reach the rtiouth of the bay, whicji 
was about four miles a-*head of us, we 
tacked and flood ofF till twelve* 

At four the next morning, we tacked, 
and at fix were well in with the land, 
having a light breeze at N. ; but foon 
after the wind came off fhore, aild wc 
Fere obliged to tack. At nine, it be- 
came calni, and our obferved latitude was^ 
52 deg. 47 min, N. At four in aftemoonf 
we were ftanding into the bay, with 
3 fine little hremc from the S. W- our

npHE next morning at fi^jc, Mr. King# 
firft lieutenant of the Refolutioni 
was fent on fliore to f«e if it was prafti- 
cable to open any kind of intcrcourfe with 
the Ruffians or Kamtfchadales, ind to def- 
liver two letters which were gif en the 
captain by IfmylofF: and Mr; Bligh, the 
mafter, was diredled to found the bay 
which lays off the oftrog, and to fee if it 
afforded a good birth for the ihips. He; 

returned. 
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jretttfned at nine, with an account of its 
heing j(ecure» arid that the depth of water 
was eight* nine, and ten fathoms. 

During the time of his being employed. 
i;i this bufinefs, a man belonging to the 
village, being upon the ice in his fledge^ 
and not feeing Mr. Bligh, or any of our 
people, came upon them all at once, 
which fo terrified the poor Ruffian, that 
he made off with all the expedition hi^ 
dogs could ufe ; biit 1>eing willing to far" 
tisfy his curiofity, he again ventured 
nearer, but not being much pleafed with 
the appearance of our people, he wheeled 
round, and returned tp the village. Bj 
this time Mr. King had landed, wheji. 
three others in fledges came to recon* 
noitre, but foon made off as th« othcf 
had done 5 he, however, ftill proceede4 
towards the village, where he was met 
by a partyy whom he joined, and was af- 
terwards condu(3tcd to one of the houfes. 
At ten, we took up our aachor, and, with 
all the boats a-head towing, made the heft 
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of our way for the bay in which the oftrog 
was fituafed ; but the want of wind, and 
the obftruftions we encountered from the 
ice, rendered it very tedious. At noon, 
Mr. King returned : the party who met 
him confifted of fourteen or fixteen Ruf- 
fians and Kamtfchadales, all armed with 
mufkets and bayonets fixed, and headed 
by a man of a very decent appearance j 
upon the delivery of the two letters (one 
' "tof which was directed to the commanding 
officer ^t this place, the other to major 
Behm, the governor of Kamtfchatka, whd 
refided at Bolfchaia-reeka) he very polite- 
ly defired him to walk to his houfe, which 
was fmall, and built of wood, and toler- 
ably clean, though very hot. Breakfafi 
was foon prepared, which confifted of tea 
and rye-bread and butter ; after which h6 
condudted Mr. King to the different 
houfes, &c. of the village. Upon their 
return, which was about three hours after, 
they found dinner made ready, and a bet- 
ter one than was expected; it confifted 

of 
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bf beef cut fmall» fotne baked rice, mince- 
meat puffs, a large bird, which was fup- 
pofed to be a goofe or fomething of that 
kind^ With bread and butter ; the drink^ 
which was quaiTe, tailed like fmall beer 
mixed with water, and had a flight acid 
flavour. During this repaft, at which 
there was only this gentleman and Mr. 
King (his wife not daring to fit at table) 
he informed him, as well as figns would 
perniit, that he held the rank of ferjeant, 
and had the conimand at this place ; the 
letter to major Behm, he faid, fhould be 
forwarded diredtly, but that it would , be 
full four days before an anfwer could be 
returned, as their only method of travcU- 
ing was in fledges drawn by dogs. 

At fcvcn in the evening, we let go our 
anchor in eleven fathom, and foon after 
moored fhip, when the two extremes, of 
the harbour bore S. 7J deg. E, and S. 1 1 
Acg. E. The night was very fevere, 
. All hands were employed the next day 
(Friday, April 30th), in overhauling va-

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^lous parts of the rigging* ah4 b^er ar-^ 
tides. We obferveid fcveral fledgfis piaff' 
ing and repaffing from- the oftrbg to warcl^ 
£olix:haia-reeka, but not a fbiil ventured 
near the fhip. This niorning we d^fcried 
our cohfort at a great ditlance making Tor 
the bay > and fome tin)[e after a boat was 
difpatched ta a look-out houTe upon a 
hilU (ituated at the entrance oiF the bay, 
with a Hag to hoift, with a view of inform-- 
ing her of our arrival. 'Several of the 
gcntlcmtn went on fhore to vifit the Ter- 
jeant, and twabotilesof riim were ffcnt ta 
him from the captain ; in "returnTdr which, 
he fen t on board a fine fowl x>f the grpufe 
]imd {Mrao urogaffus)^ and twenty trout^ 
In the afternbon, our geritremen returned 
from the fhore, where they experienced 
every civility from the ferjearit, who be- 
gan to have many (ymptoins of "the fcurvy 
bpon him, particularly Twellcldlfgs,'' at- 
tended with livid fpots. 

Saturday was fine and .pleafant, with 
paffing clouds ^nd haze. In the courie . 
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4lf llie nighty we hajl boats out with ihoot- 
ing parties, but their ruccefs \yas by no 
ineans equal to their expe^ftations, the 
ducks; &;c. being very ^y. At t;enJui 
the mortiing, the DAfcoyery came in, a^d. 
iinchdred near us ^ and fon^e time after 
^xii launch, with a itrpn^ party of hapds> 
were feat to endeavour to cut a palTage in 
the ice up to the oftrog/ large enough to 
admit a boat; but it proved too great an 
iuidertakingi In the afternoon, the car- 
penters were fmployed in caulking the 
ihip's fides, and the fail-makers i^epairing 
.the fails ; the other people .were at work 
in the hold, getting provifioyi tp hand for 
J6\xr northern cruife* In the night we had 
/refh breeases with fliowers of fnow. 

May the ad, the weather was very cold, 

.thick, and heavy^ with fliowcrs of fmal|l 

-fhow. The thermometer was as low as 

,fl8 deg. and in the afternoon it cleared 

Up, but froze. very feverely^n the night. 

We had frefti breezes the. next day from 
-the weft, which prevented the caulkers 

P 2, from 
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ffom working i the carpenters were faw^ 
ing plank, and the fail-naakcrs ftill rc^* 
pairing fails. This being the day on which 
the major was expected to arrive, Mr*^ 
King was fent on fhore to receive him. 
The boat in which he went was foon af- 
ter furrdunded by a quantity of drift ice^ 
upon which the launch was difpatched.to 
her affiftance, and was entangled in the 
feme manner, as was the Difcovery's jolly 
boat : men and boats from the ifhip 
were ordered to get them off, if poflible^ 
but without fucccfs. In the evening Mr. 
King returned on board, but nobody had 
a^ yet arrived. 

At four the next morning, the ice mak-* 
ing its way out of the bay with the tid^ 
we recovered our boats, without their 
having received any material damage. 
At nine, a number of fledges were dilt- 
pttched from the oftrog to the border of 
the ice nelreil the (hips ; the pinnace was 
fent to them, and brought on board fix 

Ruffians and a German. They were in- 
troduced 
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itroduced to the captain , and the latter de? 
iivered him a letter from the major, which 
was wrote in German* Fortunately we 
had feveral people on board, who both 
ipokc and wrote that language. The pur- 
port of it watf, that he had fent one of his 
domeftics to treat with us for any thing 
we wanted ; that we could be fupplied 
-with frcfli provifions from Bolfchaia-rceka, 
«and many other articles ; but they were 
'father exorbitant in their demands, charge 
ting an hundred rubles for an ox, and other 
^things in proportion. •The letter was 
<lire<H:ed to the commander of the Englifh 
packet-boat. This miftake in the direc- 
tion proceeded entirely from the account 
which IfmylofF had given of us, in his 
•letter to the major : it feems he had re- 
prefented the fhips only as two packet 
boats ; that there were no officers on board 

either, and that he looked upon us in no 

» 

better light than a fet of fliarpers, and 
•that they would do well to be upon their 
guard. This genius, who was deiirpjiis of 
* , P 3 afluming 
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aliuiffirig the charaftet of a ftipt^rior p^ 
6cer, darihg our ftay at Unalafchka^ proved 
at \A{k to be only a writer to the companjr 
of traders. When in his cuips (whic&. 
AVas a circutnftance riot very uncpmnion) ^ 
he frequently had derided the fmallnefs of 
• irtie Veflfels, faying they were not {hips but 
packet-boats, but we ditj not expert that 
he would have gone fo far in his ill-na^ 
turfed reprefentations as we found he h^d» 
The major's letter however was couched, 
in very polite terms. After breakfaft, 
they all returned to the fhore, arid at twq 
in the afternoon the German came oa 
board again, attended by a Ruffian tner^ 
chant and a prielt. The latter had quite 
the appearance of a gentleman ; he worQ 
his own hair, his beard was long and 
flowing, and his drefs eonfifted of a light 
grey coloured cioth coat, with large open 
fleeves, a kind of caflbck of very light 
cloth tied round with a party coloured 
-fiik fafli, and his dockings were black. 
}ixs name was Roeman Vara&aggen, his 



parents 
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fD^ertts sv^re. Ruffians, but he was born at 
Kamtfchajtka. His houfe was fituated at 
*be bead of the bay to the wefl ward, at 
^ (mall village called Paratounka. The 
xijerch?int, whofe name was Feodofitchj, 
was a native of Mofcowj which city he 
left; in 1778, being induced, by the great 
ajivantages arifing from trade, with the 
northern, parts of China, to fettle in thefe 
diftant parts. The German is a native c^ 
X^ogfl^nd, and has lived with the major 
raany years. They were much pleafc4 
with their reception, and at fix in thp 
evening returned to the (hore. 

The next day (Wednefday^ May 5th) 
they dined on board the Difcovery, and in 
the afternoon, by the permiflion of the 
captains, a trade was opened fqr beaver 
and other fkins, many of which the mer- 
<i:hant very gladly purchafed. The price 
was thirty rubles for the beft, and the in^- 
lerior ones in proportion. 

On Thurfday, the weather was thick 
,and difagreeable, with fhowcrs .of fmaU 

P 4 fnow 
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fnow, and a very cold raw wind from thq 
E. and E. S. E. In the morning, trade: 
began very brifkly, but the merchant find- 
ing that the flocks of furs greatly exceeded 
his expectations, made a confiderable al- 
teration in his price ; and every one being 
anxious to difpofe of what he had, they 
were in general fold greatly below their 
value. In the night the greateft part of 
the ice floated out of the harbour, and one

Friday morning at fix, captain Gore^ 
Mr. King, and Mr. Webber, who afted

To- 
wards evening it became cool, with frefli 
breezes from the S. E. and E. S. E. and

The nfcxt day (13th) the weather was

people on fliore, in confequeace of the

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ting better^ and the wild garlick made its 
appearance; but notwithflanding they 
were fo well acquainted with its virtues 
in their diforder> it was with the utmofl: 
teludtance they quitted their houfes to feek 
for it. Such extreme lazinefs was fcarce 
«ver known before. The ice and fnow 
began now to leave us very rapidly, and 
vegetation came on faft. 

Friday was fine^ clear, and warm, and 
all hands were bufy. IVf any ihooting par- 
ties were out, who obferved the tracks of 
l>ears in the fnow, and met with many 
foxes, which were all of the red kind ; 
they likewife faw two white hares, but 
they were Ihy. In the evening the wea- 
ther became thick and foggy. 

Saturday morning was foggy till ten, 
when it became clear ; and at eleven a 
party was fent to haul the feine ; they 
brought on board near fifty trout, and up- 
wards of three hundred flat fifti ; the for- 
tner were very poor and indifferent, but the

every part with (mail prickly knobs, thc^ 
fins and tail being ftriped with black an^;

T^ next morning was likewife foggy; 
but as yeilerday, it cleared up between

Frefli beef was ferved to the fhip's com* 
pany to-day, which was the firfl we had 
tafted (ince our departure from the Cape 
of Good Hope in December 1776, being 
two years and five months. In the after* 
noon feveral Ruffians* came on board, and 
.were entertained by the failors as well aS 
circumflances would permit. In the night 
John Macintofh, one of the carpenter's 
crew, who had been troubled with a fe« 
vere dyfentery ever fince our departure 
from Sandwich Ifles, departed this life.

, fWfe-upder the neceffity of ftriking yards 
and top-mafts, hut ,in the evening \% 
became quite calm. Captain Clerke re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. King to-day, inr 
^rming him that they would not be able

^0 reach the end of their journey tiH tfeif 
jiight, on account of the tedioufnefs of 
travt-Uingi vrhich was fot»etinjes by water 
ih flat-bottQMed boats, forceci on by two 
Ihefi with poles ; as to their fledges^ they 
could only afe them in the night, as th^ 
^aw rendered it^ impoflible fo travel ia 
|he day. 

The greateft jjftrl of the nth v^ 
pafled in rdrnpving the /hips nearer in-, 
fliore, and 6n the 12th a party was feiit 
Jo eat wood, and Our empty caiks wefe 
got en ihorc to repair. The RefolutioA 
|pras found to be in a fad ftate^ many of 
the trunnels being (o rptten as t^ crumble 
to piec|bs« At eleven the captain went 
on fliore, and was received with great re»- 
v^hy the ferjeantj who with his little 
\>oy dined on boards 

The next day (13th) the weather was 
^ne and clear* the themjonnet^r varying 
^om 3 1 deg. to 50 dcg» The fcorbutic 
people on (hone, in confequencc of the 
f^ft«n«e ^«y received from a«, w^re g(^ 
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feturn to Pctcf-fburg. This morning tfttf 
Difcovery's people> who were out with 
the feine, caught as many fine herringt 
is ferved -both fhip's companies for tw<y 
days, befides a great numb.er that were 
left behind; and the toyon or chief of 
the Kamtfchadales at this place prefented 
the captains with three quarters of a wild 
flieep, (capra ammofiy Lin*) which is 
eflecmed a great delicacy. 

Wednefday morning at one, the major 
fet off for Bolfchaia-reckay attended by 
Mr. King and Mr. Webber, who were to 
accompany him part of the way. As he 
propofed leaving this part of the world in 
the courfe of a mtonth (having at his owa 
requeft, and by the permiffion dF the em- 
prefs, refigncd the government to captain 
Wafilowitz IfmylofF) and to return to Pc* 
tcrfburghy captain Gierke thought it a very 
convenient opportunity of fending dif-. 
patches, &c. to the Admiralty. Copie* 
of the voyage, drawings, and charts, di- 
rcdgd to the Britifli ambaflador at the 

court 
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;courtefRuffia» were accordingly j.^ckc4. 
iup, wtuch the major promifed to take 
icare of- All our hands were very bufy, 
xrutting wood> getting caflcs on £hore, 
taking in b9.Ua{):9 and caulking the ihip« 

Thurfday and Friday, the weather was 
thick and foggy# and all hands were cm- 
ployed as ufuaL ^ 

On Saturday eveoing (May 29th), wc 
x:augbt wjith the feinc fome very fine 
fmelts, and on Monday took a wolf-fifh, 
{anarJbici^as Jupus, Lin,) The (Jhiorc now , 
began to ^iTume it^ proper hue, and the 
wild celery and fafanna fprouted up very 
faft. Among other birds, we could plain* 
ly diftinguifh ;the cuckow, nightingale^ 
^nd wood lark. 

On Wednefday afternoon our launch 
was fent to the ftore-houfe, for the flour 
Twre were to receive. It was packed up in 
a kind of ikin or parchment bundles, each 
weighing about two poods, and was 
coarfe and indifferent, though the heft 
^at could be procured in this part of the 

0^3 wtrld: 
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world 5 but, bad as it was, it proVed a 
welcpme fupply for us, who fhould hav^ 
been much diftreffed without it. The 
floop was by this time nearly rigged ; fhe 
was it feems, deftined for the ifland Una- 
lafchka. 

Thurfday, June 3d, we were employed 
in flowing away the flour in calks and 
bringing off wood and water. In the 
evening it became thick and heavy, with • 
frefh gales from the weftward, attended 
with continual rain. 

AH the hext day was thick and cloudy, 
with continued fhowers of rain, and gales^ 
of wind from theN. N. E. N. E. and E. 
It being the anniverfary of his Majefly's 
birth day, both fliips fired twenty-one 
guns. In the courfe of the night, we 
had feveral fnow fhowers. 

We had thick, hazy weather, with 
drizzling rain, on Saturday, and light 
breezes from the S. E. and S. S. E. Our 
people caught great number? of fine cod 

to-day,' 
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fto-day, moft of which they very prudent- 
ly falted, and put by for future ufe. 

On Sunday morning, twenty-two head 
of cattle arrived from Bolfchaia-reeka, for 
the ufe of the two fhips, and the major 
fent the captain a large jar of honey, 
fome frefh butter, a jar of figs, and a 
great number of eggs; and the toyon.or 
chief of aKamtfchatdale town, which lay 
near the rivei* Awatfchka, prefented the 
captain and gentlemen of the gun-room^ 
with twenty brace of ducks. 

In ^the afternoon, the butchers were 
fent on -fliore to kill one of the bullocks 
for to-morrow's ufe* 

It rained on Monday throughout the 
day, and on Tuefday (June 8th) th6 
winds varied all round the compafs. Our 
people were employed in bending fails, 
getting in hay, and making ready for fea. 
The butchers were on fliore killing feme 
of the oxen, and the remaining ones were 
to be taken on board alive. 

0^4 III 
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In the afternoon of the lOth (Thurf-j 
day), the prieft (with his wife and fjaughr 
ter) vifited the captain, and upon going 
on board the Difcoyery was faluted witl> 
five guns, an honour which is feldom paid 
to the clergy. 

Friday was thick, heavy, and cloudy, 
with fqualls froni the N, E. and E. at- 
tended with fmall rain. In the morn- 
ing we prepared to unmoor, the wind 
appearing favourable for our getting out 
of the bay ; but upon the return of the 
jolly boat, which was difpatched to ob- 
ferve the true ftate of the wind, it wa^ 
found to blow dire(ftly in ; fo we moored 
|he {hip again* 

The next morning was more favour- 
able ; and at three we began to unmoor j 
but the fmall bower-anchor had taken 
fuch hold in the ground, which was a ftiff 
play, that even with the affiftance of feve- 
ral treble blocks, we could not weigh it 
till near three in the afternoon. A^t a 
Quarter paft five, the beft bower was go\ 
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^p, and we made fail towards the mouth 
pf the bay, but at half paft feven dropped 
our anchor again in ten fathom and a 
half, having a fo% muddy bottona, the 
two points of th,e bay bearing S, E. by S. 
and S. by E. i E. 

June 1 3th, at foui? in the niorning^ we 
weighed an^ ag^ia made faiU having the 
boats a*head to tow us. At half paft ten 
9 brees^e fprung up from the S. by E. 
livhich> with the tide that began to flow^ 
obliged us to let go our anchors again for 
the prefent, the two points of the bay 
bearing 3. by E« and S. E. } two rocks at 
the mouth qf the bay $. E, by S. ; a fmall 
rocky ifland E, by S. i^,; and the har- 
bour of St. Peter and St. Paul N. At five 
in the afternoon, we took up our anchors, 
but a thick fog coming on, we once 
more were under the neceffity of drop^ 
ping them. 

It was very foggy the next morning 
till eight, when it began to difperfe a 
|iule, and we foon after weighed and 

made 
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made fail, with the boats a-head towing ; 
but at nine, having a breeze from the S* 
E. and the tide being againft us, we came^ 
to in eight fathom, with a fandy bottom, 
the points of the bay bearing S. | E. and 
S. E, i E, 5 the rocks at the mouth S. E. 
} S. : the Awachinflcoy mountain N, { 
E. ; and the rocky ifland N. i W. At 
ten, a party of our people were fent on 
ihore to coUeft greens for the fliip's com- 
pany, and thofe on board employed them- 
felvcs in fifhing. In the afternoon, three 
Kamtfchadales came on board in a boat, 
with a prefent from the ferjeant of two 
very large falmon, which they called cha- 
vitfi ; the captain returned fome rum as 
an equivalent. In the courfe of the day, 
the above mountain emitted a great quan- 
tity of fmoke, and during the night it 
was in a perfeft ftate of eruption. 

The next day (Tuefday, 15th), the 
whole bay appeared as if in a fog, occa- 
fioned by the vaft quantity of fmoke and 
aihes from the volcano. The fliip was 

in 
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^n fome places covered near an inch deep 
with«them« In the afternoon, after a 
lou4 and violent noife, a heavy fliowcr of 
fmall ftones ifell around us, which was 
the cafe, more or lefs, till the evening, 
when it thundered and lightned pretty 
much, which was not to be wondered att 
when we confider the quantity of fulphur 
and other fiery matter with which the air 
was loaded. About ten, all was ftill and 
quiet, and remained fo during the night. 
At twp the next mtorning, taking the 
advantage of a bree?;e from the N. W. 
we got MP qur anchors, m^dp fail, and 
Hood out tp fea. At eight, we had light 
airs and calms, our diftance from the land 
about two leagues. The remaining part 
of the day the breezes were light and va- 
riable. We faw a few fheerwatcps, guil- 
lemots, and fea parrots ; but as it was the 
breeding feafon, birds of all kinds were 
^arce. 
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CHAP, XXXIL 

^ Jhort defcriptioft of the town of St. Fe^ 
ter and Pauly and a few articles rer' 
fpeSfing the Kamtfcbadales — a revolt at 
Polfcbaia-reeka—falary of the gover* 
nor — the amount of the annual tribute 
on Kamtfchatka — the .duty of goods ^Xr 
ported and imported-^number of the mir 
litary order. 

AT the time that Mullcr and Krafchi% 
ninnikoff publiftied their hiftory of 
Kamtfchatka, the yarious parts of that 
province were in a flourifjiin^ condition j 
but the fmall-pox i?as jSrxcc that period 
committed fuch heavy depredations, that 
toany town« and villages haye ^ecn enr 
tirely depopulated. 

In 1769, twenty thoufand of the na? 

tives died of the fmall-pox, feven thoufan4 

of whom paid^tribute. 

' The town of St. Peter and St. Patil^ 

which is iituated upon a fpit of low lan4 
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^at extends nearly acrofs the harbour, al 
prefent confifts of only twenty-one builds 
ings, including jourts (huts partly undei? 
ground), ballagans (houfes elevated upon 
poles), and houfes ; the bed of which are 
compofed of wood, and the intermediate 
chinks filled up with n;iofs, &c. At thd 
head of the harbour are two other builds 
ings, one of which ferves for a ftorehoufe, 
the other is the kafarnia or hofpital. The 

church which MQller mentions, ftood be^ 
hind the hofpital, but there are not now 
the leaA traces of it ; the only one that is 
Within any reafonable diflance^ is at the 
village ' of Paratounka, on the weftera 
fide of the bay, which is the refidenct of 
the prieft. The windows are all compofed 
of the (kins of falmon fewed together, 
except thofe in the ferjeant's houfe, which 
are made of talc» and admit the light 
nearly as well as glafs. 

Bolfchaia-recka is the largeft town,, 
jind confifts of near a hundred houfes, 
all of which are built upon the fame plan 

a» 
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^ at Petropauloulki ; is likewife thtt 
refidence of the governor. 

The Kamtfchadales have in a great 
meafure adopted the manners and cuftoms 
of the Ruffians, who marry and inter- 
marry with them. Amongft themfelves, 
they enter into the marriage flate very 
young, generally when thirteen or four^ 
teen years of age. The women are very 
ordinary, being fhort in flat u re, with 
broad face^, fmall eyes, very high cheek 
bones', and little nofes; in ihort fo little, 
that when you view them in a profile, 
only the tip is to be difcovered. 

In every village there is a toyon or 
chief, who, in any trifling difputes, is 
always applied to ; but if they are of a 
ferious nature, they come under the cog- 
nizance of the principal perfon in the 
place ; if he finds it difficult to fettle the 
affairs, they are transferred to the govcr- ^ 
nor at Bolfchaia-reeka, from whence there 

is no appeal. 

Major 
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Major Behm, who is a native of hivo* 
fiia, has formerly been in the SwedJih 
fervice> he came to this place in 1773. 
In 1770, there was a revolt at Bolfchaia- 
teeka, which happened as follows :—*< 
feveral men, amongft whom was a Polifli-" 
gentleman, who had, for fome capital 
mifdemeanors, been baniflied to this part 
of the world, obferving the murmuring 
and great difcontent which at that time 
prevailed among the Coffacks and Kamt-- 
fchadales, on account of the very feverc 
ufage they experienced from the Ruffians, 
took the advantage of their fituation, and 
by fair words and large promifes, brought 
over a number of them to their intereft. 
A time was fixed for the execution of 
their fchcme, which was ta murder the 
governor, whofe name was Nieloff, and 
moft of the principal people, and to make 
their efctipe. Every thing being ready, 
they ru(hed into his houfe, and having 
difpatchcd him, as well as feveral others 
wha were there, they, in the midft of the 

confufion 
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confilfion which this affair occafioned^ 

ftcd to the Tea (ide, feized upon a iloop 

which was laying there, and made , for 

the northern parts of China, where they 

landed^ aild have not fince been heard of. 

The falary of the government qf Kanat-j 

Ichatka amounts to a thoufand rubles a-' 

year; the pay of the ferjeant at Petro- 

paulouiki is forty-fix rubles per annum. 

The failors in the merchants fervice havef 

no pay, but receive twenty rubles for 
every good fea beaver-{kin they bring, 

and in proportion to the inferior ones. 

The annual tribute of the province of 
Kamt£:hatka is computed at feven thou- 
fand rubles: none are taxed till they ar- 
rive at the age of eighteen years, when- 
each pays a fable fkin. The duty on: 
articles of every kind that pafs and repafs 
from Ochotfk to Bolfchaia-reeka, brings 
in a coniiderable fum : upon landing in 
the province of Kamtfchatka, they pay 
half a ruble for every pood, and when 
they convey any goods acrofs the Pen- 

fliinfkoy 
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fiiinfkoy fea to Ochotfk, the duty is a fox, 
ikin for the like weigh t« 

There are fix galliots at Bolfchaia-reeka 
belonging to the emprefs, which are fet 
apart for the fole purpofe of tranfporting 
provifions, &c* from Ochotik to that 
place. 

In the whole province of Kamtfchatka, 
which is extenfive, there are not above 
four hundred and ninety, or five hundred 
of the military, including CoflTacks ; out 
of which there are one hundred and fifty 
at Bolfchaia-reeka, and thirty-one at St. 
Peter and Paul.

THURSDAY, June 17th, was calm 
throughout the day, with a few 
Ihowcrs offmallrain. Our obferved la- 
titude was 52 deg, 47 min. N. The next 
Vol. IL R da/ 
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day we had a breeze from the S, S. E. 
quarter, and the weather was clear and* 
pleafant, though rather cold. We pro- 
ceeded in an E. N. E. diredion till half 
paft ten, ^nd then bore away to N. E. the 
northermofl: point of fend at that tiihe 
bearing about N. by E. In the after-" 
noon, the wind fhifted to S. S. W. and it 
came on very thick and foggy. We faw a 
whale, a few guillemots, fea parrots, and 
fheer waters. 

Out wind and weather continued th6 
fame as yefterday, and otiif courfe N. E. 
In the evening we faw an alfeatrofs and 
two or three fulmars ; and at eight, got a 
caft of the lead, but found no ground at 
a hundred and fixty fathoms. 

Sunday, June 20th, the weather ftilf 
continued very foggy, with frefh gales 
from the S. S. W. At half paft two in 
the morning, we faw the land extending- 
from N. to N. W. by W. At three, the 
Refolution altered her courfe to E. N. E^ 
and fired four gyns as a lignal for the Dif-. 

covery 
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fcovery tb do the fame. Soon after, the 
fog become very thick, and continued fo 
till near feven, during which time guns 
were fired every half hour, which were 
all anfwered by the Difcovery. Our la- 
titude to-day was 54 deg. 55 min. N. and 
the variation 9 ^6g. 3 5 min. to the eaft* 
ward. 

The following day was tolerably clear, 
our wind and courfe as yefterday, till three 
in the afternoon, when the former changed 
to N. At two we faw the land, the ex- 
tremes of which bore N. W. by N. to 
W. N. W. and foon after hauled in for 
It, our courfe W. N. W. At eight, it 
becanie calm, and foon after we founded^ 
but got no ground at ninety fathom. In 
the afternoon, a little breeze iprung up 
from the S. by W. our courfe N. by E. 
and at ten in the evening paffed a dead 
whale, upon which a great number of 
^guUs and petrels were regding, 'but it 
flunk moft abominably.

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ilSarly the next morning, the wlnS 
changed to W* and foon after to W. M 
W. our courfe as before. At eighty we 
had light airs, and the extremes of the^ 
land bore Si 44 deg, W. and S. 74 deg.^ 
W. our diftance from it about fix leagues. 
Wedoefday the 23d, was clear till lix^ 
in the mornings when a thick fog came 
on, and the wind veered regularly from- 
N. to E. by Nv and in the afternoon to &.• 
by W. our coiM-fe ftill N, N, E. Our ob- 
ferved latitude was ^y deg. 11 min.Nv^ 
and the variation 13 deg, 3 min, E. We 
now began to obferve i conliderablc in- 
creafe in the length of the days, it being; 
light at two in the morning, and not darkr 
till near twelve at night. 

The 24th, was clear throughout the 
day, our courfe N. E, by N. till eight ia. 
tlie morning, when wc refunjied our old- 
cne. We obferved an infinite number of 
gulls about, and many ardtic gulls. Jm^ 
xkQ evening,, our breeze left us. 
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'The next day we had fine, clear, warm, 
-.and pleafant weather, the thermometer 
varying from 44 deg. to 56 deg. A great 
nunib^r of gulls about, and fome arcftic 
^ull€, which drive the others about at a 
ftrange rate, till the poor frighted birds 
void thdr exerements, which the others 
immediately catch in their beak and fwal- 
:iow, apparently much pleafed with the 
dainty morfeU lann»us calls this bird

ner of living. Our latitude to-day was

It was foggy throughout the whole of 
the next day» with a nafty haze that ren? 
dered every thing wet and difagreeable, 
In the afternoon, we faw fevefal fmall 
blue petrels, and at eight again tried foi^ 
ground with a hundred ^nd 0xtyfathon^s, 
but without fucccfs. 

Sunday th6 27th, we altered our courfe 
to N. E. by N. with the wind at S. W. 
The fog ftill continued, which rendere4 
our vifion.very circumfcribed. Our la- 
titude by double altitudes was 59 deg^ 
481 min. N. At two ;n the afternoon^i 
we faw feveral (hags and many fmall blue 
petrels ; and foon after, the weather be- 
coming clear, we altered our courfe to 
N. N- W. with a view of making ^he 
land, and made all fail. 

Monday was rather hazy, though not 
unpleafant, the thermometer rifing zs 
high as 56 deg. At five in the mornipg, 
we pafied fome drift-wood, and half ai; 

hour 
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liour after faw land (part of |he Afiatic 
continent) bearing N, W. At eight it-s 
extremes bore N, lo deg. .W. and S. 85 
dcg. W. diftant about fix leagues. At 
nine we Aruqk foundings at twenty-four 
fathom, witk a bottom of gravel and 
ihells; and foon after bore away to the 
N. E* The land was moderately high, 
with patches of fnow upon it, in various 
places: there was a deep bay or inlet, 
nearly a-breaft of us, which appeared to 
be an entrance into fome river. Our lati- 
tude by double altitudes was 61 deg. 56 
min. N. and the variation was increafed 
to 20 deg. 56 min. E. At two our found- 
ings deepened to thirty-two fathom, and 
at fix the extremes of the land bore N. 
31 deg. E. and S. 73 deg. W. the neareft 
part N. 55 deg. W. at about four leagues 
diftance, and land fcen fr^m the mafl:- 
head, N. E. by N. At nine we had 
thirty-eight fathom, and at twelve forty- 
Jtjyo, with a bottom of coarfe gravel.

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Tucfday the 29th, the wind was W^ 
N. W. in the former part of the morning, 
and the weather cloudy. At two our depth 
of water was forty-fix fathom, with a 
ftoney bottom, and at four, forty-eight 
fathom, with a ftielly bottom, at which 
time the land extended from N. 3 5 deg. E, 
to N. 40 deg. W. diftance about fix leagues^ 
At five we had the wind at N. W, and our 
foundings were fifty, fathom, with a bot- 
tom of foft mud, and at eight they deep^ 
cned to fifty-eight, the bottom fandy. 
The weather was fb ha^y as to prevent 
our feeing the land, and we had fevera} 
ihowers of fmall rain* We obferve^ 
great numbers of guillemots and fulmars 
about, artd faw a feah In the courfe of 
the morning, our feamen caught fome 
very fine cod. In the afternoon the wind 
changed to N, E. our courfe E* S. £• y 
the weather being clpudy and rainy, we 
faw nothing of the land till fix, when th^ 
extremes of it bore N. 5 deg. W. and N. 
25 deg. W. about ten leagues diftant. In 
the evening there v/ere many whales about^ 
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We had light airs and calms the whole 
of thfc cnfuing day, and of coufft could 
make hut little progrefs to the northward , 
Our people were again fiiccefsful in fifti- 
iog, and ome of them brought up with his 
line a fpecies of the hydra of Linnseus. 
At noon our foundings were fixty-four 
fathom, with^ fhelly bottom, and at four 
the land ^Jrtended from N- 3 1 dcg, W, 
to N* j^ deg, W. We few to-day two 
very large feds, and many fulmars, gwl- 
j€«K)ts, and arftic gulls. 

Thyrfday (July ilth), the winds were 
light and variable, and the weather foggy 
till half paft two, whea it cleared away 
and we dcfcried the land bearing from N. 
59 W, to N, 83 W, diftant about twenty 
^agues. 

The next day was very foggy, with a 
fiafty, raw, penetrating, itioift atmofphere; 
the wind S.. W. our courfe N. E. by N. 
At eight in evening, we ftruck foundings 
at fifty fathoin, with a muddy bottom^ 
The thermometer was to day from 35! 
(}eg. to 42 deg, 
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The 3d, was fomewhat cloudy, «nd 
the wind fliifted into the S. E. cornen 

At noon w« were in latitude 63 deg. 
35 min. N. and at half paft, faw the 
ifland of St. Lawrence bearing N. by W. 
diftant about eight leagues. Our varia- 
tion was 26 deg, 53 min. E. and at four 
the continent of Afia bore N. 13 deg. W. 
and N. 51 deg. W. and the ifland N. 23 
deg. W. At five we faw another ifland 
bearing E. and at eight our foundings 
were twenty-nine fathomj the bottom 
black fand and (hells ; at ten, twenty- five, 
and at t^)«relve twenty-two fathom, with 
a ftoney bottom. We had numbers of 
guillemots and fomll crefted awks about 
VS to-day. 

The 4th was cloudy, with a wet haze, 
the wind S. S, E. ^nd our cpurfe N. At 
two in the morning, our foundings were 
twenty fathom* at four twenty-three fa»- 
thorn, and at eight in the evening twentyr 
iix fathom, the bottom a fine, fand^ At 
fwelve the weather became very foggy. 

Our 
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Our nights were now changed into day, 
for in fafl: we had nothing elfe but day- 
light, which upon the whole proved rather 
difagreeablc, as it appeared very ftrange to 
retire to reft, with the fun ffiiningin ourfaces. 
Our courfe the next day was N. by W. 
and N, N, W, the wind S. by W. At 
half paft twelve faw land to .the north- , 
eaftward, which we diredly hauled up 
for. At three in the afternoon we were 
a-bre^ft of it, when its extremes bore N, 
44 dcg. I IE. and N, y^ deg. E. about 
three miles diftant, and part of the coaft 
of Afia nearly W. This ifland was foiall, 
and its fhores conipofed of perpendicular 
rocks: it was of a moderate height, and, 
had many patches of fnow upon it, but 
we faw no appearance of verdure. That 
part of the coaft of Afia to the weft-; 
ward, was the Tfchuktfchi Nofs, or, 
as captain Cook denominated it» the Bay 
pf St. Lawrence, but Ae weather was too 
thick to diftinguifh any particular part of 
it.

fiippofed refemblance to a heart) bearir^ 
:S. 64 deg^ W^ and the extremes of the 
iiland S. 41 deg. £• and S. 51 deg. Bi At 
fcvcn we altered our coucfc to W.;by S. 
^nd at^eight bore a\vay to N. by W. at 
which time, the fouthern extreoM of . the 
*oaft of Afia bore S. hy W. and our 
foundings, were twenty-eight fathpm^ 
At ten we defcried part of the American 
continent, making* in a peaked hiHy 
which boreS. 64 deg. E- and now we 
ihad both continents in view at once^

Somie time after we pafled a piece of ice^ 
and at twelve our foundings were thirty 

£githom. 

Our courfe the next day was N. by W*. 
the wind S. S* E, and the weather cloudy. 

At four in the morning our depth o£ 
water was twenty-nine fathom, when the 
extremes of the land (Afia) bore S. 53. 
deg» W* and S^ 5 deg. E. At fix we faw 
ieveral fea horfes^ and pafied fome pieces, 
of ice. At eight it became rather foggy, 
and our depth of water was twenty-fix 
fathom.

but a fmall one, was evidently formed, 
near the fhore, as tbe^e wa^ much diriP 
mixed with it^ From eight to twelve wa 
pafled many, loqfc pieces, and obferved 
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ilumbers of fulmars, and fcveral ariflif 
gulls. Our variation to-day was 28 deg. 
14 min. E. and we had the pleafurc of 
feeing the fun all round us, without felt- 
ing ; fo that it might be faid, we had i 
fine fun-fhiny night, in lieu 6f a il>60n- 
light one. 

We had open cloudy Weather till five 
the next morning, when it became thicl< 
and rainy ; our courfe was N. I E. and 
the wind S. E by S. At fix we faw ice^ 
a-head, and foon after defcried part of 
the continent of America, extending from 
N. 45 deg. E to N. 61 deg. E. Upon a 
nearer approach to the ice, we found it a 
firm body, and apparently joining to the 
land, the extremes of it in fight bearing 
from E. S. E. to N. W. As our farthci^ 
progrefs to the caftward was now.efFec* 
tually flopped, we bore away to N. W^ 
Handing along the ice ; our foundings 
being twenty-feven fathom. Our latitude 
by account was 68 deg. 5 min. N. In th6

This vefleU which wa« one of the Em** 
prefs's galliots, we found had been expe^^ 
ed fbme time paft from Ochotzk^ with va- 
rious articles for our ufe, fuch v as .pitdl^ 
tar, cordage, &c. and a fupply of flour 
for this place, which was much wanted^ 
the quantity we took with us when laft 
here, having rather diftrefied them. 'In 
the evening ihe returned^ having feen no* 
thing of the vefieL 

Saturday, September the 4th, a gentle- 
man (who the ferjeiant told' us was an en- 
fign, and fbn to lieutenant Sindo, who 
made fome difcoveries upon the coafl of 
America) arrived from Bolihaia^Reeka, 
with compliments from captain Wafi- 
Ipwitz Ifoiylofiv who fucceeded major 
Behm as governor of (Kamtfchatka, in<^ 
^rming the captains that he would be 
4own in a few days, and that fixteen head

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of catde wepe upon the road, for the ufe 
of the fhips. ' 

Tuefday the 7th, every ^ body was very 
buitly employed in endeavouring to ground 
the Refolution, for the more eafily repair^ 
ing the damage {he received upon her cut^f 
water,^ and in other parts. during our cruize 
among the icd* Tkis bu0nefs was not 
/fcffei^ed till tlW next morning, when the 
carpenters be^an their work. . Our feine 
fupplied us amply with &ftiy particularly 
fAmot^ and fmelts, Atid Wd found abun*^ 
danee of crabs near thefhore/ which wertf 
quite equal to thofe of Bnglatid in point 
of flavour. ^ - ■ ~ '' 

Thurfday^ the 9th, in the afternoon, the 
galliot before-mentioned wias feen Handing 
into the entrance of the bay ; upon Which 
the pinnace with the enfign-, ferjeant, and 
an officer from the fliip were difpatched 
to inquire if (he wanted any affiftance. 
In the evening fhe came to an anchor,

Oft Wedne^ay, cs^taia Ifmylo£F ar^ 
lived a^ this place from Bolicheretfkoi Ofr 
trbg, attended by our old friend Feo-> 
dofitch the merchant, and a gentiemaik 
who was baniihed hither tbirty^ilx; yeari^ 
^f He is of a noble family* and wa% 
l^ge tatbe empfefs, at which time he wat 
iN^ly eigbteea years of age; but hmmf^ 
htcn giiiky of foooke indifcretions^ he waft 
Sentenced to be banifh^d into Siberia^ anil. 
hk eftate to be confifcated. Upon the 
arrival of the captain on board be was. £a,^ 
luted with eleven guns ^ and having viewed 
ihe ieveral parts of the fhip, he returned 
io the ihore, and dined in the tent with 
captain Gore. He was a tall* handfome 
weli*made manj^ and appeared to be about 

thirty- 



thirty-fix; The next day he dined viridi 
captain King, and was faluted with eleven 
guns from the Difcovery, and the follow-* 
ing day was entertained by the gentlemea 
of the Refolution*s gun-room, and fupped 
on ihore in the tent. 

' On Sunday morning the captain and 
flierchant returned to Bolihaia-Reeka, the 
fcanifhed gentleman remained with us till 
bur departure. We were employed thefe 
four laft days in tarring our rigging,and the 
out-iide of the (hips, and (lowing away 
wood and water, of both which neceffary 
articles we propofed taking ini* a good 
flock. The five laft days were Very fine 
and pleafant, but the evenings and hi|ht^ 
were remarkably cool. 

On Tuefday afternoon we got off our 
brewers tent, and that of the fail-makers 
and coopers ; and the following afternoon 
the fixteen oxen we had been fo long in 
cxpeftation of arrived. The whole day 
was heavy and cloudy, with much rain, and 

ftrong gales from the E. S. E. which con- 
tinued 
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tinued all the following day ; and' in tfic* 
afternoon we got all our tents, cafks, &C,. 
&c. on board, thofe of the Difcovery re- 
maining, as they had not yet finifhed 
brewing. 

On Friday morning we got up our an^ 
chor and made fail, ftanding out of the ba« 
fbn, which vft cleared with fome diiSiculty 
about ten^ but were once very near run- 
ning a-ground* At twelve we dropped 
oikr anchor again, being- diftant about z 
mile from the Oftrog. 

On Monday and Tuefday all the young, 
women of the village were invited on 
boird the Refolution by captain Gore, and 
in the evening they had a dance, at which 
the prieft and all his family were prefent. 
The Ruflian dances are as dull and ftupid 
as can well be imagined, but thofe of the 
Kamtfchadales can be compared to no-

thing but the aukward motions ofa bear 
fhe geftures of which animal they fre- 
gently imitate; 
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On. Thwrfday- th» ph both vcfeli 
weighed and ftQQd fafthec out, but th« 
wind. pcQved contrary^ we were obliged 
t9 CQQie^co.a^aiflu Tine nest QRonungi bow- 
ever, we were more fortunate, and at 
cigjxt got u^ our ancbofs^ and ftoodout to 
iea. 

The tide rifes, at this place £?e fevt twa 
inches and a half, and it is hi^h water at 
thirty-i]£ nxmutes aifter four in the after- 
qpon^ at the full and change of die 
moon. 

When we ardiped bere a Cccond timei 
we fouGid the Ruflians^ at the hofpitaU 
nearly in as bad a (late with re^efi: to the 
icun/y a$ during eui^ 6rft vifit ^ and as. 
diis. was a time of year when berries and 
vegetables aboundedj, particiilarly thofe cf 
the raiena, or fervice tree, which might 
be coUe£led without wy trouble, a ftronger 
proof of their extreme lazinefs cannot b# 
produced. They are iq faft a (Irange fet 
of beings, and totally void of humarii^ 
to each other, an inftance of which we^ 

faw 
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law in a poor oW man who had loft the pfe 
^f his limbs, and was fufFered to ftarvc 
4n one of their out houfes* In general 
they are reprefentcd as jealous of their 
ivives, bat we found that a glafs or two 
of rum would fometimes get the better of 
their natural difpofition, and the wife of 
one man in^particular was at the fervice 
of any one who would give him a bottle 
of it* The women have no averfion to 
fpirits, but will drink them without adul- 
teratiorij and in as great quantities as the 
txitn. 

The Kamtfchadales though they have, 
in a great meafure, adopted the religion 
of the Ruffians, cannot however totally 
4iveft themfelves of their fuperftitious 
prejudices: fgveral inftances of which we 
had an opportunity of feeing, particu- 
larly in an excuriion to the Awachinikoy 
ihountain; near the fummit of which, 
many fmokes iifued out in various places* 
Thefe, they would not come near, bfit 
faid they were the habitation- .of evil fpi- 
rits* 

Voi-IL X Th* 
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The language that prevails here is lfbi# 
Ruffian, and but very few, except thfe 
elded of the Kamtfchadales can ipeak 
their native tongue, fo that it is likely in 
the courfe of a few yeafs to become ex-^ 
tinfti 

As this was the^ fuihtiler feafon they 
had retired into the bala^ans, which are 
their refidence during that period of the 
year. They were alfo vepy buiily employed 
in drying fifli for their winter ftock ; {6 
that the whole village wa« neajrly fur- 
rounded by them, which by no means af-^ 
forded an agreeable fcent. They oonfifted 
principally of falmon and herrings ; tha 
latter being fet afide entirely for their dogs :• 
the bellies of the former, which they look^ 
upon as a delicacy, are divided from the 
body, and dried by themfelves. 

The dogs are always let loofe in the* 
fummer feafon, during which time they 
frequently run wild in the woods, bu^ 
return at the approach of winter, whei> 
they ar« fetured again s and upon the^ 

firfV' 
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fitft appearance of a fledge, they fet up a 
general howl, as being confcious of the 
labour they have to undergo for the re- 
maining part of the year.

N. We faw 
many flying-fifh abbut, and at fix in, the

eVcnfng, the wind decreafing, we haufecf^ 
up to S. W. by W- At ten we had the' 
wind from the N. by W. our courfe W^ 
byS. 

Sunday (the 14th) we had fine pleafant 
v^eathef, with flying clouds and foiooth* 
wateri our wind and courfe as yefterday ' 
tvening. At feri in themoi^ning, the Dif- 
covery being about two inilfes a-head,» 
made the fignal for feeing land, which the 
Re(blution anfwered, and foon after we 
defcried it to the S4 W. making like a» 
high mountain; we direfily bore away 
for it, fteering Si W. witb the wind N^ 
N. E. . This was one of thofe ifles which 
are laid down to th© north vizard of the 
Marian Iflands. At noon we were in^' 

latitude 24deg4 35''min. N. and longitude 

• 

141 deg. 15 mi/1. E. and at one we 
hauled up. to weft. AthalfpafttWo wc 
faw more land to the N. W. by W. whicly 
wt: hauled up for; and at half paft three ' 
defcried more to the N. W. by N. but very ' 
low. At four the two above iflands bore ' 
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N." 54deg: W. and N. 59 dcg. W. and 
the mountain S. 27 deg. W. diftaiit about 
three leagues. At eight we taqked, and 
flood off and on for the night, [with aa 
intent of taking a nearer view of them in 
ihe morriing: 

The next day the wind fhifted to fi. 
N. E. and we had fine add clear weather^ 
At fix we bore away for the Ifles, which 
how proved to be only 'one, the extremes 
bearing N. 60 deg. W. and N. 80. deg; 
W. and at half paft we faw a high huni- 
mock bearing N- 14 deg. W. At eight 
we were running along the fouth-fide of 
ihe iile; off the north end there wa^ 
a reef of rock which extended a con- 
liderable diflance frboi it,\aiid over which 
the fea broke violently. The fouth end 
was terminated by a high bluff rock^ and 
upon the middle We faw fome few tre^s 
or rather ihrubs, for they were of a di- 
xninutive fizc, which probably might be 
owing to the fcarcity of foil, the whole 
Ibeing an affemblage of rocky matter* 

y 2 Af 
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As we approached the blufF-rock^ tv^ 
found it had the appearance of having 
once been a volcano ; and we were con* 
firmed in this opinion upon viewing the 
W. S, W, fide, where the mouth or crater 
was very confpicuous^ and upon its fides 
were l^ge mafifes of fulphur, and other 
combuftible mattef,'^ but the fulphur was 
moft predominant. Being at this time to 
leeward of the ifland, we found a very 
Arong fmell of that mineral^ the air be- 
ing quite impregnated with it. The fhore 
on this fide was quite flat, over which a 
very heavy furf continually broke, and at 
jTome diftance were two upright rocks,^ 
againfl which the fea dafhed violently. 
Having &en thus much of this ifle, and 
finding it too dangerous to attempt land- 
ing, we at nin4 bore away to the weftward j 
Captain Gore called it Sulpl&ur lilandf 
the only birds we obfcrved about it were 
boobies. At noon our latitude was 24 
deg. 50 min. N. when its extreme bore 
N. 84 deg^ E. and S. 82 deg. E. thw 



mountain S. 37 deg. E. and the higk 
hummock N. i8 deg. ^. At three in the 
afternoon. Sulphur lijarjd Ibore S. 73 deg* 
eaft. 

Tuefilay, (the i6th) we continued our 
wefterly courfe till noon, and then hauled 
jup to W. S. W. I W. the wind being 
S. by E. and S. and the weather cle^r and 
pleafant; our latitude was 25 deg. 7 min« 
N. and longitude 138 deg. iq min. E. 
In the nignt the wind veered regularly 
from S. S. W. to W. N. W, 

The next day was cloudy, and at feyen 
in the morning we had frefli breezes 
from the N. W. Our latitude was 24 
4eg. 48 min. N. 

On the 1 8 th we had moderate gales 
from the N. E. by N. our courfe W. S. 
W. and the weather which had been fine 
throughout the day, in the evening be?* 
came cloudy. 

We were the next day In latitude 22 
deg. 47 min. N.^and from the fteadinefs of 
^e win4 cpncluded we had fallen in with 

y 3 thf 
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the N. E. trade ; we ftill contmucd ^ 
wellcrly courfe. 

On the 2 1 ft, our latitude by obferva- 
tion was 21 deg. 26 min. N. and we ' 
pafled fome pumice ftone. The next day 
Wa9 cloudy, with heavy rain ; and at fix ^ 
on the following evening we hauled our 
wind under the fore-fail, clofe reefed 
main-top-fail and mizen-ftay-fail, having 
frefli gales from the N. E. 

Our courfe on the 24th Was N. N, W. 
with moderate gales from the N. E. and a 
heavy fea going* The weather was 
cloudy, w:hich prevented our having arx 
obfervation, but we were lucky enough 
during the night to get the altitude of a 
ftar, which gave our latitude 21 deg. 30 
min, N. 

The next day we had hard gales from 

^ the N* N. E. with cloudy weather, and at 

eight bore away to W» under our clofc 

^ reefed top*fails and fore-fail. At noon> 

being in latitude 21 deg, 25 min. N. by 

obfervatiofa, we bore away to fouth, un- 

cfet 
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'der our fore-fall, and clofe-reefed main- 
^6p-fail, with a view of making tho 
-Baihee Iflands, mentioned by Dampier. 

The 26th was cloudy, with moderate 
breezes from the N. N. W. our courfe 
being W. Our obferved latitude was 
21 deg, 6 min. N, -In the afternoon the 
wind freftiened, at eight we hauled the 
wind, and at nine lay-to for the night. 

At fcven the next morning we wore 
and made fail, proceeding in a weft di- 
redion, with the wind at N. E. At ten 
we were in the longitude of the iflands 
as they are laid down, but having no 
land in fight, we concludedl that by fome 
means or other -we had miffed them, or 
that Dampier had cemmitted fome great 
error with refpe6t to their fituation. We 
however continued our courfe till fix ift 
the evening, and then hauled our wind. 

The next day we had frefh gales and 
cloudy weather. In the morning at four 
we were alarmed by the noife of break- 
jWs under our lee, and foon after faw then% 

f 
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extended from W. N. W. to S. S. W 
.we immediately wore (hip* and ftood tq 
the eaflward. At feven we wore agaio^ 
and proceeded W. and at nine altered oui: 
courfe to S. and S. W« the ihoal trending 
to weft ward. This remarkable reef or. 

¥ 

ihoal^ which the Spaniards denominate; 
Pracel, is in moft of the charts laid down 
wrong : according to our obfervations^ it 
is fituated in latitude 20 deg. 42 min. N. 
and longitude 117 deg. 1 5 min. E. which 
nearly agrees with Dalrymple^ who is 
the moft correft furveyor we have had in 
thefe feas. It is between four and five 
leagues in extent, and forms a kind of 
femicircle, nter the N. E. point of which 
is a fmall low fiat ifle^ upon which are a 
few fhrubs. Having taking a view of it, 
we at one made fail, fliaping our courfe 
for the illand of Macao. 

Our courfe the enfuing day (Monday 

the 29th) was N. W. by N. the wind N.

E. by N* and rather freih. At fix in the 
morning we faw fix Chinefe fiihing vefTels^ 

and 
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and 9t noon let out the reefs and made all

fail, keejping a weft and W, by H courfe. 
Our latitude was 21 deg. 59 min. N. At 
one in the afternoon we faw many fiftiipg 
yeflels a<*head, and at three defcried the 
iflands of Lema, bearing W. N. W and 
W.. At fix our ibundings were twenty- 
four fathoins, whefi we ihortened fail 
and hauled our wind to the eaftward' till 
twelve, and then tacked and ftood to the ' 
Borthward, our depth of water being 
thirty-two and thirty-fqur fathom, with 

a muddy bottom* 

It , •» , 

Tuefday (the 30th) yfM cloudy, with 
^all rain. At half paft fix in the morn- 
ing we bore away and made iail* our 
courfe W/and the win4 N, E. by E. At 
noon, the Grand Ladrone, which is the 
loftieft of the iflands, bore N. by. E. f E. 
diftant about three or four milc§. We 
foon after hoifted our enfign and pen- 
dant, and fired two guns, as a fignal for 
a pilot % our foundings were fcventeen fa- 
thoms, and there were rpiany fiflving vef-^ 

fels 
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.^Is about, none of which however took 
any notice of us. At one in the after- 
noon, a Chinefe pilot came on board ; and 
very foon after another arrived, ^and in- 
fixed upon conducing the (hip, and with- 
x)ut any ceremony began to order the fails 
to be trimmed. The firft however would 
not give up the point, and a Jong alter- 
cation cnfued, but at length they fettled 
it, having agreed to divide the money 
which was to be paid and which 
amounted to twenty five dollars. Wc 
were employed all the afternoon in work-? 
ing to windward, and at fix: let go our 
anchor near thp Grand Ladrooe, in ten 
fathom. t 

At ten the next morning (December 
the I ft), we got up our anchor and made 
fail, the tide being in our favour. We 
continued working to windward all the 
morning, having ten, nine, and eight fa- 
thom. In the afternoon, two more Chi^ 
nefe came on board, one of whom had 
jfcvcral certificates from the captains Qf 

ihips 
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^ips which he had ferved as comprador^ 
To this man the captain gave twenty dol-r 
lars, to procure us frefli provifions for the 
next day, after which they departed, and 
we foon after anchored. 

At feven in the njprning our compra- 
dor arrived, with four quarters of fmall 
and very lean beef, fome eggs^ and a few 
oranges and greens, the vyhole of >vhicl^ 
could not have coft above half the money 
he received. Jt w^s in vain however to 
think of getting anyredrefs, and we were 
obliged to reft contented with our bad 
bargain. §orne time after our pilots left 
us, being fearful, as they informed us, of 
the mandarines, vvho, if they faw them, 
would in all probability infift uppn part of ^ 
the mi)ney which had been paid. At twq 
in the afternoon, we got up pur anchors 
ana made fail to\yards Macao, and the 
pinnace, with captain King and another 
officer, were fent on fhore, with an intent 

w 

of fetting off immediately for Canton, be- 
ing in want of fevcral ftores. which we 

hoped 
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hoped to be fupplied with /from the Eaft 
India (hips, ieveral of Which we found 
were taking in their lading at Wampo. 
Upon their landing at Macao, they were 
informed by ibme Englifh gentlemen, 
l^at they muft firft obtain a chop or pafl"^ 
port, which l;eould be at leaft five days 
before its arrival, from Canton i upon 
which they for the prefent relinq^uiihed 
their fchenie. At nine in the evening we 
let go our anchor in three fathoms and a 

half, ^nd about four miles diflant from 

% 

the town. 

Evdry hnc now was anxious to be in- 
formed of the ftate of affairs in England, 
^nd late as it was when the pinnace re- 
turned fronl the fhore, all hands got up 
to hear the news. Among a variety of 
other articles, the war with France (fc^jpe 
account i3f which we had received at 
Kamtfchat^a) was confirmed* 

The next day, at feven in the' morning, 
we weighed and flood towards the town, 
|nd at eight anchored again in three fa- 
thoms. 
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thomsi about two miles from the town, 
and falutcd the fort with thirteen guns, 
which returned an e^ual number^ Being 
informed in the courfe of the day, by aa 
Englifh gentleman^ that tbe^ Poftugueie 
. rather wifhed us to be farther from the 
toWn, we the following niorning (Friday 
the 3d) at fix got up our anchors, and 
made fail, and about noon dropped them 
agaia in the Typa, near the ipot where 
the Centurion lay« 

A day or two after two Portuguefe fliipt 
came out of the harbour behind the town^ 
Aiid anchored in the Typa^ to take oa 
board the remaining part of their lading. 
All our hands were how very bufily em-» 
ployed^ fome in watering, others in thtf 
holds, and the carpenters in putting the 
Ihips into a proper ftate of defence, by 
crefting barracadoes, and converting the 
qabins, which before were wood, into 
canvas ones. The Chinefe too^ as long 
as our money lafted, wer^ very afliduoua 
md conftant in theic vifitsi Piany of 

them 
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rficiri came ol^ in the* night to avoid pay^ 
ing the ufual duties, and feveral ran thd 
Hfque of cortiirig in the day, but one o^ 
other of theni was always Opon the watch; 
and no fooner did a nianda:rine's Boat make 
its appearance than they ihftarit^ put off; 
or concealed themfelves and their good^ 
in various parts of the Hiip^ Among 
other articles they brotight off af rick, and 
a nafty, hot, difagtetable f{5irit, whicH 
they called fumchu ; our feaiflen (who zi 
any time would much rather fpehd their 
money in drink, than in purchafing rfior^ 
ufeful things) generally contrived to gti 
fo very intoxicated, as to be uhatjie to 
proceed in their work, and at length it 
arrived to fuch a pitch, as to require fevera 
treatment to get the better of it. From 
this time no liquor was fuffered to h6 
brought into the (hip, and the Chinefe 
boats were fearched before they were per- 
mitted to come along-fide ; but in ipigh£ 
of every precaution they found meaji* 
to convey it on board. Abcfut a forf^ 

/ night 
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tiigiit after our arrival two fmall $pa- 
riiih fhips from Manilla, laden principally 
with dollars, anchored in the harbour be- 
hind the town. They had been informed 
by the Portuguefe of our being here, on 
which account they came in by nighty 
being dppfehenfive, rio doubt, that we 
(hould moleft them. But at that timt we 
were ignorant that Spain had joined 
France, and had we known it, we could 
not with any propriety have attacked 
them. 

From this time to our departure no- 
thing occurred worth notice. Having got 
all our fupplies^ and increafed our num- 
ber of guns to fixteen, and the Difcovery's 
to twelve, and taken in as much live 
ftock as we could conveniently ftow away, 
we made all ready for fea^ 

On Wednefday afternoon (January 1 2, 
1780) we weighed our anchors and made 
fail, (landing out of the Typa : towards 
the evening the tide became unfavourable, 
and we came-to again. 

The 
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TThe next morning at day-light we gbl 
up our anchors and made fail, cur courfe 
being S. and in cotapany with a Swedifh 
fhip which had juft arrived from Wampo^ 
but being a faft (ailer (he, ibbn left us. In 
the afternoon we had a fine breeze from 
the N. £. which increafed the next d^ 
to a gale. 
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CHAP. XXXVII. 

Arrhe at Pulo Condor — tranfaSiions 
there-^depart from tbence-^pafs the 
Jlraits of Banca and Sunda — arrive at 
Cracatoa—JBrince'X I/land — the Cape of 
Good Hope — Orkney I/lands — and Eng^ 
land. 



y^N Wednefday January the r^th, we 
^^ faw Pulo Sapota, diftant about three 
or four leagues, and the next day» at one in 
the afternoon^ defcried Pulo Condor bear- 
ing W. S. W. about four leagues diftant. 
Not being able to reach the harbour that 
nighty we ftood off and on till mornings 
and came to in the afternoon, not far from 
the fpot where Dampier had anchored. 
Having furled our fails, the captain or- 
V^L. IL Z dered 
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dered feveral guns to be fired, to the intend 
that the inhabitants might know there- 
were fhips there. None however made^ 
their appearance that night, and the nextf 
morning a boat with an ofiicer was diP 
patched to a fmall village on the other 
fide the ifland, who returned in the after-" 
noon with one of the natives. Wood 
being an article which we could not pro-' 
cure at Macao, a party were^ fent on 
fliore to cut fome : among a variety of other 
trees, we found the wild nutmeg-tree in 
abundance, but the nut was totally void 
ef fmell arid tafte* 

The day following we bought three of 
four fifh of fome of the natives, wbo.'fa«4 
been fiihing ; one of them was ihaped 
much like dolphin, the others were of 
the albecore tribe, but marked or ftqped? 
on the back and fides with a blackifh. blue 
<:olour. The chief man of the ifland^ or 
the capitano, as they called him, camy 
^n board in the courie of the day, whefx 

the 
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die captain. informed him, . as well as he 
could by figns, that we were in want of 
frcfh provifions. He appeared to un4er- 
ftand him very ^well, and the .nejct d^yj 
(Tuefday the 25th) fet off in one of oar 
boats to procure qs fome buffalQes, .which 
were the only beafts he could furnifli u« 
with» Several other natives, came on 
board, and brought a few trifling things 
to diipofe of, but al}« not evea:^.¥Qepting 
their chief, were very poor ahd ragged. 
Every one wore turbans (if an old dirty 
piece of cloth wrapped round their head? 
deferves that nanie) and chewed the betel 
and areka.N In the evening the boats re« 
•turned' with three or four young buf- 
faloes, and were difpatched again the en« 
iuing day in que ft of more, and a party 
was fent to cut down fome cabbage trees, 
to boil with the meat for the ^ip's com- 
pany. Our fportfmcn too made an ex- 
curfion into the country, but met with 
very. little fuccefs, having fcen only a few 

Z 2 monkies^ 
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tfionkies, fqiiirrels, and a cock anfd hetf/ 
the latter of which they fhot. Accord-*^ 
ing to Linnaeus this ifland is their na<^ 
live place* 

Thurfday the 27th, ia the evenmgy 
our boat< returned with n>ore buffaloes^ 
but much older than the others. The 
flefh of all was verycourfe, without the 
kaft particle of fat^ 

On Friday the aSdb, at noon^ we took 
up our anchors and made fail : when out 
of the harbour we fhaped oui; coarfe for 
the ftraits of Banca. 

On the afternoon of Tuefday, February 
the 1 ft, we paffed Pulo-^Timoan, and 
PuIo^Piiang ; add at hajf paft nine in 
the evening wer6 a-breaft of Pulo-Aro. 
Thurfday the gd, ac fix in the morning, 
we faw the Seven-iflands and Monopin-. 
hill, which are fituated near the entrance 
, into the ftraits, our foundings varying 
from fourteen to nineteen fathoms, dcr 
creufing and incrcaiing alternately. At

coon our obferyed latitude was i deg. 
48 min. S. and at nine in the evening a 
boat (which wq iuppofed to be a fiihing 
boat) pafled us a we hailed her^ but re- 
ceived no anfwer that we could under<« 
ftand. At twelve wc came-to in thirteen 
fathonft, with a clayey bottom, and found 
the tide pafTed us at the rate pf four mQes 
an hour^ 

At fix the next mornin? we weighed 
and made fail; having light breezes, our

cording to the winding of the paflage^ 
We found the heat very troublefome, the 
thermometer riilng as high as. 83 | deg<. 
and 84 deg, and two or three of the Dif- 
covery's people fell ill of fevers. That 
part of the ftraights which is formed by 
Sumatra is low, and covered with trees 
jto the very edge of the water, the whole 
forming to appearance an impenetrable 
wood : the iflaiid Banca compofes the 
outer fide^ J^od is alfp low near the fear-

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fide, but the interior parts arc in' niany 
places hilly. • • '- 

Saturday, February the 5th, at onfc in 
the afternoon, we Were a-breft of the 
ifland Lucipata^ which lies hear tlie fouth 
(entrance of ihe ftraights. Our obferved 
latitude waS 3 deg. 9* miti. S. and on Sun* 
day/ abbut fevcn in the evening, we let 
go our anchors about three leagues froti; 
the Brbthers (two fmall iflaiids fo called) 
and during the night had much thunder 
and lightning, with a heavy atmoiphferei 
and almoft perfeft calms. '• ' 

ThS next ^ morning, Monday the ytli, 
at fix we weighed aiid made fail, fiandin^ 
through the ftraits of Sunda,- to a fmall 
high ifle called Cracatoa, which lies ta 
the S. W- The Difcovery, in the interirtti 
was difpatched to a Dutch Eafl Iiidiaffian, 
at fome diftanpe, to procure fome arrack, 
fis our flock of fpirits w;as nearly ex- 
haufted, and to enquire if there was any 
particular news from Euro{)e, after wbidi

ihe was to proceed to Prince's -lijaiid, arid 
there wait our arrival* We continued 
pur CQurfe to Cracatoa, oiF the weft end 
pf which we faw another Dutch Eaft In- 
diaman at anchor; and having let gq 
pur anchor, and fecured fhe ihip, the 
piririacfc, With a prbper pfljcer, was fenf on 
feoardr to learn if we could be fuppHed 
With .any arrack. In th^ evening the

The neiff day (hooting parties went out,^ 
but met with nothing' worth notice j the 
inhabitants, who were all ^fefled-'in the* 
Malay iiafhion, behaved with civility. 
This ijland is governed by a radj a, whq 
is fubjed to the court of Bantam : the 
preferit one is a youth about fourteen or 
fifteen years old. The town, which, 

confifts 
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confifts of twelve oc fourteen houfes^ i$ 
fitoated in a pleafant (pot, about half a 
mile from the {hore> and furrounded with 
trees of various kinds, among which were 
the coco nut and plaintain trees ; the lat- 
ter were the largeft we had ever feen. All 
the houfes were elevated upon pofls> about 
two feet from the ground, and were built 
upon the fame plan as thofe of Prince's 
liland. They faw three or four of their 
women, who were beating paddy, but 
they retired immediately into their houfes. 
The whole ifland produced variety of 
trees, and appeared like a perfedt wx)od, 
which afforded a fine retreat for the birds, 
many of which were remarkably beau- 
tiful ; and inlcdts, particularly of Hit 
butterfly-kind> were exceeding nume- 
rous. 

Having taken our ftock of ipirits on 
board* we proceeded to Prince's Ifland, 
where we ftaid three dr four days ; du-* 
ring which timQ we bought many very 

bad 
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bad turtle, a great number of monkies, 
fome of thoie fmall aniixials which we 
call hog-deer, and a few fowls. The heat 
was very great, and not a little trouble-- 
fome, the thermometer being feldom 
lower than 84 deg. and frequently fome 
degrees higher. 

From hence we made the beft of our 
way to the Cape of Good Hope, during 
which pafTage nothing particular occufredji 
except our meeting with a fhiall veflel be« 
longing to the Eaft India Company^ 
which was cruizing with inftruAions for 
the company's ihips. A few days after, 
we made the Cape, and the next day we 
were {landing into Falfe Bay, but night 
coming on before we could reach our 
proper birth, we anchored at no great 
diftance from a rock called the Noah's 
Ark. The next morning at day-light, 
we weighed and made fail, and about 
noon dropped our anchors, and foon after 
moored fhip, and fired thirteen guns as a 

falute 
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(kliite to the govtrnor, for as yet there 
was no fart eredtedj they contrived 
however to return an equal number^ 
having a few pieces of cannon fixed be- 
fore the ih)re-houfeSi We found riding 
here, the Naffau and Southampton Baft 
Indiamen. We continued at this place 
till near the middle of May, when having 
completed our ftock of waterj and taken 
in flores of various kind^ and as much 

live-ftock as we could find room for> wc 

* » 

took up out anchors and made fail, but 
our wind failed us before we could clear 
the bay, and we were obliged to come-to 
again. The following day we were more 
fortunate ; and having ftood out to lea, 
purfued a foutherly cburfe for fome time 
to avoid falling in with any {hips of the 
enemy, which, notwithftanding the edidt 
that was iflucd, might give us more trou- 
ble than we wiflhed to experience. 

After a pafTage of near fixteen weeks, 
we arrived at Stromnefs, where we were 

detained 
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detained near a month by contrary winds j 
at laft a favourable one came pn^ which 
we Ltnmediately took the advantage of^ 
and having cleared the Orkney Ides, we 
proceeded along the coaft of Scotland^ 
&c. On the 5th of OAober anchored 
at the Nore ; and the day following 
moored alongfide the hulk, after a long 
and tedious abfence of four years> an4 
near three months*
